The Eighty-Ninth Annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island assembled 
for Divine Service in Grace Church, Providence, at 10 
o’clock, A. M. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. J. L. MIcier, 
Rector of St. James’s Church, Woonsocket, and the Rev. 
D. R. Brewer, Rector of Christ Church, Westerly. 


The Communion Office was begun by the Bishop, the Rev. 
D. H. Greer, Rector of Grace Church, Providence, read- 
ing the Epistle.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE J. S. BORLAND ESTATE. 


_ The Special Committee appointed at the last meeting of the Convention 
to whom was referred ‘‘ the several plans of permanent control of funds 
belonging to the Convention,” and also the report of the Committee ap- 
pointed to receive legacies and bequests given this Diocese by the will of 
Joseph S. Borland; and who were also authorized ‘to sell or dispose of 
all real estate coming to this Convention under the will of Joseph S. 
Borland, ” respectfully report : 

That in their opinion it will be a great advantage to the Convention, 
to the Treasurer, and to the several Boards of Trustees having charge of 
the funds of the Convention, to have some permanent board appointed 
whose duty it shall be to audit the accounts and examine the vouchers of 
the Treasurer and of the various Boards of Trustees, and thereby. save 
the Convention from considerable labor-requiring skill and accuracy and 
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caréful deliberation. Under the present system this labor has to be hastily 
' done by a Finance Committee, appointed the first day of the Convention, 
whose duty it is to report on all matters referred to them on the following day. 
The. business of the Convention has frequently been retarded because the 
Finance Committee, owing to their arduous duties, were not ready te 
report on matters referred to them, and the counsel and advice of some 
of its wisest and most experienced members have at times been lost to 
the Convention because the Finance Committee have been obliged to sit 
during the session of the Convention. 

This committee therefore recommend the adoption by the Convention of 

Canon XVIL., of the Board of Audit and Finance, which is submitted 
herewith. ; 
In relation to ‘the report of the committee appeinted to receive lega- 
cies and bequests given this Diocese by the will of Joseph S. Borland,” 
this Committee recommend that the report of said Committee presented 
at the last Convention be received, and the action of said Committee in 
settling with the Executor of the estate of Joseph S. Borland be approved 
and confirmed, and the Committee be discharged. 

This Committee has not deemed it expedient ‘‘to sell the real estate 
received by the Convention under the will of Joseph S. Borland.” The 
land is rented to parties who pay rent amounting to more than the taxes 
levied on the same, and a larger amount will probably be realized by 
deferring the sale of the land till business is more prosperous, than could 
be realized by a sale at the present time. In order, however, that the 
land may be sold, if any advantageous opportunity to do so should occur, 
this Committee recommends that the Convention appoint a committee 
with authority to'sell or dispose of all or any part of the real estate 
received by the Convention under the will of Joseph S. Borland, with 
power to execute, acknowledge and deliver sufficient deeds of convey- 
ance of the same and turn over the proceeds of such sale ‘or ‘sales to the 
Treasurer to be placed in the Borland Fund. 

In accordance with the resolution of the Convention, the. Treasurer 
holds as a separate fund, called the ‘*‘ Borland Fund,” the five shares of 
stock in the Boston and Albany Railroad, received from the estate of 
Joseph S. Borland and also ‘the sum of dollars, being the cash 
( $782) received in final settlement from that estate and the investments 
of the same and of the railroad shares. Under the advice of this Com- 
mittee the cash is deposited in the participation account of the Rhode 
Island Hospital Trust Company.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Missions was held June 18, 1878. 
EK. H. Porter was chosen Secretary and C. E. Boon, Treasurer, for the 
ensuing year. 

The Treasurer reported that the special subscriptions at the meeting of 
the last Convention amounted to $862.54, which removed all indebtedness 
of the Board, and provided a sufficient sum to meet the payments of July. 
Such a generous response from the Parishes of the Diocese in a time of 
urgent necessity was fully appreciated. It is hoped that there will be no 
occasion in the future to appeal to the sympathies of the Convention in 
behalf of an overdrawn treasury. 

_ At the November meeting the following resolution was adopted : 

That at least five days before the end of each quarter, each Missionary 
shall report to the Secretary — 

1. Whether the Mission has paid to the Missionary its quarterly AUG: 
in full. 

2. A statement of the condition of the work. 

3. The amount of the quarterly offering for the Board. 

In December the Missionary Stations were adopted for the year begin- 
ning April 1, 1879, and the Missionaries were appointed by the Bishop.

In February, the Rev. W. D. U. Shearman sent in his resignation as a 
Missionary of the Board, and no Bo deal has been made for St. 
ht ed s Church, Providence. 
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In March, St. Thomas’s, Eagle Park, was adopted as astation of the 
Board, and placed under the charge of the Rev. C. H. Wheeler, with an 
appropriation of $50.00 to defray the expenses of occasional services. 

With regard to these missions there are some items of interest: 


St. GEoRGE’s, LINCOLN. The debt upon this Church has been reduced 
to. $5,700. Three hundred dollars have been paid during the Conventional 
year. Some ladies of Providence have assisted in raising the necessary 
interest. 


Goop SHEPHERD, PLEASANT ViEW. The amount of the debt upon the 
~ Church building is $1,425, reduced $75 the past year. 


St. Petrer’s, Manton. There is a prospect of uniting this station 
with Greenville during the present year, as it can be visited more con- 
veniently than from South Providence. The special feature of the work 
here is a flourishing Sunday School. 


St. PHILIP’s, CROMPTON. The improvement in the Church property 
here is very marked. The Church is not large enough and needs some 
$1,200 to adapt it to the requirements of this community. 


Sr. ANDREW’S, PHENIx. The condition of this Mission is very gratify- 
ing, and the work gives promise of yielding large results. 


St. THOMAS’s, GREENVILLE, The labors of Mr. Baggs, lay reader, have 
been eminently successful. As he is about to leave for preparation for 
Holy. Orders, it is desirable now that a clergyman, of like earnestness, be 
appointed to carry on the work in connection with Manton, 


St. MATTHEW’s, JAMESTOWN. (A Church will be. built during the 
present summer. 


_  §t. Mary’s, CUMBERLAND HiLu.. This Chapel is now open for regular 
services and can be consecrated as soon as a small indebtedness of a few 
hundred dollars is remdéved. j 

A year ago we came before the Convention with a debt. This was the 
first time in the history of the Board. We made our report and the 
Convention generously pledged relief. This year we have no debt, but on 
the first of July the quarterly payments will be due, amounting to about 
seven hundred dollars. If any delinquent parishes which have not con- 
tributed to the Board during the past year can do so before the end of 
this month, it will enable us more nearly to meet our responsibilities 
without postponing payments or incurring debt by loan. A list of delin- 
quent parishes will be found in the Treasurer’s report. 

The receipts of the Board have been less than for many years. Only 
one-half of the amount contributed last year was received this year. Had 
it not been for extraordinary resources for which the parishes have no 
credit, and upon which we cannot rely hereafter, we should be very much 
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in arrears. The state of the Missionary field is very encouraging. There 
is nothing depressing in the condition of any station. The Missionaries 
are earnest, faithful, hard-working men. Here and there some Church 
debt impedes the growth of Church work, but these debts are gradually 
diminishing. The Board is seeking to adopt some policy by which in the 
future such unwarrantable expenditure in Missionary stations may be 
prevented. ‘There are two dangers we have to contend against, the multi- 
plying of stations where there is little prospect of success, and the build- 
ing of churches before the Missions are strong enough to pay for them 
and maintain them. A fewstations well chosen, and generously supported, 
are better than a great many, feeble and burdensome, undertaken by san- 
guine souls, and maintained when past hope, simply because once begun. 
The Church in our Diocese needs condensation. Where there are estab- 
lished parishes too near together, it is difficult now to make a reform. 
When new parishes are organized, or Missions are undertaken, there is 
some possibility of control. 

We ask for your continued contributions to enable us to carry on the 
present important enterprises and to enter upon new fields only as the 
greatness of the demand requires. 

As the usefulness of the Board of Missions becomes more widely 
known, the good and faithful work done by the Missionaries throughout 
the Diocese, by the aid of the Missionary gatherings now held almost 
monthly through the year, and by the efforts of the Women’s Auxiliary, 
which makes Diocesan aid a part of its good works, there ought to be no 
lack of money to carry on the missionary work of the Diocese. We ask 
your, help in the year to come.

The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred the consideration of 
the proposed Canon XVII, unanimously recommend the adoption of that 
Canon as it came from the Committee by whom it was prepared, as 
follows: 


PROPOSED CANON. 
CaNon XVII. Or THE BOARD OF AUDIT AND FINANCE. 


SECTION 1, There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Audit 
and Finance to consist of three laymen; of whom one shall hold office for 
the term of one year, one for the term of two years, and one for the 
term of three years; and each Annual Convention hereafter shall elect one 
member who shall hold office for the term of three years; and the said 
Board shall have authority to fill any vacancies occurring in their num- 
ber during the recess of the Convention. 

Src. 2. It shall be the duty of said Board previous to each Annual 
Convention to audit and examine all accounts and vouchers of the Treas- 
urer and to inspect the seeurities and investments in his hands belonging 
to the general funds of the Convention and to the special funds and 
accounts in his hands; and from time to time to advise and instruct the 
Treasurer as to the sale and re-investment of any securities belonging to 
the Convention, and as to the care and investment of any funds to which 
the Convention shall hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or. otherwise; 
and the Treasurer. shall, not be held responsible by the Convention for. any 
loss or damage it may sustain by reason of any investment or change of 
investment in its funds made by the Treasurer under the written advice 
and instruction of said Board. 

Sec 3. Itshall also be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Convention, to. audit and examine the accounts. and vouchers and. to 
inspect the securities and investmeuts of each of the Boards of Trustees 
and Commissions who now have, or to whom may hereafter be given the 
charge and care of any funds belonging to this Convention. 

Sec. 4. It shall also be the duty of said Board to present to each 
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Annual Convention a report showing the amount the Board estimate will 
_be required to be raised by assessment for the Bishop’s salary and the 
Convention expenses for that year, and to recommend the sums to be 
assessed by the Convention on the several parishes in union with it. 

Src. 5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, under the direction and 
approval of said Board, to take possession of, hold and manage all 
property, real and personal, (not now in the hands of any special Board 
of Trustees,) belonging to the Convention, or to which the Convention 
shall hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise, until such time as 
the Convention shall order other management or disposition of the same. 
And it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to report annually to the Conven- 
tion any action which he may take under the authority given to him by 
this section.

No salary shall be paid to the Missionary of any station at which a debt 
for a Church or Rectory building shall be hereafter incurred, unless said 
debt be incurred with the written consent of the Bishop, and of the Board 
of Missions, or until the entire liquidation of the debt.

NON-ATTENDANCE OF CHILDREN AT CHURCH. 


The Committee to whom was referred that portion of the Bishop’s 
Address which relates to the non-attendance of children upon Church 
Services, beg leave to present the following report: 

The evil to which the Bishop refers is certainly a real and growing one, 
and needs to be dealt with promptly, inasmuch as of the children of the 
present day our future congregations are to be composed, and the loss or 
absence of interest in the Church’s services will certainly result in almost 
total alienation from the Church itself. 

It seems to your Committee that the following are among the leading 
causes of the non-attendance of the Church’s children at her regular 
services : 

1. The fact that it is not sufficiently impressed upon the children’s 
minds by their parents, their Sunday School teachers, and even, perhaps 
by their Ministers, that the Liturgy of the Church is something which 
belongs to them as much as to the grown people, and that by their mem- 
bership in the Church they have the same right of attendance at, and 
joining in the Church’s public worship, as those of ariper age. Were 
the children made to understand that when they attend service they are 
present, not by the mere sufferance of their elders, but by a right of their 
own, it is not doubted but that there would soon be an increased attend- 
ance on their part, 

2. The elaborate opening and closing services of our Sunday Schools, 
which lead the Sunday scholars to deem that when the Sunday School is 
over, they have attended their own service, or rather the service which 
is intended especially for them, thus increasing and confirming the idea 
which has just been referred to, that the Church service is for the older 
people only. 

3. The fact that the practice in many of our parishes is to have the 
Sunday School in the morning, immediately before the Morning Service, 
thereby rendering a continuous attendance too tedious for the children.

fe BISHOR’S,.ADDERESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


On the Sunday following the last Convention, June 16th, 
I visited St. Philip’s Church, Crompton, and confirmed five 
persons. Everything pertaining to this parish is in a sound 
and healthy condition. In the afternoon I confirmed three 
at the St. Andrew’s Mission, Phenix. I know of no place in 
the Diocese where a new church is more imperatively needed 
than it is here. The hall which we occupy is full to over- 
flowing, and with an attractive and convenient edifice the con- 
gregation might be increased almost indefinitely. This 
mission is placed in the midst of a large and dense popula- 
tion, so that there is not much danger that the church would 
be idle for want of worshippers, as is the case in certain parts 
of the State. 
On Sunday, June 23d, at the request of Bishop Potter, I 
confirmed seven in Christ Church, Riverdale, New York city. 
On Sunday, June 30th, I admitted Mr. Henry Hague, a 
graduate of the Philadelphia Divinity School, to deacon’s 
orders in Christ Church, Lonsdale. The candidate was pre- 
sented by the Rev. H. C. Cunningham. 
On Sunday, July 7th, I visited the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, Wakefield; and in the afternoon confirmed five in St. 
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Peter’s Chapel, Narragansett Pier. The Rev. C. H. Bixby 
has now entire charge of both places, his ministrations being 
equally acceptable to the resident population and the tran- 
sient visitors. Worship still continues to be held in a hall at 
Wakefield. 

On Sunday, July 21st, I visited St. Luke’s Church, East 
Greenwich. The Rev. George P. Allen resigned the Rector- 
ship at Easter, and the parish is now vacant. 

On Sunday, August 18th and 25th, I again visited the 
Chapel at the Pier. 

On Sunday, September 15, I visited All Saints Chapel, 
Newport, and in the afternoon, preached in St. Matthew’s 
Church, Jamestown. At the next Convention I trust that 1 
shall be able to report the erection of anew church on Conan- 
icut island. Through the labors of the Rev. George J. Ma- 
gill, Rector of Trinity Church, Newport, a brighter aspect 
has come over the face of things here. 

On Saturday, September 28th, acting in behalf of Bishop 
Odenheimer, who is disabled by illness, I consecrated the 
Church of the Holy Communion, in Norwood, New Jersey. 
The next day, Sunday, I admitted the Rev. Alexander H. 
Vinton, 2d, to the Priesthood, and confirmed cight in the same 
eburch. 

On Sunday, October 13th, I visited St. Mary’s Church, 
South Portsmouth, and the Church of the Holy Cross, Mid- 
dletown. The latter has been put in complete order and 
beautifully decorated. 

On Sunday, December 8th, I visited St. Thomas’s Church, 
Greenville. Mr. C. H. Baggs has been officiating here for 
some time as a lay reader, and by his zeal he has inspired 
the people to make all the repairs and improvements that 
were needed in and about the building and premises, and 
everything is now ready for a rector to enter in and reap a 
rich harvest. 
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On Sunday, December 15th, I confirmed five in St. Ga- 
briel’s Church, Providence. The Rev. John C. Brooks, the 
Rector, had accepted a call to Christ Church, Springfield, 
Mass., «und this was to be his last Sunday here. He did a 
good work during the short time that he was with us, and we 
all parted from him with regret. The Rev. A. B. Carver 
has been called to the charge of this Church, and has ac- 
cepted. 

On Sunday, December 22d, I preached in the Massachu- 
setts State Prison at Concord, and also addressed a Bible 
class composed of 250 convicts. In the afternoon I visited 
the Episcopal Church recently established in the town of 
Concord. 

On Sunday, December 29th, I visited the Church of the 

Epiphany, at Elmwood. I regret to say that this parish still 
remains destitute of a Rector. In the evening I confirmed 
eight in St. Mary’s Church, East Providence. 
On Sunday, January 26th, I visited Trinity Church, Bris- 
tol. Since that time the Rev. Joseph H. Johnson has entered 
upon his duties as Rector, the Rev. Samuel Moran having 
resigned and removed to another diocese. 

On Sunday, February 9th, I preached in St. Mary’s 
Chapel, on Cumberland Hill, which is now opened on every 
Sunday for divine service. The congregation was large and 
the music very superior. This enterprise has been strug- 
eling long and hard, but it now seems to be crowned with 
prosperity. 

In the evening, I confirmed eight in Emmanuel Church, 
Manville. Both the Chapel and the Church are now in the 
charge of the Rev. Henry Hague, and the utmost harmony 
prevails in all quarters. 

On the evening of Ash Wednesday, I confirmed fifteen in 


the Church of the Saviour, Providence. 
6 
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On Sunday, March 2d, I confirmed twenty-six in Christ 
Church, Westerly. There is one peculiar feature in this 
parish that is worth noting. The church is sustained, and 
well sustained, without pew-rents, invested funds, envelope 
systems, or any outside contrivances for raising money. ‘The 
secret of it is, that the people have a willing mind, and, be- 
lieving that the laborer is worthy of his hire, they contribute 
spontaneously according to their several ability. 

On Sunday, March 9th, I confirmed three in St. George’s 
Church, Lincoln; two at St. Philip’s Mission, Valley Falls ; 
and five at the Church of the Good Shepherd, Pawtucket. 
The prospects of the new mission at Valley Falls are most 
encouraging, and large congregations attend our service. 

On Sunday, March 16th, I confirmed five in St. Paul’s, 
and six in Trinity Chureh, Pawtucket. 

On Sunday, March 23rd, I confirmed eleven in St. James’s 
Church, Woonsocket. 

On Sunday, March 30th, I visited St. John’s Church, Bar- 
rington. After a longer service in the ministry than that of 
any other clergyman of our church now living in New Eng- 
land, the Rev. Dr. S. B. Shaw. has resigned his Rectorship 
and removed to this city. Few men can show a cleaner or 
better record. Although he has nearly fulfilled his fourscure 
years, Dr. Shaw is still ready for active work wherever his 
services may be needed, for his speech does not fail, neither 
is his natural force abated. I trust that his voice may con- 
tinue to be heard in our churches for many a year to come. 
The Rev. Wm. M. Chapin has just. accepted a call to this 
parish. 

On the evening of March 380th, I confirmed eleven in St. 
Mark’s Church, Warren. 

On the 2d of April, I confirmed five in St. Paul’s Church, 
Wickford. 
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On Sunday, April 6th, I confirmed eight in Zion Church, 
Newport. 

On the 8th of April, I confirmed seven in St. Mary’s 
Church, East Providence, in addition to eight others already 
confirmed. } 

On the evening of Good Friday I confirmed twenty-one in 
Christ Church, South Providence. I never visit this parish 
without regretting that we did not originally build the church 
with treble its present capacity. 

On Easter morning, I confirmed forty-one in Grace Church, 
Providence; and in the evening, confirmed fifteen in the 
Church of the Messiah, Providence. 

On Sunday, April 20th, I confirmed twenty-three in Saint 
John’s Church, and in the evening confirmed fourteen in the 
Church of the Redeemer, Providence. 

On Sunday, April 27th, I confirmed thirteen in Christ 
Church, Lonsdale, and in the evening confirmed seventeen in 
St. John’s Church, Ashton. 

On Sunday, May 4th, I confirmed eleven in St. Michael’s 
Church, Bristol. 

On the 7th and 8th of May, the General Missionary Board 
held a conference in this city, when we were favored with the 
presence of both of our Secretaries and several distinguished 
clerical and lay speakers from abroad. The attendance upon 
these exercises was respectably good, and in some cases very 
large, and I trust that the general effect was to excite a 
deeper interest in the extension of the Redeemer’s Kingdom. 

On Sunday, May 11th, I confirmed sixteen in All Saints’ 
Memorial Church, Providence. In the afternoon I visited 
St. Peter’s Church, Manton. In the evening, I confirmed 
eleven in St. Thomas’s Chapel, Providence. |The small build- 
ing in which services are held has been removed to a better 
location, and the grounds about it are well enclosed. _ I con- 
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sider the work that is going on here worthy of special remark. 
The Chapel is crowded with attentive and earnest worship- 
pers, and this under the supervision of a lay reader, who re- 
ceives no missionary aid. The statistics of this little flock 
will compare favorably with those of our long-established 
parishes. 

On Friday evening, May 16th, the celebration of the semi- 
centennial jubilee of Grace Church, Providence, was opened 
with a sermon by the present Rector, and the administration 
of the Holy Communion. 

On Saturday morning, after the usual service, a discourse 
was preached by the Rev. Dr. Samuel Fuller, Professor in 
Berkeley Divinity School, Connecticut, who was the first Rec- 
tor of this church. In the afternoon, at the request of the 
Rector and Vestry, I delivered an historical address. 

On Sunday morning, the Rev. Dr. Alexander H. Vinton, 
who was the third Rector of Grace Church, preached, and in 
the evening, the Rev. Dr. George C. Currie, who preceded 
the present incumbent in the rectorship, delivered the closing 
sermon. ‘The occasion was one of peculiar interest. Five 
of the six surviving rectors took part in the services, and a 
letter was read from one who was unable to be present, as 
also from the Rev. Dr. Burroughs, who once supplied the 
church, and from Bishop Spalding, who was at one time an 
assistant minister. Letters were received from others who 
were formerly connected in some way with the parish. Few 
churches in the land have had a more substantial and steady 
growth, and few have done more, in proportion to their abil- 
ity, to aid and advance the prosperity of other parishes. 

On the 21st of May, I visited St. Thomas’s Church, Green- 
ville, and confirmed four. 

On Ascension day, I confirmed eighteen in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed two iu St. 
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Mary’s Church, East Providence, making in all seventeen 
during the year. 

On the Sunday after Ascension, I visited St. James’s 
Church, Providence; and in the afternoon confirmed three 
in All Saints’ Church, Pontiac. Iam happy to announce that 
a new stone church will probably be erected in this village. 

On the 27th of May I confirmed eight in the Church of the 
Saviour, Providence; making twenty-three in all during the 
year. 

On Sunday, June Ist, I confirmed six in St. Paul’s.Church, 
Portsmouth. ; 

On the 4th of June I confirmed seven in St. Paul’s Chureh, 
Pawtucket; two of whom were from Trinity Church, Paw- 
tucket, making in all, ten confirmed in St. Paul’s, and eight 
in Trinity. 

On Trinity Sunday, June 8th, I confirmed forty-five in 
Trinity Church, Newport, fourteen of whom were from St. 
John’s Chapel; and twenty-four in Emmanuel Church, New- 
port, one of whom was from Zion Church. In the evening I 
visited St. John’s Chapel. 

The whole number confirmed in the Diocese during the year 
is four hundred and twenty-nine. 

With few exceptions the churches appear to be in a pros- 
perous condition, and much united in heart and spirit. The 
variations in rite and usage are very slight, and are not such 
us to call for any special comment. There is a marked im- 
provement in the style and character of our church music, 
with a corresponding diminution in the expense attending it. 
Certain parishes might be mentioned whose congregational 
singing has been brought to great perfection. 

One thing is to be much deplored, and that is, the falling 
off of our young people from attendance upon public worship. 
In many of the churches very few children are to be seen on

Sunday. What must be the result of their thus growing up, 
with none of the peculiar associations which pertain to the 
sanctuary and its solemn services, it is not difficult to antici- 
pate. At least once in the week, they ought to be called to 
join in the common prayers and praises of the church. _Home 
instruction, however faithful, and Sunday School exercises, 
however attractive, are not a sufficient substitute for our 
stated public worship. How the children spend the time, 
which they were once expected to pass in church, is a ques- 
tion that: deserves attention. Would it not be well for the 
clergy to bring this subject before the people of their charge?

public services, it shall be dropped from the roll. I am sat- 
isfied that the general statistics of the Church convey, in many 
respects, an erroneous idea of its actual strength. There is 
quite a large number of the churches reported which exist 
only on paper, and are never likely to be resuscitated. 
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The proportion of defunct parishes is not very large in this 
- Diocese, but still I think that it may be well for us to revise 
the list and make it accord with the facts. There might 
come an emergency, as in the case of the election of a Bishop, 
when representatives from these paper parishes would appear 
in Conveution to control its action, and then they might cease 
to exist again, for an indefinite period. If any parish thus 
dropped from the list should ever come to life, it could be re- 
admitted to the Convention by making canonical application 
to that effect. Whenever a clergyman ceases to officiate, ex- 
cept for the cause of sickness or old age, he loses his vote, 
and it does not seem to be reasonable that a parish, long de- 
funct, should be at liberty to re-appear in Convention with all 
the privileges pertaining to other living churches. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


The division of the church into provinces, with such 
changes in the constitution of the General Convention as may 
be incident thereto, is likely to attract attention, and may, 
perhaps, become matter of legislation at the next meeting of 
that body. The Convention that follows, in 1883, will be the 
centennial, and it may then be thought a fitting time to re- 
arrange the general bond of union by which our forty-eight 
dioceses are now held together, and provide for some new 
basis of representation, and also for less frequent sessions. 
There are many reasons which would lead us to deplore any 
course of action which looked like a sundering of the practi- 
eal unity which now characterizes our communion throughout 
the length and breadth of these United States. It is not a 
time when we can afford to deal lightly with any social or re- 
ligious tie that helps to bind the people of this great republic 
together, and make them feel that they are members of one 
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household. It is true that the introduction of the Provincial 
system would not impair the essential unity of the church, 
and in some form it may, after a while, become desirable and 
inevitable ; but if the General Convention should be resolved 
into a mere court of appeal, meeting once in ten or fifteen 
years, to sce that the smaller synods are conducting them- 
selves properly, the living sympathy which now comes from 
the meeting together at short intervals of representatives from 
every quarter of the Church, and looking each other in the 
face and hearing each other’s voice, would be lost. As it is, 
such a thing as sectional legislation is never dreamed of, and 
probably never will be. Nobody would think of suggesting 
that there are any local considerations, which would justify 
the division of the Church into provinces. But it is urged, 
and with some force, that our General Convention is getting 
to be an unwieldy body, and that, further, as at present con- 
stituted, it involves an enormous expense. For the latter 
reason, it would not be practicable for it to meet anywhere 
but in a large city, where liberal and wealthy Churchmen can 
be found in sufficient numbers to meet the cost of the session, 
and there is manifested some reluctance, even in our large 
cities, to entertain this ponderous assemblage. The further 
cost, to which either the Dioceses or those whom they elect to 
represent them are subjected, in sending the delegates to Con- 
vention, especially where they must come from Qregon and 
Texas, and other remote regions, to some one of our eastern 
cities, is a matter of still greater moment. More money is 
needed to get the Bishop and the Clerical and Lay Deputies 
to the General Convention, from some of our Dioceses, than 
they expend upon all branches of general missions in the 
course of a year, perhaps in three years. 

There is another view of the subject which I am inclined to: 
press, and I can do it with better grace, as representing one: 
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of the smaller Dioceses. As you well know, every Diocesan 
Bishop has his seat in the General Convention in virtue of his 
office, and no one would ever object to this. But all our 
Dioceses, great and small, are also represented by four Cler- 
ical and four Lay Deputies. I consider this to be a very 
unfair ratio of representation. To illustrate what I mean, let 
me give you a few statistics. There are thirteen Dioceses in 
which the whole number of clergy is seventeen less than the 
number that are enrolled in the one Diocese of New York. 
The communicants in the latter Diocese more than outnumber 
all that can be found in seventeen other Dioceses. The 
amount contributed by the Diocese of New York to General 
Domestic Missions, through the regular Board, is more than 
four times as much as all that is given by thirty-eight other 
Dioceses. Is it right that in the legislation of the Church 
the vote of New York should be liable to be neutralized by 
any one of these thirty-eight Dioceses ? | 

How long would the nation endure it, if the constitution 
of the United States gave to Rhode Island the same number 
of electoral votes, or the same number of Representatives in 
Congress which are allotted to the State of New York or 
Pennsylvania ? é 

A fair basis of representation in our General Convention 
would seem to be something like this: let every Diocese be 
represented as at present by its Bishop, and by one Clerical 
and one Lay Deputy. Wherever the number of :parochial 
clergy exceeds fifty, let there be one additional Clerical, and 
one additional Lay Deputy, and the same increase of repre- 
sentation for every fifty, after the number of clergy ex- 
ceeds one hundred. I would restrict the number of deputies 
in accordance with the number of parochial clergy ina dio- 
cese, or such as are employed in Church Institutions, be- 
cause, where there may happen to be, as is the case in a few 
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Dioceses, a large proportion of unemployed clergymen, it 
would not be fair to give the Diovese the benefit of their 
presence. Such a change as this would not only be just, 
but it would so reduce the size of the General Convention, 
that we might hope to see its triennial sessions continue to be 
held for many years to come, and the working unity of the 
Church remain undisturbed. | 

* It is true that such a change as this would reduce our Dio- 
cesan representation to a lower rate, than on some grounds 
we might be entitled: to claim. We have not fifty clergymen 
in this Diocese,: and are not likely to have at present, while 
there are but six Dioceses in the land that contribute as much 
to the general missions of the Church; but this is not a suffi- 
cient reason for our objecting to the change that has been 
suggested. 

Jam inclined still further to believe that the legislation of 
the General Council of the Church would be performed more 
promptly and wisely, if the responsibility devolved upon 
fewer men; there might, perhaps, be somewhat less of elo- 
quent and elaborate talk, but the practical good attained 
would console us for the loss of this. 

The matter in question has already been brought before 
the large Diocese of Pennsylvania, and the smaller Diocese ~ 
of Easton, and I would ask this Convention to give to the 
subject such consideration as in their judgment it may de- 
serve. 


DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


The report comes to us from almost every Diocesan Con- 
vention, that they have great difficulty in sustaining home 
missions within their own borders. So far as our own work 
is concerned, I may say, that with scarcely an exception, the 
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missions in this Diocese were never in a more hopeful condi- 
tion. Ido not believe that any of the money which you be- 
stow upon other and more distant fields, yields a richer and 
more steady return than that which is given to sustain our 
own missionaries in Rhode Island. They are an able and 
hard-working set of men, and their influence for good is felt 
in various ways throughout the community in the midst of 
which they minister. The Board never allows them to wait 
when their stipends are due; but it is harder for us to get 
the money to pay them than it ought to be. The Secretary 
of the Board will give you the details, and I leave the matter 
here, simply entreating that no parish in this Diocese may 
ever fail to remember their own missionaries in the yearly 
distribution of their charities. Every missionary station is 
obliged to make stated offerings to the Board. This they 
always do, however hard it may be for them to sustain their 
own services. 


EPISCOPAL FUND. 


In my last address I called the attention of the Convention 
to the importance of taking some steps for the increase of the 
Episcopal fund. I shall never cease to regret that when I 
undertook several years ago, to secure this fund, [ should 
have stopped as I did, before I had made anything like a fair 
canvass of the Diocese. All that was received at that time 
came from some eight or ten churches, and, so far as I know, 
nothing has since been received from any of the rest, towards 
the permanent fund. It was not at all the fault of the non- 
contributing parishes that they gave nothing, for if they had 
been asked they would undoubtedly have contributed as gen- 
erously as others did, in proportion to their ability. I 
stopped, however, as I did, because of a natural feeling of 
exhaustion. | 3 
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But the time has now come when one of three things must 
be done. - The Episcopal fund must be increased, inasmuch 
as the interest on investments is reduced; or the churches 
must be assessed to meet the deficiency; or the salary paid 
must be diminished. For the sake of him who may succced 
me, as well as out of regard to the general reputation of a 
Diocese so wealthy and liberal as Rhode Island, I should re- 
gret to see the salary lowered, but would prefer to contribute 
to the income of the fund, whatever the Convention may re- 
gard as a proper sum, until the fund itself can be increased. 
I should be very sorry to have the churches of the Diocese 
feel that they were overburdened in the support of the Epis- 
copate. If the times should take a favorable turn during the 
coming year, it may not be difficult to secure some addition 
to the fund from sources which have not yet been tested. 


STATE OF THE DIOCESE. 


The monthly meetings of the clergy for conference and 
friendly discussion continue to be well attended, and to ex- 
cite a general interest. A series of able papers on various 
theological and other topics have been read and discussed 
with the utmost freedom and good feeling. The varieties of 
opinion which must always be looked for in an age of active 
thought are thus brought out in bold relief, while, at the 
same time, opposing views are not unfrequently modified and 
softened by this candid and open interchange of sentiment. 
The almost entire absence of anything like a narrow, partizan 
spirit in our ranks, and the mutual toleration which necessa- 
rily ensues, makes it possible for us all to come into these 
conferences with a kind and fraternal spirit. The small ter- 
ritorial size of the Diocese, and the general facilities of com- 
munication, make it much easier for our clergy to come 
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together at short intervals than it would be in most other 
dioceses. We all live within two or three hours distance 
from each other, and this of itself tends to give a kind of fam- 
ily tone to our little Diocese. . 
The pressure from without is such that we cannot afford to 
waste our strength in controversy upon points which do not 
pertain to the substance of the faith. I wonder at:the prom- 
inence given to certain questions of ritual and: dogma in an 
age when the vital matter at issue is one which strikes the 
very citadel of all forms of true religion. The hour has come 
when, forgetting all our minor differences, we musturally 
around the Captain of our salvation, and resolve to fight -in 


defence of the Cross. In this contest, he that is not with us «. - 
is against us, and he that is not against us is with us. a; 


In our own Diocese the operations of the Woman’s Auxil- 
lary to the Board of Missions have tended to bring the several 
parishes together in fraternal sympathy and concord, and to 
make us all feel more sensibly the essential unity of the 
Church. When the Diocese of Rhode Island began, a half 
century ago, to put on its strength and extend its borders, 
almost all the money that was expended came from parochial 
societies, established and carried on by women. A sum 
amounting to ten per cent. on the salaries of the respective 
clergymen, was pledged by the churches to the work of Dio- 
cesan Missions, and as a rule, it was raised and paid into the 
treasury by female workers. Now that they have once more 
taken in hand this home work, we may look for better results 
than we have had of late years. ’ 

Iam unwilling to close this address without some allusion 
to the loss which the Church has sustained in the death of the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. Joseph P. B. Wilmer, late Bishop of Louisiana. 
Those of you who can recall his visit to this city during the 
last session of the General Convention, will not fail to remem- 
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ber the earnest and pleasant words which he spoke to our 
Sunday Schools and congregations, and those who have 
known him well, as I have done for more than thirty years, 
cannot but feel that a great and good man has fallen in Israel. 
He will be sorely missed in our house of Bishops, where the 
union of a childlike simplicity, with a singular shrewdness, of 
a sort of unconscious humor with the most pious earnestness, 
combined to give his words an extraordinary charm, and to 
compel attention whenever he rose to address.us. He had a 
wonderful gift in approaching men who were indifferent or 
hostile to religion, and winning their respect and affection. 
He was taken from the earth without a moment’s time for 
preparation, but he always kept his loins girded and his light 
burning, so that whenever the Master might call for him, he 
was ready. May we all in like manner so live, that we shall 
never be afraid or unprepared to die.

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RULES OF ORDER 


AND 


‘A STANDING ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE 


Covvevtion of the Church in the Biovege of Bhove Island. 


I. RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On the first day of the Convention, after Divine Service, and a 
recess of fifteen minutes, the Convention shall proceed at once to busi- 
ness, and shall remain in session wntil the*business for the first day is 
ended, : 

2. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. The members of the Convention shall sit in pews contiguous to 
one another—the delegates of each church occupying one pew. 

4. No member shall absent himself from the Convention unless he 
have leave, or be unable to attend. 

5. Al? special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Convention. 

6. A question beg onee determined, shall stand as the judgment of 
the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the 
session, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Convention, he shall arise and with due respect address himself to the 
President, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. When two members chance to rise at the same time, the President 
shall determine to whom the preference shall be given; and all questions 
of order the President shall decide, subject to an appeal to the Convention. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
Without leave. 

10. No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and when required, 
reduced to writing. 
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11. When the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private conversation to the 
interruption of the Convention. 

12. Every member who is in the Convention when any question is put, 

shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or excused by the President. 

13. When a motion is under consideration, no Rath motion shall be 
made, except to postpone, to amend, to divide, or to commit. 

14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

15. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes, 
when required by one-fifth of the members present. 

16. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention may 
resolve itself into acommittee of the whole. 

17. All elections when required by two members, shall be by ballot, 

18. All other questions shall be decided viva voce, or by hand vote, 
unless a ballot be called for by two members. 

19. When any vote is taken by orders, the names of the clergy and 
parishes voting in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result is declared, and shall be-entered on the 
minutes of the Convention. 

20. In all elections by ballot, the name of each clergyman entitled to a 
vote shall be called: whereupon he shall deposit his vote in a receptacle 
in charge of tellers, who shall remain in some convenient place until all 
have voted. The lay vote shall be received in the same manner. The 
tellers shall report to the Chair the number of votes cast, the number 
necessary for a choice, and the number for the respective candidates. 
The President or Chairman shall thereupon announce the result of the 
ballot. This report shall be placed on file. 

21. The sittings of the Convention shall be open to all persons who 
choose to attend, unless otherwise ordered in the Convention. 

22. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read 
each morning at the opening of the Convention, and, if necessary, cor- 
rected; and before the rising of the Convention, the proceedings of the 
session on the last day shall be read. 

23. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves his chair. 

24. All propositions for the adoption, amendment or repeal of Canons 
or of Rules of Order, or of Standing Order of Business, shall, before 
action thereon, be referred to the Committee on Canons. 

25. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present. 

26. The foregoing Rules of Order shall be read at the opening of every 
Convention, and shall be of force, unless repealed hy a vote of the Con- 
vention.

The Ninetieth Annual Convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island assembled 
for Divine Service in St. John’s Church, Providence, at 10 
o’clock,:' A. M. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. J. E. LinpHoim, 
Rector of All Saints’ Church, Pontiac, and the Rev. DAanrEn 
Goopwin, Rector of St. Luke’s Church, East Greenwich. 


The Communion Office was begun by the Bishop, the Rev. 
~C. A. L. Ricwarps, Rector of St. John’s Church, Provi- 
dence, reading the Epistle. 


The Convention Sermon was preached by the Rev. Wm. 
P. Tucksr, Rector of Trinity Church, Pawtucket, from Ist 
Corinthians, ii, 14: “The natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God; for they are foolishness unto 
him; neither can he know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned.”

REGISTRAR’S REPORT. 


The Registrar respectfully reports that during the past year there have 
been received, Convention journals from the various Dioceses of the 
United States. These have been placed with the already large collection 
of journals in the archives. It will soon be necessary to provide more 
room if the Convention desires to keep the annual journals put forth by 
the several dioceses in our church. | 

The following named persons have given pamphlets and journals of the 
R. I. Convention: Bishop Clark, Mrs. J. A. Eames, Miss Kate Wheaton 
and Miss Phebe Brown; Messrs. E. M. Winsor, James Hutchinson and 
John Kilburn. The Hon. J. H. Stiness and Mr. Zachariah Allen have 
contributed a number of Diocesan Journals to the stock of earlier dates 
now but rarely to be obtained. The Rev. L. C. Manchester, of Lowell, 
Mass., has donated Convention Journals of Massachusetts for the years 
1829, 1834 and 1843. The Rev. Malcolm Douglass, D. D., of the same 
Diocese, has furnished several copies of Vermont Journals. The Rev. A. 
H. Bailey, D. D., the Registrar of Vermont, and Mr. C.. E. Webb, of the 
same State, have assisted in like manner. The Rev. Daniel Henshaw has 
donated a very rare pamphlet entitled, *‘ A Review of the Journals of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of Rhode Island for 1838.” 
From Grace Church, Providence, has been received a copy of the book 
called, ‘‘ Half Century Jubilee of Grace Church.” Beside the above 
contributions, several journals of various States and of early date have 
heen placed in the archives by the Rev L. C. Manchester and the Regis- 
trar. It is hoped that complete sets of the Convention Journals of New 
England Dioceses may be made, and I wish again to request assistance 
from those willing to help. 

There is in the custody of the Registrar a full set of Journals of the 
Convention of Maine. 

Of the New Hampshire Journals, we have none of earlier date than 
1842; 18438 and 18538 are also wanting. 

Of Vermont, there are needed 1833, 1837 1838, 1839, 1840, 1854, 1862, 
1867. 
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Of Massachusetts 1833, 1835, 1839, 1858. 

Of Connecticut, there are wanting all the numbers between 1820 and 
1840, except 1830 and 1838, also the Journal for 1862 

If these missing numbers are ever secured it must be done at the 
expense of careful and vigorous search, if indeed it is possible to obtain 
them. Only by an interest in the matter which manifests itself in seizing 
every opportunity to rescue from destruction the few copies of early 
journals now remaining of any New England Diocese, can the desired eud 
be gained It is also worth while to consider the expediency of reprint- 
ing the Journal of this Convention for 1833. Copies sufficient to supply 
the demand could be obtained for twenty-five dollars.

The annual meeting of the Board of Missions was held June 24, 1879. 
EK. H. Porter was chosen Secretary, and C. E. Boon, Treasurer. 

In December, the Missionary Stations were adopted for the year begin- 
ning April 1, 1880, and the Missionaries were appointed by the Bishop.

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With the exception of Trinity, Scituate, and Calvary, Burrillville. all 
the towns and villages in the Diocese where regular services have been 
held are supplied with the ministrations of the Church. There are thirty- 
six towns in the State. In twenty-two of these we have regular services 
every Sunday. Of no other diocese can anything like this be said, that in 
two-thirds of the towns are the services of the Church regularly supplied. 
In many Dioceses not two thirds of the counties are occupied. 


In the Missionary Stations there are some items of interest. 


St. GEORGE’s, LINCOLN. The Rev. Mr: Pyne has been succeeded by the 
Rev. A. T. Parsons, of Danielsonville, Conn., and the work here and in 
Valley Falls has been resumed. Another thousand dollars toward the 
debt will soon be paid, which will reduce it to $4,600. 


St. PeTerR’s, Manton. This Mission has not yet been united with 
Greenville as was anticipated a year ago, but is still under the charge of 
the Rev. S. H: Webb. 


St. THOMAS’s, GREENVILLE. This station remains under a lay-reader, 
and is in a prosperous condition for some clergyman who’would like an 
interesting work. 


EPIPHANY, ELMwoop. A fine church has been built and the incon- 
venient hall abandoned. ‘The Rev. J. M. C. Fulton, of Brandon, Vt., has 
charge, and with a church building, it is hoped the parish will enter upon 
a vigorous life. 


St. JAMES’S, PROVIDENCE. This parish has applied to the Board for re- 
admission, and the Rev. W. F. B. Jackson has been appointed missionary. 
It is expected that in a year or two this will be an independent parish. 


St. BARTHOLOMEW’S, CRANSTON. This old station has been taken 
again under the care of the Board. The Rev. C. W. Colton, of Bethany, 
Conn., has been appointed missionary. 


The whole field presents an encouraging view. Church debts are 
diminishing; one new church has been built; another will soon be en- 
larged and repaired; the staff of workers is almost full. The Board dur- 
ing the year has announced its purpose to reduce steadily the stipends in 
all the stations. It should be the constant aim of each station to become 
self-supporting as soon as possible, and not expect to be sustained forever 
by the Diocese. 
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The receipts of the Board still continue to be very small and inadequate. 
The suggestion of the Bishop that offerings be received at the annual 
visitations has been followed with good results. The amount pledged is 
now $2,600.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The undersigned appointed at the last Convention a committee to 
prepare a form of charter or act: of incorporation for churches in this 
Diocese, respectfully report: 

In his Annual Address to the Convention in 1870, the Bishop recom- 
mended that we ask from the Legislature the passage of a general act of 
incorporation for parishes (p 28). 

The matter was referred to a special committee (p. 30), who reported 
to the Convention in 1871. 

The proposed act was ordered to be printed in the journal for consider- 
ation at the next Convention (pp. 29-30). 

In 1872 the bill was again printed in the journal, and still farther post- 
poned to the next Convention (pp 33-34). 

In 1873 it was 

** Resolved, That the Standing Committee be instructed to apply to the 
General Assembly for the enactment of a law for the incorporation of 
parishes, in accordance with the form reported to the last Convention, 
with such alterations as they may think proper.” 

At the January session of the General Axsembly, A. D. 1874, the 
Standing Committee presented its petition for the passage of an act to 
incorporate parishes, which was continued without action to the January 
session, 1876, when the bill was indefinitely postponed and the petitioners 
had leave to withdraw. 

Notwithstanding this action of the Assembly. your committee believe 
that the passage of such an act is highly desirable, and that it could be 
obtained 

They have accordingly prepared and herewith report a bill for that 
purpose, adhering as closely to the form already approved by the Conven- 
tion as in their opinion was desirable. 

This committee was also directed at the last Convention to ‘‘ consider 
and report upon the subject of parochial franchise,” and to this subject 
they have given careful consideration. 
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Without here referring to the numerous dissimilar usages prevailing in 
different parishes, vour committee are of opinion that there should be 
some general rule applicable to all. 


The only general qualifications which they deem it expedient to recom- 
mend are that voters in parishes should be either communicants of the 
parish or regular contributors to its support. 


Nothing less than this seems to be reasonable, and all details beyond 
this should be left for each parish to decide for itself. 


In order to apply these qualifications to parishes hereafter to be formed, 
your committee have embodied them in the bill herewith reported. ‘Io 
apply them to parishes already existing would require action by the 
Convention by amendment of the Canons 


A BILL FOR THE INCORPORATION OF PARISHES. 


SECTION 1. Any number of laymen, not less than seven, resident in 
this State, may, with the consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Rhode Island, 
organize themselves into a parish, in the manner herein set forth; and 
thereupon shall be a corporation for religious and charitable purposes, 
with all the rights and privileges, and subject to all the liabilities and 
duties set forth in chapter 139 of the General Statutes, and all acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 


Sec. 2. Such organization shall be made by an instrument in writing, 
signed by the persons making the same, which shall set forth in substance, 
the ecclesiastical consent by which it is made, the name of the parish and 
its location; that they organize for the maintenance of the worship of 
God, in accordance with the liturgy, rites and usages of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and subject to the 
laws and to the ecclesiastical authority of said Church in the Diocese of 
Rhode Island; and also the names of the persons appointed to be wardens, 
vestrymen and clerk of said parish. 

Sec. 3. Upon the organization as aforesaid and the filing in the office 
of the Secretary of State a certificate, signed by the several corporators, 
stating that they have so organized and accepted the provisions of this 
act for their charter, and that they and their saccessors will be concluded 
and bound thereby, and stating also the corporate name and the location 
of said parish, the said parish shall thereupon become a corporation to 
all intents and purposes as provided.in Section 1 of this act.

Sec. 4. Said parishes shall at their organization, and afterwards at 
their annual meetings, appoint two wardens, a clerk and as many vestry- 
men and such other officers as their by-laws may require, who shall hold 
their offices until the next annual meeting of the parish and until others 
are clected in their places. 


Sec 5. The annual meeting of such parishes shall be held on the 
Monday of Easter week. 


Src. 6. The rector of the parish, if there be one, shall be ex-officio 
chairman of all meetings of the corporation and vestry, and such rector 
when there is one, with the wardens and vestrymen, shall together con- 
stitute a vestry, which shall have charge and management of all the 
property and affairs of the parish, and shall elect a rector in case of 
a vacancy, subject, however. to the by-laws of the parish The clerk of 
the parish shall be clerk of the vestry. and shall keep a record of all the 
doings of the parish and vestry. 


Sec. 7. Said parishes shall determine by their by-laws what persons 
may be admitted members of the parish, and how they may be admitted 
to and removed from membership, provided that no person shall be 
admitted or retained as a member of said corporation, unless he be a 
communicant of said parish or a regular contributor to its support at the 
time, recognized as such by the vestry; the manner of calling and notify- 
ing meetings of the parish, the manner of levying and collecting taxes 
upon the pews or seats in the parish churches, and upon members of the 
parish; the proceedings for the sale of pews, for non-payment of taxes, 
and such other things as they may deem necessary, not inconsistent with 
the laws of this State. 


Src. 8. Said parishes may levy taxes upon the pews or seats in any 
church used by them, and may sell the same to enforce said levy in 
accordance with any general rule that they may establish by their 
by-laws. 

Src 9. Each body corporate authorized by this act shall at all times 
be subject to the laws, discipline and usages of said Protestant Episcopal 
Church; shall receive and enjoy its franchises as a body politic solely for 
the purposes mentioned in Section 2 of this act, and upon the violation, 
surrender or repeal of its charter, its property, real and personal, shall 
rest in the Bishop of the Diocese of Rhode Island and his successors in 
trust for the uses and purposes above set forth.

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THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Through the good providence of God, we are all spared 
to meet together once more in our Annual Convention. 
Twenty-five years ago, I delivered my first address to the 
clergy and laity of the Diocese in this Church; one-half of 
those who were enrolled on the clerical list at that time have 
passed away from earth; and of the names that were then 
called, there are but five left to-day, recorded among the 
members of this Diocese—Brewer, Carpenter, Henshaw, » 
Leach and Williams. There were twenty-two organized 
parishes in Rhode Island and twenty-three parochial clergy- 
men. The whole number of communicants was 2,614, and 
there were 2,231 Sunday-school scholars. The Sunday of- 
ferings and contributions for religious purposes during the 
year amounted to $10,167. The assessment upon the par- 
ishes for Convention expenses and the Bishop’s salary was 
$655. 

To-day there are forty-four parishes and forty-eight cler- 
gymen. There were reported last year 6,896 communicants, 
and 6,374 Sunday-school scholars. The contributions for 
missionary and charitable purposes amounted to $34,218.

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With the limited field to which our labors are restricted we 
have cause to be thankful for the blessing which has attended 
the Church in this Diocese during the last quarter of a 
century. 

I will now present to you a statement of the official acts 
that I have performed during the past year, omitting as 
usual all notice of ordinary ministerial services ; every Sun- 
day in the year, with a single exception, having been occu- 
pied in some public ministration. 

On the Sunday after Convention, June 15th, I confirmed 
six at the St. Andrew’s Mission, Phenix, and four in St. 
Philip’s Church, Crompton. The call for a new church in 
the former place and the need of enlarged accommodations 
in Crompton, still continue, and I know of no region where 
the liberality of the churchmen of the Diocese can be exer- 
cised with the promise of richer returns. ’ 

On the 19th of June the Rev. A. B. Carver was admitted 
to priest’s orders by Bishop Stevens, at my request. 

On Sunday, July 6th, I confirmed five in Christ Church, 
Lonsdale. The rector has been absent in Europe during 
the most of the year, on account of his impaired health, and 
his place has been most satisfactorily supplied by the Rey. 
Frederic Palmer. 

On the same day I confirmed five in Emmanuel Church, 
Manville, and ordained to the priesthood the Rev. Henry 
Hague, who has become rector of this Church and of the 
Chapel on Cumberland Hill. 

On the 23d of July I gave my consent to the consecration 
of the Bishop-elect of Michigan. | 

On St. James’s Day, July 25th, I admitted the Rey. 
William M. Chapin to the priesthood in St. John’s Church, 
Barrington, who has entered upon the duties of the rector- 
ship with every promise of success.

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On Sunday, August 10th, I visited St. Peter’s Church, 
Narragansett Pier, and the Church of the Ascension, Wake- 
field. The corner-stone of a new church. in the latter place 
will soon be laid, and a substantial and beautiful edifice is 
to be erected there. 

On Sunday, August 24th, I visited All Saints’ Chapel, 
Newport. 

On the 25th of August, I laid the corner stone of St. 
Matthew’s Church, Jamestown. It is a matter of special 
congratulation that the unsightly edifice in which for many 
years our services have been held is now replaced by a 
building at once convenient and attractive to the eye, and 
in keeping with the new prosperity that has visited the island 
of Conanicut. 

On Sunday, September 21st, I preached in a hall in the 
town of old Warwick, and confirmed one person from St. 
Stephen’s Church, Providence. Since that time a_ beautiful 
church has been built on Warwick neck, which is to be con- 
secrated on Thursday the first day of July, the corner-stone 
having been laid on the seventh of October, last. There 
are some interesting facts connected with this movement. 
In the earlier part of the last century and for some years 
later on, occasional services were held in this vicinity by 
the missionaries of the English Society, for the propagation 
of the gospel in foreign parts, and when Trinity Church, 
Newport, was rebuilt, the original building was floated up 
the bay and placed upon the Warwick shore. A few grave 
stones still remain to show where the church stood. In 
1750, the Lord Bishop of London presented an elegant folio 
Bible and Prayer Book to the Warwick Church, which have 
been carefully preserved by the family into whose hands 
they fell, and will be deposited in the new church, which is 
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to be named after St. Mary’s, the famous old church in 
Warwick, England. , 

On Sunday, September 28th, I confirmed two in St. 
Mary’s, South Portsmouth, and also visited the Chapel of 
the Holy Cross, Middletown. 

On the 11th of October, the corner-stone of the Church 
of the Epiphany, Providence, was laid with appropriate 
ceremonies. The church was occupied for the first time on 
Easter Day, and is «a most beautiful and convenient edifice. 
The Rev. J. M. C. Fulton has entered upon his duties as ree- 
tor of this new flourishing parish. A severe domestic affliction 
has visited our brother at his first coming among us, and in 
which we all deeply sympathize with him and his family. 

On the 6th of December, services appropriate to the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of my consecration were held in 
Grace Church, Providence. Nearly all the clergy of the 
Diocese were present, and a large number of our leading 
citizens and ministers of various denominations. Every- 
thing was conducted with simplicity and great propriety, 
and much to my gratification, the Episcopal fund was placed 
at such ‘a point, by the liberal offerings of the churches of 
the Diocese, as will relieve us hereafter from all burdensome 
assessments. To my brethren of the clergy I am indebted 
for a most appropriate token of their personal kindness and 
regard. I most heartily rejoice in the fact that there con- 
tinues to prevail such a spirit of peace and fraternal unity 
throughout the Diocese, and that no minor differences of 
opinion prevent us from working together with one heart 
and soul for the furtherance of the gospel and the establish- 
ment and extension of the Church. 

On the 15th of December, I gave my consent to the con- 
secration.of the Rev. Thomas A. Starkey, D. D., as Bishop 
of Northern New Jersey. 
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On the 17th of December, I admitted Charles Howard 
Malcom, D. D., to the Holy Order of Deacons in Grace 
“hurch, Providence. 

On the 18th of December, I admitted the Rev. Frederic 
Palmer to the priesthood in Christ Church, Lonsdale. The 
sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks. 

On the 8th of January, acting under the direction of the 
Presiding Bishop, I consecrated the Rev. Thomas A. Starkey, 
D. D., as Bishop of Northern New Jersey. The services 
were held in Grace Church, Newark, and the sermon was 
preached by the Bishop of Long Island. 

On Sunday, January 25th, at the request of the Bishop 
of New York, I admitted E. Warren Clark to the Holy 
Order of Deacons in the Church of the Holy Trinity, New 
York city. 

On Sunday, February 8th, I confirmed five in St. Mary’s 
Church, East Providence. 

On Sunday, the 15th, I confirmed eleven in Trinity. 
Church Bristol. 

On the 17th I confirmed one sick person in. private, con- 
nected with St. Philip’s Church, Crompton. 

On Sunday, the 22d, I visited St. James’s Church, Provi- 
dence. The Rev. William F. B. Jackson has taken the 
rectorship, with every prospect of success. Through the 
liberality of the gentleman to whom we are indebted for the 
erection of this church, it has been adorned with twenty- 
four beautiful cartoons representing the most prominent 
scenes in the life of the Saviour, and executed in the high- 
est style of art. These pictures line the walls of the build- 
ing on four sides, and without being obtrusive to the eye, 
they give to the church a remarkably pleasing and _ artistic 
appearance. 

On the afternoon of the same day, it being the anniver- 
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sary of Washington’s birthday, I delivered an address in 
the new and ‘spacious armory of the Providence Light. In- 
fantry. The service was read by the Rey. Mr. Webb, chap- 
lain of the regiment, and the choir of St. Stephen’s Church, 
with the aid of a full orchestra, rendered the music in a very 
edifying and impressive manner. The military and other 
citizens crowded the hall to its utmost capacity, and It was 
the largest congregation that I ever addressed on Sunday, 
in Rhode Island. 

On Sunday, the 29th, I confirmed four in Emmanuel 
Church, Manville, and in the afternoon preached in the 
Chapel, on Cumberland Hill. The Rev. Henry Hague has 
the charge of both places, and he has also established ser- 
vices in the neighboring village of Albion. Peace and 
prosperity reign there. 

On Sunday, March 7th, I confirmed twelve in St. John’s 
Church, Barrington, with a single exception, the largest 
number ever confirmed there. The Rev. William M. Chapin 
is now the rector of the parish, and has established a paro- 
chial school, which, it is hoped, may grow into a large and 
permanent establishment under his general supervision. An 
effort is in progress for the erection of a suitable building, 
and the energy and zeal of the new incumbent deserves to 
be rewarded with success. In the evening I visited St. 
Mark’s Church, Warren. 

On the 11th of March, I confirmed five in the Church of 
the Good Shepherd, Pawtucket. 

On Sunday, the 14th, I confirmed one in St. Paul’s 
Church, Wickford. 

On Sunday, the 21st, I confirmed fourteen in St. James’s 
Church, Woonsocket. . 

On the evening of Good Friday I.confirmed eleven in 
Christ Church, South Providence. There has always been 
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a small debt resting upon this Church, which the rector has 
made the most strenuous effort to relieve, at a greater pecu- 
niary sacrifice on his own part than could reasonably be ex- 
pected. I see occasion every year to regret that this church 
was not built on a much larger scale, as it is not half large 
enough to accommodate those who would like to attend. 

On Easter day I confirmed forty-seven in Grace Church, 
Providence, and in the evening confirmed twelve in the 
Church of the Messiah, Providence. 

On Sunday, April 4th, I confirmed seven. in St. John’s 
Church, Providence. In the evening, confirmed three in 
the Church of the Saviour, Providence. This church has 
been greatly improved by the erection of anew vestry-room, 
the refurnishing of the chancel and the general advance- 
ment of the building. 

On Sunday, the 11th, I confirmed twenty-five in Christ 
Church, Westerly, and in the afternoon preached to a large 
congregation on Potter’s Hill. 

On Sunday, the 18th, I confirmed ten in Zion Church, 
Newport, and sixteen in Emmanuel Church, Newport. This 
church has been much improved in its appearance during 
the past year, and all the decorations are in the best and 
purest taste.

The 
steady improvement throughout the Diocese in this very im- 
portant part of our worship is a cause for special congratu- 
lation, and everything that is likely to induce further advance 
in the style of our Church music deserves to be regarded 
with favor. 

On Whitsunday I confirmed thirteen in All Saints’ Memo- 
rial Church, Providence ; and in the evening confirmed six 
in the Church of the Good Shepherd, Pawtucket. Eleven 
have been confirmed in this church during the year. 

On the 19th of May I attended the laying of the corner 
stone of St. Stephen’s Church, Lynn, Mass., and preached 
in the old church at night. 

On Trinity Sunday, the 23d, I visited St. Paul’s Church, 
Portsmouth. 

On Saturday evening, the 29th, I had the pleasure of 
addressing the members of the Rev. Dr. Child’s school, 
Newport. I know of no similar institution where the pupils 
receive a more thorough and genuine training, and are more 
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carefully and kindly watched over and protected from evil 
influences. If all the advantages secured to young men in 
this school were more generally known, it would be impossi- 
ble for the rector to accommodate the pupils who would be 
sure to apply for admission. 

On Sunday, the 30th, I confirmed twenty-seven in Trinity 
Church, Newport, fourteen of whom came from St. John’s 
Chapel. 

The Rey. Clarence W. Colton will enter upon his duties 
as rector of St. Bartholomew’s Church, Cranston, on Sunday 
next. The people have rallied to the support of the church 
in this place with renewed zeal and energy, and the new 
rector will enter upon his work under very pleasant aus- 
pices. 

On the 2d of June I confirmed eight in St. Michael’s

I know of nothing that calls for special comment in the 
present condition of the Diocese. There is at present but 
one vacant rectorship, and with very few exceptions the 
churches and missionary stations are in a more flourishing 
condition than they ever were before. One or two are still 
burdened with debt, but I believe that a contribution of not 
more than fifteen or twenty thousand dollars would enable 
us to say, and it would be a very pleasant thing if we were 
able to make such an announcement, that every church in 
the Diocese of Rhode Island is freed of all pecuniary incum- 
brance. I would suggest to the Convention that the Finance 
Committee be requested to ascertain the entire amount of 
indebtedness now existing and toe report the facts at our 
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next session with a view to such action as may enable us to 
relieve our churches within a reasonable limit of time of the 
burdens which now in a measure impair their prosperity. 

The clergy are doing their work quietly aud faithfully, 
undistracted by dissension, and undisturbed by party strife. 
The stated meetings which they hold for conference and the 
free interchange of opinion are tending to bind them together 
in the bonds of mutual respect and affection. I doubt if 
there is a diocese in the land where there is more of the 
spirit of harmony and peace. I only wish that there were 
a’ more general interest in the work of our Diocesan mis- 
sions, and that the contributions to this very important 
department of church work were more equitably distributed. 
I am happy to say that the response to the request that I 
made for a collection on every occasion of Episcopal visita- 
tion in the present year has been general, and in most cases 
quite liberal, enabling the Board once more to report itself 
out of debt. Their report will show what has been done 
and what they desire to do in the future. 

During the past year two of our Bishops, Odenheimer 
and Whittingham, have been removed by death. They 
were men of mark in the church, positive in their opinions, 
but very kind in temper, active and devoted to their work 
in season and out of season, thoroughly imbued with eccle- 
siastical learning, devout men, who walked with God here 
on earth, as, we doubt not, they now walk with Him in 
Paradise. 

Since the date of my consecration, thirty-eight of our 
Bishops have died, precisely the same number who were 
living at that time. “Our days on earth are as a shadow.” 
“Whatever our hands find to do, let us do it with all our

RULES OF ORDER 
AND 


A STANDING ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE

(Govvention of the Ehureh iv he Hiovese of Whode fslawd. 


I. RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On the first day of the Convention, after Divine Service, and a 
recess of fifteen minutes, the Convention shall proceed at once to busi- 
ness, and shall remain in session until the business for the first day is 
ended. 

2. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. The members of the Convention shall sit in pews contiguous to 
one another—the delegates of each church occupying one pew. 

4. No member shall absent himself from the Convention unless he 
have leave, or be unable to attend. 

5. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Convention. 

6 A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment of 
the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the 
session, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Convention, he shall arise and with due respect address himself to the 
President, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate, 

8. When two members chance to rise at the same time, the President 
shall determine to whom the preference shall be given; and all questions 
of order the President shall decide, subject to an appeal to the Convention. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave. 

10. No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and when required, 
reduced to writing. 
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11. When the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private conversation to the 
interruption of the Convention. 

12. Every member who is in the Convention when any question is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or excused by the President. 

13. When a motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made, except to postpone, to amend, to divide, or to commit. 

14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

15. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes, 
when required by one-fifth of the members present. 

16. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention may 
resolve itself into a committee of the whole. 

17. All elections, when required by two members, shall be by ballot. 

18 All other questions shall be decided viva voce, or by hand vote, 
unless a ballot be called for by two members. 

19. When any vote is taken by orders, the names of the clergy and 
parishes voting in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result is declared, and shall be entered on 
the minutes of the Convention. 

20. In all elections by ballot, the name of each clergyman entitled to a 
vote shall be called: whereupon he shall deposit his vote in a receptacle 
in charge of tellers, who shall remain in some convenient place until all 
have voted. The lay vote shall be received in the same manner. The 
tellers shall report to the Chair the number of votes cast, the number 
necessary for a choice, and the number for the respective candidates. 
The President or Chairman shall thereupon announce the result of the 
ballot. This report shall be placed on file. 

21. The sittings of the Convention shall be open to all persons who 
choose to attend, unless otherwise ordered in the Convention. 

22. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read 
each morning at the opening of the Convention, and, if necessary, cor- 
rected; and before the rising of the Convention, the proceedings of the 
session on the last day shall be read. 

23. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves his chair 

24. All propositions for the adoption, amendment or repeal of Canons 
or of Rules of Order, or of Standing Order of Business, shall, before 
action thereon, be referred to the Committee on Canons. 

25. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present. 

26. The foregoing Rules of Order shall be read at the opening of every 
Convention, and shall be of force, unless repealed by a vote of the Con- 
vention.

The 
petition was referred to the Committee on the Admission of 
New Parishes. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Canons, to whom was 
referred the whole subject of the Constitution and Canons, 
at the Convention of last year, made report, that they had 
made a draft of the same, and asked leave to present that por- 
tion relating to the Constitution.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE ADMISSION 
OF NEW PARISHES. 


The Committee on the Admission of New Parishes, begs leave to report 
with reference to the application of St. Peter’s Church, Narragansett 
Pier, that they have had before them a certificate signed by two members 
of the vestry, to the effect that the parish has been duly organized, and 
has acceded to the Constitution and Canons ofthis Diocese. Although the 
evidence is not strictly regular, yet in what. are understood to be the 
peculiar circumstances of the case, your Committee recommend the admis- 
sion of the parish, and offer the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the parish of St. Peter’s, Narragansett Pier, be and is 
hereby admitted to union with this Convention.

The names of delegates from said parish were then, called,

The Registrar then read his report, and, on motion, it was 
received and ordered to be printed. 


RHGISTRAR’S REPORT. 


The Registrar respectfully reports that during the past year he has 
received the Journals of Convention from nearly all Dioceses and Home 
Missionary Jurisdictions in the United States. From Bishop Clark he has 
received a large number of Journals and Pamphlets. These have enabled 
him to do something towards completing files of New Eng}and Diocesan 
Journals. Of Maine, none are wanting. Of New Hampshire, all are 
needed prior to 1844, except 1842. Of Vermont, there are lacking 1833, 
1838, 1839, 1854. Of Massachusetts, only 1833 and 1839. By comparing 
this statement with that made to the Convention last year, it will be 
seen that some progress has been made. There are needed to complete a 
file of the Convention Journals of Connecticut, 1825, 1826, 1827, 1831, 
1832, 1836, 1837, 1838, 1839. It is very difficult to get early Journals of 
the Conventions of any Eastern State, and without the means to purchase, 
the Registrar is unable to do much in the way of adding to the several sets 
now in his keeping. If there were placed at his disposal a small sum with 
which the opportunity to secure valuable journals might be improved, the 
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files of New England Journals could probably be completed. The Regis- 
trar desires to express his thanks to the Bishop, and to the following 
named persons who have enabled him by their donations to add directly 
or by exchange to the collection belonging to the Diocese. 

Revs. L. C. Manchester, Hobart Williams, A. T Parsons, E H. Porter, 
B. H. Chase, Samuel Hart, B. B. Babbitt. W. P. Tucker, G. L. Locke, 
Lucius Waterman, FE. A. Dalrymple, S. T. D, and A. C. Stillson. 

Mr. H. C. Dorr. Mrs. Paine and Mrs. Rodman, and Mr. C. E. Webb, 
have also rendered assistance. In all there are in the archives seventeen 
more of the Journals of the Eastern States than a year ago, beside those 
for 1880. I would again call the attention of the Convention to the fact 
that more room is needed.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE. 


The Standing Committee met at St. John’s Rectory in the city of Proy- 
idence, November 27th, 1880, and was organized by the election of the 
Rev. C. A. L. Richards, President, and the Rev. David H. Greer, Secretary. 

William Ramsey Miller has been recommended to the Bishop as a candi- 
date for Holy Orders, and Otis Olney Wright has been recommended to 
the Bishop for ordination to the Diaconate. 

The Committee has adopted the fullowing rule, that hereafter all appli- 
cations for candidateship and ordination shall lie over at least one week 
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from the time of their introduction, unless unanimous consent be given to 
immediate action upon them. 

Acting under the provisions of Article VII of the Constitution, the 
Committee has revised the list of parishes purporting to be in union with 
the Convention, and has transmitted the same to the Secretary of the 
Convention. 

A petition has been received from the Wardens of Zion Church, New- 
port, alleging that the conditions under which permission was given.to 
All Saints’ Church, Newport, to become a separate and distinct parish, 
have not been complied with, and praying that the permission be withdrawn. 
The Committee has taken action looking to the amicable adjustment of 
the differences existing. 

Hezekiah Usher Monroe, a candidate for Holy Orders in this Diocese, 
has been recommended to the Bishop for admission to Deacon’s Orders.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF 
CHURCHES AND GLEBHES. 


The Board at its first meeting since the last annual Convention, organ- 
ized by the election of Mr. Edward D. Bassett as Secretary and Treasurer. 

During the month of February last, application was made by the author- 
ities of the Church of the Saviour to the Board to pay the sewer assess- 
ment that had been made by the city of Providence, upon the land owned 
by the Convention, upon which the church edifice used by this parish is 
situated. The Board having no funds under its control, to prevent a sale 
of this estate under the levy made by the city, requested the Treasurer of 
the Convention to pay the amount of this assessment from any funds in 
his hands. ‘The Treasurer, acting upon this request, paid the amount of 
$128.38 in liquidation of this claim. 
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As the estates owned by the Convention and placed under the charge of 
this Board are constantly increasing, it would seem wise that some step 
should soon be taken towards raising the fand contemplated by the canon 
towards defraying the expenses naturally incident to the proper care of real 
estate. Asarule the Board will expect the various parishes to whom the 
use of church buildings is given, to pay all these expenses. But asin the 
majority of cases these parishes are so feeble as to constantly require 
assistance outside of their own members for their very existence, they are 
rarely able to do anything towards paying them. Uuder these circum- 
stances, there would seem to be no alternative than for the Convention to 
provide some means by which they can be paid. : 

The matter of insurance is an_ illustration of these expenses. Con- 
vention has to pay the premiums upon most of the policies upon the 
buildings in the custody of the Board, as the various parishes have not 
the means to meet even this necessary expenditure. Until, however, some 
means are taken to raise a fund to meet this class of expenses, Con- 
vention will have to pay them. As some question has been raised as to 
the right of the Treasurer to make these payments, and as the Board are 
liable at any time to be called upon to make payments for some purpose 
absolutely necessary for the care or preservation of the property under its 
control, the Board respectfully ask authority from the Convention to 
draw upon the Treasurer of the Convention for such sum, over and above 
any income in the hands of the Board available, as will pay all necessary 
expenses incurred by it in the care and custody of the estates committed 
to its charge, and for that purpose herewith submit for adoption a resolu- 
tion drawn to give this authority to the Treasurer, 

The Board, during the last year, has sold the lots upon the Almy Plat, 
north of Broadway, for the sum of $150, agreeably to resolution passed at 
the Convention of 1876, and found Wpon page 23 of its printed Journal, 
and have invested the same in accordance with a resolution passed at the 
same time. 

This land as originally platted fronted upon Potter’s (now Harris) avenue, 
in the city of Providence, but the location of the New York,:Providence and 
Boston Railroad Company cut off the entire front upon that street, thus 
placing the railroad track between them and the street. Subsequently 
Eiswald street was laid out to the east of this land, but more than fifteen 
feet from the easterly line of it, thus leaving the land with the railroad on 
one side, and land owned by other parties on the other three sides. 
Owing to this want of frontage upon any street, the Board found great 
difficulty in obtaining a purchaser, but finally succeeded in disposing of it 
to the owner of the adjoining land at a price which, under the circum- 
stances, was fully as advantageeus as could have been expected. The 
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amount realized from this sale will, it is hoped, prove a nucleus for the 
fund for the care of the property that has just been referred to, and addi- 
tions may be made to it from time to time from the sale of other lands 
which change of circumstances has rendered useless for church purposes. 


At a meeting held June 6, 1881, the following vote was passed by the 
Board, and the Secretary was requested to insert the same in his report 
to the Convention, that the attention of all interested might be called 
to it: 

Resolved, That the several parishes or individuals to whom the use of 
church buildings or rectories owned by Convention shall be given by 
this Board, are hereby requested to make an annual report in the month of 
May to the Secretary of the Board of Trustees of Churches and Glebes, of 


the condition of the respective buildings entrusted to them, and of the 
amount of insurance upon the same, and to whom payable.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Missions was held June 15, 1880. 
E. H. Porter was elected Secretary, and C. E. Boon, Treasurer. At the 
December meeting, as usual, the missionary stations were determined 
upon for the year beginning April 1, 1881, and the Bishop appointed the 
missionaries in charge.

The stipends paid by the Board have been reduced in most cases, while 
the amount required from the stations has been correspondingly increased. 
This has been necessary because of the diminished receipts of the Board 
compared with previous years, and also in consequence of the well-known 
policy of the Board to reduce its payments in order that the stations may 
become independent as soon as possible. 

The salaries of the missionaries are not thereby reduced, unless some 
station fails to meet its part of the requirement. 

The general missionary work of the Diocese has shown an unusual 
degree of prosperity during the past year. There have been no changes. 
in appointments. The Church property is in better condition, debts have 
been diminished, and an increased interest has been manifested in the 
attendance upon the services. These signs of renewed life are very 
gratifying. 
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Among the special items of interest are these: 


Lincoitn. The debt upon the church building has been reduced another 
thousand dollars, and is now $3,600. 


CroMPTON. St. Philip’s Church is to be enlarged the present season. 
A new Church would be better, but increased accommodations are very 
necessary. 


PuHENIx. Ground has been given for a Chapel, if one can be built within 
a limited time. 


GREENVILLE AND Manron. A resident missionary has brought the 
work in these places into a very favorable condition for future growth. 


PLEASANT ViEW. The debt upon the church has been reduced to 
$1,340, but the reduction in the stipend from the Board cannot be made 
good by the parish by any increased offerings for the support of the mis- 
sionary. 


SoutTH PROVIDENCE. The demand is still fora new church. There is 
now no debt upon the present one. 


The other stations are well worked, and require no special mention. 


There are no new stations before the Board for adoption. We only ask 
now for $2,400 per annum, just to sustain the work in hand on the present 
basis. For a long time during the year the Board has been in arrears. 
We report to-day a deficit of $244 to meet the payments due July 1. Dur- 
ing the last three months the parochial offerings have been gratifying, 
but before that it seemed at any time as if the work of the Board would 
have to cease. There have been some sources of supply during the year 
which cannot be relied upon for the future. Our own missions ought to 
be sustained first of all. They have the chief claim upon our charities. 
The amount necessary is a small one, compared with the wealth of the 
Diocese, and the large offerings for objects outside of it. We ask for a 
better appreciation of the missionary work.

The roll was called and the record of 
the first day’s proceedings was read and approved. 


The Bishop then read a communication from the Church 
of the Saviour, Providence, stating that compliance had 
been made with the resolution offered in the Convention at 
its session yesterday. 
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The resolution appended to the report of the Board of 
Trustees of Churches and Glebes was then called up, and, 
on motion, was laid on the table. 


On motion, the following resolutions were referred to the 
Committee on Canons to report to the next Convention : 


Resolved, That this Convention, in consenting to act as trustee of any 
property conveyed to it for parish or other purposes, assumes no indebted- 
ness which may be imposed on such property; and that it is not within 
the province of the Convention to raise by taxation or assessment, funds 
to meet any such indebtedness. 

Resolved, That in case of any such indebtedness existing on property so 
held, which indebtedness cannot be met by the parties beneficially inter- 
ested, it shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees of Churches and 
Glebes to make known the fact in such away as to secure voluntary 
subscriptions for the payment of such indebtedness; but that the Conven- 
tion recognizes no legal liability or duty on its part to make such payment. 

Resolved, That it is expedient that the Board of Trustees of Churches 
and Glebes should be incorporated as an independent self-perpetuating 
corporation. 


The report of the Committee of Audit and Finance, relat- 
ing to Convention expenses and Bishop’s salary, was, on 
motion, referred back to said committee for amendment. 


The committee to whom was referred that portion of the 
Bishop’s Address which relates to the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
reported as follows : 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The committee to whom was referred that portion of the Bishop’s 
Address which relates to the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions, 
would express their gratification that. this department of the Church’s 
work has been called to the attention of the Convention. The faithful 
women have always been an unfailing dependence in sustaining the vari- 
ous religious and charitable enterprises which have been conducted in the 
name and for the glory of our Divine Master. It was a blessed day for 
the Church when the Woman’s Auxiliary was organized From that time 
renewed life has been manifested in the great missionary work of the 
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Church. Inthe short time that it has had an existence, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have, through its agency, been added to the receipts 
of the General Board, and the hearts of a host of our missionaries and 
their families have been cheered by the contribution of boxes of articles 
prepared for their comfort and pleasure. These missionaries have thus 
been made to feel as they never before felt the sympathy of their brethren 
in the more favored parts of the Church. Besides this, the work of these 
mothers, and wives, and sisters is operating as a grand missionary edu- 
cator in our various parishes. We feel that the children in our families 
are indirectly, and we may say directly, having imparted to them a far 
deeper interest than heretofore in the great missionary work of the 
Church. Bearing in mind the marching orders of the great Commander, 
** Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature,” the 
Woman’s Auxiliary embrace in their labors all portions of the missionary 
field, Diocesan, Domestic and Foreign. . 

What has already been accomplished by this instrumentality leads us to 
anticipate far greater results in the future, when, as we trust, will soon be 
the case, all the parishes in our land become connected with the Auxiliary. 
Surely a body which has manifested such a noble Christian spirit and has 
accomplished so much for the honor of our blessed Lord, should receive 
the official recognition of this body. Your committee recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 


Resolved,, That this Convention recognize with thankfulness to God, 
the great and good work which the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions is doing; and would express the warmest interest, especially in

J. H. Carpenter, and D. R. Brewer, would respectfully report :— 

That they find that it has not been the practice of the Convention to 
take such action upon the death of any of its members, 

That at meetings of the clergy of the Diocese as a body, due and appro- 
priate notice has already been taken of the great loss sustained by the 
Church and the Diocese in the removal of these brethren, and of their 
eminently pure and earnest Christian and ministerial characters. 

And that the faithful and affectionate portraitures of the lives and ser- 
vices of these servants of Christin His Church, given by the Bishop of 
the Diocese in his annnal address, which forms a part of the minutes of 
the Convention, renders it hardly called for to puton record any farther 
special tribute to their memory. 

The Committee therefore ask that this paper be received in fulfilment 
of their duty, and that the Committee be discharged.

The Committee appointed to consider the matter of non- 
attendance of children at Church, report as follows : 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NON-ATTENDANCE 
, OF CHILDREN AT CHURCH. 


The Committee to whom was referred the subject of the non-attendance 
of children at Church beg leave to submit the following report: 
The danger to which our Bishop alluded in his address for 1879, in 


— 
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words so earnest and timely, is one that seriously threatens the stability 
and continuity of many of our parishes, and has a marked tendency to 
obstruct the influence of our religion upon society. It would be impos- 
sible within the limits of a brief report to portray the evil inallits graver 
aspects, or present in detail the means which suggest themselves as cal- 
culated to aid in arresting its progress. Attention is called, therefore, 
here to only a few of the more salient points and to such brief suggestions 
as have a most direct bearing upon the subject. 

In the outset, your Committee desire to record their fixed conviction 
that this peril, endangering the very perpetuity of our religious institu- 
tions, inno wise originates in any defect of the Church’s order, or her 
long-tried system for training the young in ‘‘the nurture and admoni- 


tion of the Lord.” The failure must rather grow out of imperfections in 


administration. The origin of the evil is doubtless not to be found in 
any single direction, but should be traced through the many branches of 
our church life. 

The Sunday School, to which we instinctively turn first in this connec- 
tion, while justly amenable to grave criticism as to some of its methods 
and tendencies, cannot, in the opinion of your Committee, be held respon- 
sible for the sad condition of things, in more than a limited degree. It is 
performing a most noble work and exerting a widespread and healthful 
influence for Christ and His Church, and it would seem impossible to 
devise any substitute that could guarantee any such measure of varied 
usefulness Special emphasis should be laid upon the fact, that the Sun- 
day School is a most efficient means for gathering under the Church’s 
influence and instruction large numbers of children whose homes never 
speak of Christ, and is, therefore, in this regard doing a work of incalcu- 
lable value. The error seems to lie in a misconception of the true func- 
tion of the Sunday School on the part of Christian parents, who have, in 
many cases come to look to it for well nigh all the religious training of 
their children, and strangely allow attendance upon its sessions to serve 
as a substitute for the regular worship of the Church. 

The habit in many quarters of opening the Sunday School with a 
Liturgy constructed upon principles entirely foreign to the Prayer Book, 
thus furnishing no training in the regular Church service, doubtless 
operates to deter children from attending upon the stated worship, 
which is thus necessarily unfamiliar. 

Aside from these prejudicial features, which are not inherent, the gen- 
eral structure of the Sunday School cannot fairly be open to adverse criti- 
cism; but, on the contrary, such systematic religious training, in a place 
where the children meet on one common ground, must signally enhance 
their spiritual well-being and prove a most salutary agency in the hands 
of the Church. 
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The increasing neglect of public worship on the part of the older mem- 
bers of the congregation; the growing disuse of united worship in the 
household; and extreme aversion for the old, stern spirit of the past, 
which has engendered a disinclination to speak of spiritual things frankly 
and openly in the family, till religious converse is becoming more and 
more impersonal and constantly drifting farther from vital connection 
with the religious characters forming in the Christian home,—these things 
must have amost baneful influence, and tend to create in the young a 
feeling that religion is of minor importance and its practice a matter of 
choice rather than of duty. 

Again, in not a few parishes, under our prevailing system, it would be 
impossible to provide accommodation for the children at the regular ser- 
vices, were they to attend in large numbers. The young would thus not 
find a place, perhaps not a cordial welcome, were they disposed to worship 
with their elders. 

AS supplementing these few specific causes which so cleat operate 
against the spiritual interests of our youth, might be mentioned the gen- 
eral deadening in society of the sense of religious responsibility, and a 
consequent wide-spread indifference to the duties of the Christian life and. 
to the Church’s means of grace. The spiritual life of the young cannot 
escape the poisonous influence of the tainted moral atmqsnaees in which 
they move. 

Your Committee desire to offer very briefly a few of the many possible 
suggestions which, if carried out in our parishes, would, in their judgment, 
have a tendency to at least retard in a marked degree the progress of the 
evil in question. 

In the first place, they are constrained to lay special and most positive 
emphasis upon the inalienable responsibility of parents and sponsors 
towards those children, whom the ties of kindred or solemn vows taken 
at the font have consigned to their keeping, and would fain carry home to 
Christian hearts the fact that duties arising in these sacred relations can- 
not be transferred to other hands or abandoned till those in whose interest 
they are assumed are found in the communion of the Church, leading 
‘* godly and Christian” lives. Could parents and sponsors become awak- 
ened to the imperative demand thus made upon them, a spiritual force 
would be set to work in society, far-reaching and most salutary in its 
effect, upon all classes. A generous loyalty to the Church’s policy in this 
regard would create an out-going influence which would be felt far beyond: 
her own pale. 

Furthermore, in behalf of those youth not thus blessed with Christian 
parents or sponsors, would we enlist the loving sympathy of such earnest 
workers as for Christ’s sake would be willing to follow them with watch- 
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ful eyes and winning words, bringing all their best influence to bear upon 
their spiritual well being; so assuring them that they need be by no means 
friendless, though mere waifs in this great world redeemed in its every 
quarter by the precious blood of Christ. Especially should this noble 
work be urged upon the Sunday School teacher, who, in addition to all 
other gifts, and as richer than all else, should covet the power to throw 
about the young the magnetic influence of an earnest, devout, and Christ- 
like spirit. 

As aiding the young to find the Church service familiar and congenial, 
your Committee would suggest that the sessions of Sunday School be 
invariably opened with a short service compiled from the Prayer Book, 
and so arranged as to preserve the general order and plan of the regular 
services, and would recommend that this Convention devise some means 
whereby uniformity of services, in accordance with the above suggestion, 
and of time for holding the same, be attained throughout the Diocese. 

The Sunday School should do vastly more than drill our children in 
Christian doctrines. It should quite as much train them in the practical 
duties of the Christian religion, and teach them to join intelligently in 
the prayers and praises of that Liturgy which is to guide their worship 
all their lives. One of the prominent offices of the Sunday School should 
be the training of our youth in habits of worship, and a worship con- 
structed upon precisely the same pattern as that which they are ever after 
to use. The place to teach the Prayer Book is in the Sunday School; the 
way to teach the use of the Prayer Book is to use it. The child who has 
once learned, as most of them will, to love and prize the Church’s Lit- 
urgy, is in little danger of being led in after life to desire or be content 
with anything else. 

In parishes where the plan is feasible, your Committee would recommend 
the setting apart of a suitable number of sittings for the exclusive use of 
such children as have no parents to lead them to the family pew; and 
would urge the necessity of the teachers or some self-denying Christian 
workers attending service with them to insure a becoming decorum and 
intelligent use of the Liturgy. 

It is believed, however, that while attendance of the young upon all 
services should be encouraged, the most effective plan would be to devote 
one regular service, at least once each month, in the parish church to the 
special use of the children, when they might feel that they had a prior claim 
to the church, and this service, in the opinion of your Committee, should be. 
conducted in the same manner as for the adult congregation, except that 
the sermon should be quite brief and in a style so simple and familiar as 
to adapt it to the capacity of the younger members of the youthful con- 
gregation. It would seem impossible for the preacher on all occasions. 
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of public worship to so simplify his teaching as to adapt it to the tender 
minds of his flock and at the same time satisfy the more mature and intel- 
ligent portion of the congregation. At the same time, it is believed that 
a conscientious effort on the part of the preacher always to present only 
clear and definite thoughts and sentences that could be understood and 
grasped by the youthful hearers, would be almost equally appreciated by 
the maturer minds in the congregation. 

This necessarily imperfect presentation of the grave subject placed in 
the hands of your Committee, they cannot but deeply feel by no means 
does justice to the serious character of the evil confronting the Church 
to-day. They would, therefore, respectfully recommend that the whole 
subject be laid before the Convention at its present session, fora free 
interchange of thought and to secure the benefit of its united delibera- 
tions; and that, if possible, some feasible plan be adopted, as reflecting 
the sentiment of this body, to go out to the parishes of the Diocese with 
the sanction and recommendation of this Convention.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INTEMPERANCE. 


The Committee to whom was referred that part of the Bishop’s Address 
relating to the evils of intemperance, beg leave to submit the following 
report : 

Your Committee feel under deep obligation to our Bishop for bringing 
to the attention of this Convention the great peril to which society and 
the Church is exposed in the alarming increase of intemperance, whose 
terrible evils are too widely known to need any special presentation in 
this report. In the opinion of your Committee it is the imperative duty 
of the Church to exert her utmost influence to encourage and further all 
wise and Christian means tending to arrest and correct the evil. 

They have had no time to draw upa report covering all the important 
points naturally suggested in connection with this important subject. 
They would, therefore, at present simply most earnestly commend to the 
thoughtful consideration of the several parishes in the Diocese, the prin- 
ciples and means suggested by the American ‘‘Church Temperance 
Society,” as set forth in the Constitution of that body, which is herewith 
presented : 

CONSTITUTION. 


Wuereas the drinking usages of society and the excessive use of 
intoxicating drinks have to a large extent obscured the fact that Temper- 
ance is the Law of the Gospel, an’ imperatively demanded by the Baptis- 
mal Vow; and, whereas it is the duty of the Church, in her normal 
eapacity, to promote the principle of temperance by all proper means in 
her power, itis hereby resolved to adopt the following Constitution : 


NAME. 


This Society shall be called ‘‘ The Church Temperance Society.” 
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OBJECTS. 
Its objects are: 
I. The promotion of temperance. 
II. The removal of the causes which lead to intemperance. 
Hil. The reformation of the intemperate. 


BASIS. 


Recognizing temperance as the law of the Gospel, and total abstinence 
as a rule of expediency in certain cases, and fully and freely according to 
every man the right to decide in the exercise of his Christian liberty, 
whether or not he will adopt said rule, this Society lays down as the 
basis on which it rests and from which its work shall -be conducted, a 
union and co-operation on equal terms for the promotion of temperance 
between those who use moderately, and those who entirely abstain from 
intoxicating drinks us beverages. 


MEANS. 


Supreme above all others, we recognize the Grace of God in and through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, as the means by which the reform of the intemper- 
ate is to be sought. Subject to, and in dependence on this, we would 
prosecute our undertaking; and we distinctly place all methods of work 
and all expedients of reform ina position of subordination to the author- 
ity of Christ and His Church. 

We therefore recommend to the members of this Society daily prayer 
for the Divine blessing upon our labors. 

As secondary means, we adopt: 

I. Systematic teaching on the physical, social and moral evils of 
intemperance, by means of sermons, lectures and the press. 

If. The formation of Diocesan and Parochial societies on the general 
plan of this Society and in affiliation with it. 

II. Counter attractions. The promotion of coffee houses, working- 
men’s benefit societies and associations, reading-rooms, with social gath- 
ering for amusement as well as instruction. 

IV. Total abstinence from all intoxicating beverages. 

To be urged on the intemperate and those under special peril. 

(a.) As a measure of physical necessity, science and experience uniting 
in the testimony that the drink-craving is kept alive by any indulgence, 
however small, in that which has been the cause of it. 

(b.) As the first step to true repentance. 

(c.) As an instrument of reformation, reliance being placed solely upon 
the power and grace of Almighty God sought in the use of all the ap- 
pointed means of grace. 
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To be recommended to the temperate : ; 

(a.) Whenever placed in special peril. (b.) Whenever prudence or 
medical advice shall require it as a measure of preservation; and also, 
(c.) Whenever any, by thus abridging his liberty, may be able to help 
his weaker brother, or to remove a stumbling block out of his way. 

To be recommended especially to the young as a safeguard against | 
temptation. 

They would recommend the formation of organizations in our parishes 
substantially in accordance with the above provisions; and would further 
suggest that acommittee be appointed to report in full to the next Con- 
vention, and to whom application may be made for information or assist- 
ance, with reference to the work of temperance in the several parishes.

‘THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Bretliren of the Clergy and Laity: 


We do not meet in Convention to-day with unbroken 
ranks; three of our honored presbyters, during the past year, 
have been taken away out of our earthly. sight forever. 
Their work here is finished, and they rest from their labors. 

The Rev. Emery M. Porter, on his return from morning 
service at church, was, suddenly, and without any premoni- 
tion of disease or pain, struck by the hand of death, and 
almost at once ceased to be numbered among the living. 
The larger portion of his public life was passed in another 
Diocese, but, as in his youth he had served the church in 
Rhode Island, he came back to close his days here. Although 
he never, after his return, resumed the duties of a Rector- 
, ship, his services were constantly m demand, and there were 
few Sundays when he was not called to give his aid in some 
of our larger churches, or to supply some vacant parish. 
He was a godly man, humble and unassuming, and walked 
patiently in the old paths, undisturbed by any popular eccles- 
jastical or doctrinal novelties. He was a gospel preacher of 
the ancient type, and what he preached was illustrated in 
his daily walk and conversation. A few days before his 
death he attended our monthly clerical meeting, and it was 
remarked by many that they had never heard him express 
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himself with so much force and unction as he displayed on 
that occasion. The subject of discussion was one that lay 
near his heart, and he evidently spoke out of the fullness of 
his soul. 

The Rev. James H. Carpenter passed to his rest by slow 
and sensible degrees, and after a protracted and wearisome 
illness, meekly and submissively rendered back his spirit to 
the God who gave him life. He also was a man without 
guile, transparent and simple as a child, accepting his lot 
which was never very brilliant or attractive, as the ordering 
of one who knew what was the discipline which he most 
needed. Mr. Carpenter was a studious and thoughtful man, 
but was not possessed of those popular gifts which ensure 
outward success. I never heard him complain of neglect, 
or give expression to any feeling of disappointed ambition. 
He did the work that was given him to do thoroughly and to 
his best ability, and when his public career was over, he 
continued to benefit those around him by his pure and 
unspotted life, and absolute resignation to the will of God. 

The death of the Rev. Darius Richmond Brewer has left 
a void that will not readily be filled... Many of you will 
remember the remarkable sermon that he preached before 
this Convention a few years ago. The hand of death had 
touched him then, and he went home that day to begin the 
battle with a fierce and torturing disease that never left him 
until he found rest in the arms of Jesus. Although he was 
called to endure such suffering as few men ever know, not a 
murmur escaped his lips, and not a cloud obscured his faith, 
—he drank thé bitter cup to its dregs, saying, “Thy will, O 
Lord, be done.” A more honest and outspoken man never 
lived, and yet we could never imagine him to have an enemy. 
Earnest and devout as he was, no tinge of moroseness or 
fanaticism impaired the beauty of his life, and in his inter- 
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course with all sorts and conditions of men, he always had 
due regard to the proprieties of society, and never made 
religion distasteful, by forcing the subject upon those who 
were indisposed to listen. He was at all times and in all 
places the courteous gentleman, as well as a model Christian 
pastor. When he entered the door he brought the light with 
him, and even when he was himself walking in the shadow 
of death, he could forget his own sufferings in the endeavor 
to comfort others. He was what I would call a great 
preacher, never taking a scrap of paper into the pulpit ; 
every thought found its fitting expression, and every word 
was in its place. He was singularly fresh and original in his 
modes of illustration, and often surprised his hearers by the 
rich and unexpected veins of thought that he would develop 
from his text. The keynote of his religious character was 
“the losing of self in Christ ;” not a morbid brooding over 
the remainders of sin and corruption, not an attempt to 
establish a title to salvation, but an implicit trust in the love 
of Christ. His theology was summed up in this: “Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sinners.” 

Another great man has recently fallen, of whom I cannot 
forbear to speak for a moment, although he was not a pres- 
byter of this Diocese at the time of his decease; but, as a. 
native of this city, and having begun his career as pastor of 
one of our most prominent churches, I feel that he ought not 
to pass unnoticed by us. The Rev. Dr. Alexander H. Vin- 


ton has been, for nearly half a century, a power in our com- 


munion, and has been recognized as such by multitudes out- 
side the teachers of our own church. He was in all pointsa 
man of massive proportions, great in the pulpit, great in 
public debate, great in his private talk. His voice was like 
the rich notes of an organ, his action was graceful and majes- 
tic, his thought was profound, his style was translucent and 
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full of dignity, and kindled with the glow of poetic fire. 
Few speakers, who deal in argument as much as he did, 
indulge so freely in the play of fancy; the blocks of stone 
with which he built were veined with gold and azure and 
vermilion, so that sometimes, when you heard him, you 
might say, “This man is a poet rather than a philospher,” 
and yet, after all, the philosophic element predominated. 
Constitutionally inclined, as he was, to speculation, and well 
read in all the prominent controversies of the times, he 
never swerved from the straight path of ecclesiastical and 
theological belief in which he started. He. was not easily 
moved by others, and never seemed inclined to question his 
own convictions. Beginning his life, as he has told me, in 
utter unbelief; from the hour when he first found peace in 
believing, he ceased to doubt and ceased to question ; he had 
dropped his anchor within the veil, and after that the winds 
and the storms had no further power. His body rests to-day 
in yonder cemetery; the truth which he so eloquently 
preached and so illustriously exemplified in his life, still abides 
and will continue to exert its power forever. 

Others in the ranks of our clergy, who loomed very high 
in the horizon, have recently fallen, of whom I would be glad 
to speak, if time allowed. Of the many who filled distin- 
guished places in the church at the date of my ordination, 
forty-five years ago, very few remain, and most of those 
with whom I started are gone. The deaths of Mr. Carpenter 
and of Mr. Brewer leave but two presbyters in this Diocese 
who were here at the time of my consecration. And so we 
come and go, like shadows, and the world moves on much 
as it did, after we have gone. This is our ninety-first annual 
Convention ; some of you will probably live to celebrate the 
Centennial; but the places which many of us now fill will 
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then be occupied by others. “May it be said of none of us 
that we have lived in vain. | 

_ I now pass to the report of my official acts during the 
year, confining myself, as usual, for the most part, to such 
as are peculiarly Episcopal. 

On Sunday, the 27th of June, I preached the baccalaureate 
sermon before the students of Trinity College, Hartford. 

On the Ist day of July, I consecrated St. Mary’s Church, 
Warwick, in the presence of a large number of the clergy 
and laity. The sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Har- 
wood, of New Haven. The new edifice is a conspicuous and 
beautiful feature in the landscape, and at a comparatively 
small cost we have now a commodious and pleasant house 
of worship for summer use, with the probable prospect that 
there will be established in due time an organized parish, 
with services continued throughout the year. 

On Sunday morning, July 5th, I visited St. Peter’s 
Chapel, Narragansett Pier. A beautiful rectory has been 
built on the church grounds, mainly by the liberal contri- 
bations of the summer visitors. In the afternoon I con- 
firmed six persons in the Church of the Ascension, Wake- 
field. I regret to say that the Rev. Charles H. Bixby has 
resigned the rectorship and removed to Chicago. 

On Sunday, July 25th, I confirmed nineteen in the Church 
of the Epiphany, Elmwood, one of the number being from 
the Church of the Saviour, Providence. Since the opening 
of the new church at Elmwood, the parish has advanced to a 
high condition of prosperity. I regret to say that the Rev. 
Mr. Fulton has recently resigned the rectorship. 

On Sunday, August 15th, I visted All Saints’ Chapel, 
and St. John’s Chapel, Newport. 

On Sunday, September 19th, I admitted the Rev. Samuel 
Paxson Watters to Priest’s Orders in Trinity Church, New-. 
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port. The candidate was presented by the Rev. George J. 
Magill, the Rev. Dr. Child uniting in the laying on of hands. 
Mr. Watters has taken charge of St. John’s Chapel, New- 
port, where a wide field of usefulness is opened. 

On the 21st of the same month, I consecrated St. Mat-_ 
thew’s Church, Jamestown, which takes the place of the 
scanty edifice where our services had long been held. The 
new church is an ornament to the island of Conanicut, and it 
is to be hoped that before long we may have a resident rector 
there. At present the church is looked after by the Rev. 
Mr. Magill, by whose indefatigable zeal the funds for build- 
ing the church were mainly secured. 

On Sunday, October 18th, I consecrated St. Luke’s 
Church, East Greenwich, and the sermon was preached by 
the Bishop of Idaho and Utah. It is a most creditable testi- 
mony to the zeal of the rector and the generosity of his peo-° 
ple, that this noble edifice has so soon been freed from all 
pecuniary incumbrance; ready to take its full share in 
relieving the burdens of our diocesan missionary work, as 
the liberal contributions which it has already made suffi- 
ciently show. _ 

On Sunday, November 14th, I confirmed six in St. Mary’s 
Church, South Portsmouth, and four in the Chapel of the 
Holy Cross, Middletown. 

On the 11th of December, I consecrated St. Mary’s 
Chapel, Cumberland Hill. It continues to be under the 
charge of the rector of Emmanuel Church, Manville, by 
whose efforts the last remainder of the debt incurred in its 
erection has been liquidated. 

On Sunday morning, December 19th, I confirmed five in 
St. George’s Church, Central Falls. There is nothing to 
hinder this church from becoming a strong and self-support- 
ing parish but the debt which still encumbers the property, 
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and which is the result of most unwise and unwarrantable 
extravagance in the beginning, and for which the congrega- 
tion are not in any way responsible. I am happy to say that 
this debt is rapidly diminishing, and we trust that before 
long St. George’s may be added te the list of our consecrated 
churches. In the afternoon I preached to a crowded congre- 
gation at the mission in Valley Falls. 

On the 8th of January I attended a pleasant gathering at 
the house of the Rev. Dr. Shaw, in recognition of the six- 
tieth anniversary of his ordination. Few of our clergy are 
ever called to celebrate such an occasion as this ; but although 
the doctor has out-lived nearly all his contemporaries, his 
force is not spent or his natural strength abated, and he is 
still ready to respond Sunday after Sunday to the incessant 
demands which are made for his services. 

On Sunday morning, January 30th, I confirmed seven in 
St. Philip’s Church, Crompton. Measures are in progress 
for the enlargement of the building, and when its seating 
capacity has been doubled, it will probably continue to be as 
crowded as it is at present,—the demand for pews being far 
beyond the supply. In the afternoon I preached at the 
spacious hall at Apponaug, where services are statedly held 
by the rector of St. Philip’s, and the place was filled with an 
intelligent and interested congregation. A fund has been 
started for the erection of a church in this village, mostly 
contributed by the residents. Later in the afternoon, I 
preached at St. Andrew’s Mission, Phenix, also under the 
charge of the rector of St. Philip’s, and all that is needed 
there, in order to the establishment of a permanent parish, 
is a suitable church, for which about one-half of the funds 
that are needed has been pledged. In accordance with his 
usual Sunday programme, the rector courteously invited me 
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to hold a fourth service at Crompton, which I respectfully 
declined. 

On Sunday, February 6th, I contirmed six in St. Barthol- 
omew’s Church, Cranston. The interest in our services has 
of late greatly increased, and it is proposed to remove the 
church to a more central situation. 

On Sunday, the 13th, I visited Emmanuel Church, Man- 
ville, and St. Mary’s Chapel, Cumberland Hill. Twelve 
persons were confirmed. 

On Sunday, the 20th, I visited St. Paul’s Church, Wick- 
ford. 7 

On Sunday, the 27th, I confirmed three in St. James’s 
Church, Woonsocket. 

On Sunday, March 13th, I confirmed two in the Church of 
the Good Shepherd, eight in St. Paul’s Church, and thirteen 
in Trinity Church, Pawtucket. St. Paul’s has been beauti- 
fully decorated during the last year. 

On Sunday, the 20th, I confirmed fourteen in the Church 
of the Redeemer, Providence. 

On Sunday, the 27th, I confirmed four in St. John’s 
Church, Barrington, and in the evening confirmed eighteen 
in St. Gabriel’s “haves. Providence. 

On Sunday, April 3d, I visited Christ Church, Westerly, 
and delivered a sermon in memory of the late rector, the Rev. 
D. R. Brewer. 

On Sunday, the 10th, I confirmed eight in All Saints’ 
Memorial Church, and four in the Chara of the Epiphany : 
Providence. 

On the evening of the Thursday before Easter, I confirmed 
nine in the Church of the Saviour, Providence. 

On the evening of Good Friday, I confirmed nineteen in 
Christ Church, Providence. 

On Easter day I confirmed twenty-seven in Grace Church, 
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and in the evening confirmed twenty-one in the Church of 
the Messiah, Providence. 

On Sunday, April 24th, I confirmed eighteen in St. John’s 
Church, Providence ; and in the evening confirmed three in 
St. Mary’s Church, East Providence. 

On Sunday, May 13th, I confirmed thirteen in Christ 
Church, Lonsdale. Iam happy to state that the rector has 
returned to his work, much refreshed and strengthened by 
his sojourn abroad. In the evening I confirmed nine in St. 
John’s Church, Ashton. 

On Sunday, the 8th, I confirmed five in St. Thomas’s 
Church, Greenville; andtwo in St. Peter’s Church, Manton. 
The condition of the church in both these places has of late 
been much improved. In the evening, I confirmed fourteen 
in St. James’s Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, the 15th, I visited St. Michael’s Church, Bris- 
tol; and in the evening, confirmed five in Trinity Church, 
Bristol. To the great regret of his parishioners and of the 
community at large, the Rev. Joseph H. Johnson has 
resigned the rectorship of this church, and it still continues 
vacant. 

On the 16th I admitted Mr. Otis Olney Wright to the: 
Holy Order of Deacons in Grace Church, Providence; the 
Rev. D. H. Greer presenting the candidate. 

On Sunday, the 22d, I confirmed seven in Zion Church, 
and fourteen in Emmanuel Church, Newport. 

On Ascension Day, I confirmed five in St. Stephen’s. 
Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, May 29th, I confirmed five in All Saints’ 
Chapel, Pontiac, and in the evening confirmed six in St.. 
Luke’s Chureh, East Greenwich. 

On Whitsunday, June 5th, I confirmed five in St. Paul’s. 
Church, Portsmouth. 
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On Trinity Sunday, June 12th, I confirmed thirteen in 
Trinity Church, Newport, and four in Zion Church, New- 
port, seven having been confirmed inthis church at a former — 
visitation. | 

The whole number confirmed in the Diocese during the 
year is 352.

THE GHNERAL CONVENTION. 


The amount of canonical legislation performed by the 
last General Convention was very slight, and not such as to 
warrant the-calling together of so large a body of men from 
every quarter of the land, but the great impulse given to the 
missionary work of the church, and the action taken en the 
subject of liturgical enrichment, combine to make the Con- 
vention of 1880 one of the most important and significant 
sessions that has ever been held. The substantial and sud- 
den increase of the receipts of our General Board of Mis- 
sions, is the direct result of the interest awakened by the 
missionary meetings that were held in connection with the 
ordinary business routine, and it may be presumed that the 
new life which has thus been given to this important depart- 
ment of Christian work will continue to be felt for many 
years to come. ; 

You may have observed that I did not comply with the 
request that, in common with the other Bishops, I should 
issue a pastoral letter calling upon the churches of the 
Diocese to adopt one uniform mode of collecting missionary 
funds ; although, wherever it is practicable, the particular 
plan as recommended would undoubtedly prove to be very 
efficient. It did not, however, seem to me expedient in 
this Diocese, where most of our parishes have their own 
established system for meeting the demands of the General 
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Board, and where the amount contributed is proportionally 
so much in advance of what is given to missions in other 
quarters of the church, to disturb the existing arrangements. 

Several special movements were suggested during the ses- 
sion of the General Convention, to which it is proper that I 
should direct your attention. 

First, the setting apart of a certain percentage of the com- 
munion alms to be paid to the general society for the relief 
of the widows and orphans of deceased clergymen. In many 
parts of the church it is impossible to provide for this impor- 
tant charity by any local efforts, and thus far the general 
society has received very little money, except from the roy- 
alty on the Hymnal, which, of course, has diminished, now 
that our people are generally supplied with the books, and 
the sales have become comparatively small. If all the par- 
ishes in our communion would set apart a small proportion of 
the monthly collection to this purpose, there would be an 
ample fund to meet every legitimate application for assist- 
ance. The demands upon the society are not large, and I 
heartily commend their proposal. 

Secondly, the raising by general contribution of a fund of 
one million dollars, to be applied to the erection of new 
churches. Of late, the number of individual applications for 
aid in this department of work has sensibly diminished, and 
certainly this is a matter of congratulation, when we con- 
sider the enormous expenditure of time and money involved 
in the travelling all over the country of so many clergymen, 
engaged in efforts to procure the means of building churches 
in the places where they were called to serve, and the utter 
impossibility of being able to determine in all cases whether 
the money contributed would be judiciously expended. It 
is to be presumed that whatever is given to the general fund 
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for church building will be wiscly distributed, and I com- 
mend this object to your favorable consideration. 

Thirdly, the formation of a fund for the endowment of 
the Episcopate in our new Dioceses. Under the existing 
arrangement, the entire salaries of all our Missionary Bishops 
are supplied from the treasury of the General Board, and 
thus far no steps have been taken for the reduction of these 
appropriations ; while it is possible that there may be inde- 
pendent Dioceses in the vicinity, which are. obliged to carry 
the whole burden of their own Episcopate, and at the same 
time they may be as much in need of aid as some of their 
neighbors, the partial endowment of all our Dioceses is a 
thing to be desired, but it is still the fact that in many of the 
older Dioceses, the support of the Bishop continues to be 
derived almost entirely from assessments levied upon the 
parishes, and it seems to me somewhat questionable whether 
the church at large, under those circumstances, should be 
ealled upon to furnish endowments for missionary jurisdic- 
tions, which, in process of time, may become as strong and 
as well able to take care of themselves as most of the Dio- 
ceses now existing. It may be that we are adding to the list 
of separate objects for which the contributions of our people 
are solicited, to such an extent as may tend to discourage even 
the most benevolent, and impair the efficiency of our action 
where it is most needed. We are now asked to respond to 
the calls of the General Foreign Board, and also to the special 
appeals from the Mission at Hayti, Cuba, and in the Mexican 
Valley. In addition to the stated demands of the General 
Domestic Board, we are asked to contribute to the Indian 
Missions, the education of the Freedmen, the Church-Build- 
ing Fund, the Endowment Fund, the Mission to the Jews, 
the General Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, the Bible and 
Prayer-Book Society, the two societies for the education of 
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young men for the ministry, not to speak of our own diocesan 
work, which, I regret to say, amid the multitude of appeals 
from abroad, seems to be too often forgotten. 

It may be that all these objects are important and worthy 
of support, but the list is somewhat formidable. 

I cannot allow this subject to pass out of notice without 
once more expressing my high admiration of the work which 
has been done by the Women’s Missionary Auxiliary. The 
wisdom, the zeal and the efficiency which have characterized 
their movements entitle these associations to the highest 
commendation. Many a weary heart has been made glad 
through their kind relief, many a barren place has become 
fruitful from the good seed which they have planted. 

A letter will be read from the chairman of the Committee 
on the Expenses of the General Convention, asking an 
expression of opinion from this body as to the expediency of 
providing for these expenses, Including the travelling 
expenses of the Bishop and deputies, estimated at $32,240, 
and requiring an assessment of ten cents on each communi- 
cant, or ten dollars on each clergyman. I have no desire to 
forestall the action of this Convention, but would beg leave 
to refer you to the views not long since expressed, as to the 
ratio of representation in our General Convention, and sug- 
gest again whether it is necessary that all our smaller Dio- 
ceses should be represented by eight deputies, in addition to 
the Bishop. Ifthe multiplication of new Dioceses continues to 
go onat the same rate as we have seen during the past few years, 
the General Convention will soon become a very unwieldy as 
well as absurdly expensive body. A resolution was offered 
in the House of Bishops, with reference to the expediency of 
still further increasing the assessment to be paid by the 
Dioceses, so as to pay the expenses per diem of the Bishops 
and clerical and lay deputies during the session of the Con- 
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vention. This would require at least $20,000 more, and it 
is a question whether the general benefits accruing to the 
church at large from a session of the General Convention 
are such as to warrant the expenditure of $50,000, to be 
raised by assessments, upon the parishes, not to speak of 
the local and other expenses attendant upon the Convention, 
which, of themselves, amount to a considerable sum. 

The most significant and important act of the late Conven- 
tion was the appointment of a committee to consider and 
report on the subject of liturgical enrichment. The spell at 
last is broken, and the possibility of some improvement in 
the arrangements of public worship that were established in 
the earlier days of the Reformation, and afterward revised 
by an American Council about a century ago. For the ben- 
efit of those who may wish to have a clear understanding of 
the nature and grounds of this movement, I would commend 
the article which appeared in the April number of the Amer- 
ican Church Review, written by one who is himself a mem- 
ber of the committee to whom the matter has been entrusted. 

A communication from the General Convention on “The 
Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer,” will also be 
laid before you, which, I would suggest, should be referred 
to a special committee, to report at the next session of this 
Convention. 


DIOCESAN AFFAIRS. 


I pass now to the consideration of certain points touching 
upon our own Diocesan affairs, and which, I trust, will 
receive your deliberate attention. 

The Board of Trustees of Churches and Glebes will pre- 
sent a report that will call for some action, or at least for 
some expression of opinion, on the part of the Convention. 
A considerable amount of property is now vested in the Con- 
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vention, and it is important that some understanding should 
be had as to the degree of responsibility which this involves 
in the matter of insurance, taxation, and other incidental 
expenses. The Board has no funds at its direct disposal, 
and the question to be determined is, to what extent the 
Convention itself is liable for charges upon the property 
standing in its name. 

The report of the Board for the Relief of Widows and 
Orphans, ete., will show such an increase in the call for aid 
from the funds at their disposal, that it will become neces- 
sary to encroach upon the principal, unless the churches of 
the Diocese shall respond more generally to. this important 
branch of our charities. For many years the demand was 
very slight, and at that time there grew up a habit of remiss- 
ness in regard to the collection, which the canon requires, 
and many parishes neglected it altogether. This is a matter 
which comes so close home, to the clergy more especially, 
that it will probably be needed only to call attention to the 
wants of the Board, in order to the ample replenishing of its 
treasury. 

Our Diocesan Board of Missions has dragged through 
another hard year of struggle for money and devices for pay- 
ing the stipends of our missionaries. The missions them- 
selves were never ina more healthy and vigorous condition ; 
the clergymen in charge are doing their work faithfully, 
efficiently, uncomplainingly, and, in accordance with our 
rules, every one of them has been paid promptly and in full, 
when the quarter day came round, and by dint of most per- 
sistent effort and the reduction of our appropriations to the 
minimum, the Board is able to report itself as nearly out of 
debt. It is difficult to account for the fact that, while the 
Diocese has been steadily increasing in strength, and“our 
contributions to the general work of the church have enlarged, 
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proportionally, for the last twenty years, we have made no 
advance in what we are able to do for missions in our own 
diocese. We greatly need the services of an itinerant Mis- 
sionary, and the Woman’s Branch of Missions has proposed 
to raise the means necessary to meet this want; but so long 
as their aid is needed in order to enable us to keep those in 
the field who are now in our employ, it has not been thought 
expedient to press this particular point. There is wealth 
enough in this Diocese to enable us to sustain our own mis- 
sionaries liberally, and also to send the ministrations of our 
church wherever throughout the State they are needed ; but 
for some reason this is the one department of Christian work 
in regard to which it is most difficult to excite a general 
and living interest. 


THE CHURCH CONGRESS. 


The Church Congress have appointed their next meeting 
in the city of Providence, and it will be held during the 
month of October. The previous sessions have been held 
in New York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Boston and Albany. 
I trust that the same interest will be manifested in this im- 
portant and influential institution of the church, in our com- 
munity, which has thus far been excited wherever it has 
met, and that we shall all fully appreciate the privilege of - 
hearing the great questions that pertain to our social and 
religious life discussed by many of the most eminent clergy- 
men and laymen of our communion. It is an occasion 
which has always attracted crowds of listeners from all 
classes of society and of all shades of belief; the practical 
importance of the subjects considered, the absolute freedom 
wit. which they are treated, and the strictness of the rules 
by which the audience are protected against the intrusion of 
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over-long speeches, every speaker being strictly confined to 
the number of minutes allowed him, from the want of which 
restriction, our public gatherings are so often made tedious 
by the persistence of those who never know when to stop, 
combine to give a peculiar life and spirit to the sessions of 
the Church Congress. There has never been a movement 
in the Protestant Episcopal Church which has attracted so 
much attention from the world at large and done so much 
to commend the Church to the respect and good will of the 
community as that which has been instituted by the Church 
Congress. The programme of the meeting in October, and 
the list of speakers, will be announced in due time, and I 
have no doubt that the clergy and laity of the Diocese will 
gladly avail themselves of the opportunity to hear the last 
and freshest words of our ablest speakers on those topics 
which are of the most vital concern, not only to us as church- 
men, but to all the citizens of the land. 


THE REVISED EDITION OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. 


The publication of the revised edition of the New ‘Testa- 
ment is an event which I think ought not to pass without 
comment. We have been waiting for it long and patiently, 
feeling that a work to which the ablest Christian scholars in 
Great Britain and the United States have been devoting so 
much time and labor for so many years, must be entitled to 
most respectful consideration, and ought to result in giving 
to the English-speaking world a more true and accurate ren- 
dering of the original Scriptures than we have ever had 
before. In this respect we have not been disappointed. It 
is a matter of course that there will be some details which 
everybody will criticise, and it is not to be expected that 
every phrase and word will be just as we would prefer to 
have it. There may be cause for regret, that In so many 
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mstances the peculiar charm of diction which characterizes 
the New Testament as we have been used to read it, should 
have been sacrificed in the attempt to secure a more literal 
translation of the original Greek; and also that many of 
the suggestions embodied in the appendix could not have 
been incorporated into the text, and still with all its defects, 
the new revision must be accepted as a most valuable con- 
tribution to the literature of the Bible. 


THE CHURCH TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 


An important step has recently been taken in the forma-_ 
tion of a church temperance society on the general basis of 
a movement which has been received with great favor in the 
Church of England. While this society distinctly recog- 
nizes the propriety, if not the obligation of total abstinence 
from all intoxicating drinks on the part of those who are so 
constituted, that indulgence to any extent, however limited, 
is almost certain to lead to excess, and also of those who 
feel that they are bound to practice such abstinence for the 
good of others, the Church Temperance Society encumbers 
itself with no rigid pledge, to be exacted of all its members, 
but seeks to unite, under one broad standard, all who are 
anxious to do something toward the extirpation of one of 
the most terrible evils that aftlict society. This movement 
has already excited much interest in our own church, and it 
seems to meet the wants of many who are not willing to 
come under the yoke of that law or ordinance, which says, 
unqualifiedly, “Touch not, taste not, handle not,” or to 
accept any perversions or misinterpretation of Scripture in 
order to enforce a theory which the Bible does not on the 
surface appear to sustain, but who, at the same time are 
very desirous to do something in a practical way towards 
the work of reform, and the removal of the temptations 
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which have led so many astray. I most heartily commend 
this timely movement, and would be glad to see all the 
clergy and laity of the Diocese identified with it. 


CONCLUSION. 


I may say, in closing, that upon the whole, I have never 
found the churches of this Diocese in a more healthy and 
thriving condition than they are at present. Several of the 
parishes have been relieved of burdensome debts, while 
almost all found themselves, at Kaster, in a better pecuniary 
condition than they had been for many years. A large 
number of our clergy have met together, month by month, 
to discuss the great topics in which we all have a common 
interest, with most gratifying results. The most absolute 
freedom of expression is manifested at these meetings, and 
a degree of intellectual vigor and a general knowledge of 
our modern modes of thought has been displayed, highly 
creditable to them as leaders of public opinion. Substantial 
agreement has been found to exist among those who were 
supposed to differ, and the effect has been to draw the 
brethren closer together as members of the same household, 
enlisted in the same contest with ignorance, error and 
unbelief. 

I will not detain you any longer from the work which you 
have now assembled to do, and may the spirit of our Divine 
Master preside and direct your present deliberations.

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RULES OF ORDER 
AND 
A STANDING ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE 


Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island. 


I. RULES OF ORDER. 


1. Onthe first day of the Convention, after Divine Service, and a 
recess of fifteen minutes, the Convention shall proceed at once to busi- 
ness, and shall remain in session until the business for the first day is 
ended. 

2. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. The members of the Convention shall sit in pews contiguous to 
one another—the delegates of each church occupying one pew. 

4. No member shall absent himself from the Convention unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 

5. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
. otherwise ordered by the Convention. 

6. A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment of 
the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the 
session, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Convention, he shall arise and with due respect address himself to the 
President, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. When two members chance to rise at the same time, the President 
shall determine to whom the preference shall be given; and all questions 
of order the President shall decide, subject to an appeal to the Convention. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave. 

10. No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and when required, 
reduced to writing. 
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11. When the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private conversation to the 
interruption of the Convention. 

12. Every member who is in the Convention when any question is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or excused by the President. 

13. When a motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made, except to postpone, to amend, to divide, or to commit. 

14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

15. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes, when 
required by one-fifth of the members present. 

16. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention may 
resolve itself into a committee of the whole. 

17. All elections, when required by two members, shall be by ballot. 

18. All other questions shall be decided viva voce, or by hand vote, 
unless a ballot be called for by two members. 

19. When any vote is taken by orders, the names of the clergy and 
parishes voting in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result is declared, and shall be entered on the 
minutes of the Convention. 

20. In all elections by ballot, the name of each clergyman entitled to a 
vote shall be called: whereupon he shall deposit his vote in a receptacle 
in charge of tellers, who shall remain in some convenient place until all 
have voted. The lay vote shall be received in the same manner. The 
tellers shall report to the Chair the number of votes cast, the number 
necessary for a choice, and the number for the respective candidates. 
The President or Chairman shall thereupon announce the result of the 
ballot. This report shall be placed on file. . 

21. The sittings of the Convention shall be open to all persons who 
choose to attend, unless otherwise ordered in the Convention. 

22. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read 
each morning at the opening of the Convention, and, if necessary, cor- 
rected; and before the rising of the Convention, the proceedings of the 
session on the last day shall be read. 

23. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep 
his seat until the President leaves his chair. 

24. All propositions for the adoption, amendment or repeal of Canons, 
or of Rules of Order, or of Standing.,Order of Business, shall, before action 
thereon, be referred to the Committee on Canons. 

25. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the consent 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

26. The foregoing Rules of Order shall be read at the opening of every 
Convention, and shall be of force, unless repealed by a vote of the Con- 
vention.

CONSTITUTION AND CANONS 


OF THE 


DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND, 


Adopted June 15th, 1881. 
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THE CONSTITUTION OF THE DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


ARTICLE I. 
This Church, being the Protestant Episcopal Church within the 
limits of the State of Rhode Island, shall be known and distinguished 
as the ‘* Diocese OF RHODE IsLANp.”’ 


ARTICLE II. 


This Church accedes to the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and acknowledges the 
authority of its canons. 


ARTICLE III. 


1. The Convention, or representative body of this Diocese, shall 

consist of such clergymen as have been actually and canonically resi- 
dent and officiating therein for one year next preceding the meeting of 
the Convention, and of lay delegates not exceeding four from each 
parish in union with this Convention. 

2. Other clergymen canonically resident in the Diocese shall be 
entitled to all the privileges of the members of the Convention, except 
the right to vote. No clergyman entitled to a seat and a vote shall be 
deprived thereof by reason of advanced age or infirm health or 
temporary absence. 

3. Only communicants of this Church shall be members of the 
Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 
1. New parishes may, by a vote of the Convention, be admitted 


imto union with it on presenting written evidence, under the authority 
of their wardens and vestry, that they have been duly organized

parishes of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese for the 
space of one year, and have maintained regular public worship. 

2. No parish shall be held to be duly organized unless it has given 
written notice to the Bishop and the Standing Committee, acting as 
the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, that at a time and place 
designated a number of persons, not less than ten, residents of said 
place or neighborhood, being males of full age, came together and 
signed the following article of organization: ‘* We, whose names are 
hereunto affixed, conscientiously attached to the Doctrines, Discipline 
and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, 
and earnestly desirous of securing its influences for ourselves and 
Parish of 
the Diocese of Rhode Island, and declare that we accede to the 
Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of Rhode Island, and of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States; and, to perfect 
such organization, we have elected the following persons Wardens 
and Vestrymen for the year ending Easter Monday next.’’ And 
further, the above applicants shall furnish satisfactory evidence that 
the Church property now or hereafter to be used for public worship, 
is or shall be held in trust for the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

3. In case the parish to be organized is formed within the limits 
of any existing parish or parishes, the written consent of the Rector 
or Rectors of said parish or parishes must be first obtained, and be 
filed with and approved by the aforesaid Ecclesiastical authority of 
the Diocese; or, if it shall appear to the satisfaction of two-thirds 
of the Standing Committee, acting with the Bishop, that said consent 
is without due reason withheld, they may give the required consent. 


others, do hereby associate and organize ourselves as 


4, When. it shall appear to the satisfaction of two-thirds of the 
Standing Committee that a parish for two years last past has had no 
place of worship, or has maintained no regular public services, or has 
failed for three years last past, after notice from the Treasurer of the 
Convention, to pay its quota of the Bishop’s salary, and of the Con- 
vention expenses assessed upon it, that parish shall be declared 
extinct and be stricken from the list of parishes in union with the 
Convention. 

5. When it shall appear by the annual report of the Treasurer of 
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the Convention, that a parish for the year last past has not paid the 
full amount assessed upon it for Bishop’s salary and Convention 
expenses, then such parish shall not be entitled to vote in the Con- 
vention then in session, nor at any subsequent session thereof, until 
said overdue assessments, with the interest accrued thereon, shall 
have been paid in full. 

6. In the organization of any parish, where pews are owned by 
individuals or a corporation, provision must be made whereby said 
pews may be taxed for their proportion of an amount. sufficient for 
the support of public worship in the parish. 


ARTICLE V. 


1. A Session of the Convention of this Diocese shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of June in each year, at such hour and place as 
the Convention at its previous annual meeting shall determine. The 
Bishop, at his discretion, may call special meetings of the Conven- 
tion; it shall become his duty so to do upon request of the Standing 
Committee. In case of the vacancy of the Episcopate, of the absence 
for six months of the Bishop from the Diocese, or of the prolonged 
disability of the Bishop, a special meeting of the Convention may be 
called by the Standing Committee. At least three weeks’ notice of 
such special Session shall be given to each clergyman constitutionally 
a member of the Convention, and to the vestry of each parish in union 
with the Convention, by the Secretary of the Convention, or, in his 
absence, by some other person appointed by the Bishop, or, as in the 
above cases, by the Standing Committee, to act in the Secretary’s 
stead. No business shall be transacted at any special Session of the 
Convention other than that specified in the notice by which such 
Session has been called. 

2. The Bishop shall preside in the Convention, but if there be no 
Bishop, or the Bishop be absent, a President shall be chosen from 
among the Presbyters of the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Sessions of the Convention shall be opened with the Celebration of 
the Holy Communion, and there shall be a sermon or charge from 
13 
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the Bishop, or sermon by some preacher appointed by the Ecclesias- 
tical authority of the Diocese; after which the President and Secre- 
tary of the Convention shall take their places, and the Convention be 
called to order. The Secretary shall then call the roll of clerical and 
of lay members entitled to seats, after which the President shall declare 
the Convention duly organized. The list of clergy shall be furnished 
to the Secretary by the Bishop, or, in his absence, by the Standing 
Committee, and shall specify those who have a right to vote. The 
list of lay delegates shall be made up by the Secretary from uncon- 
tested certificates of election from parishes declared by the Standing 
Committee to be on the roll of the Convention ; said certificates being 
signed by the wardens or clerk of the parish and delivered to the 
Secretary before the organization of the Convention. At the Annual 
Session shall then follow the election of a Secretary for the ensuing 
year. The following Committees, and such others as the Convention 
shall at any time by canon add to their number, shall be appointed 
by the President : namely, a Committee on Credentials, a Committee 
on the Admission of New Parishes, a Committee on Canons, and a 
Committee on Unfinished Business. 


ARTICLE VII. 

Members of the Convention shall upon all questions deliberate in 
one body, except as hereinafter provided, and in voting-shall vote as 
individuals, unless three members shall call for a vote by orders, 
when the clergy and lay delegates shall vote separately; the lay 


delegates from each parish being entitled to but one vote, and the 
concurrence of both orders shall be necessary to any action. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Secretary shall be chosen by joint ballot, and remain in office 
until his successor is chosen. His duty shall be to make minutes of 
the proceedings of the Convention, to preserve its journal and records, 
to attest its public acts, to transmit to the Registrar all books and 
papers relative to its concerns, including the journals of other 
Dioceses or of the General Convention, which may be in his 
possession as Secretary, to direct the distribution of the printed 
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journals of the Diocese among its parishes, and to give due notice 
of the time and place of the Sessions of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IX. 


A Treasurer, who shall be a layman, shall be elected annually, by 
joint ballot, and continue in office during the pleasure of the Conven- 
tion. It shall be his duty to receive at each Annual Session of the 
Convention the assessment upon the parishes for the expenses of 
the Diocesan and of the General Convention, and for the support of - 
the Episcopate ; to pay quarterly to the Bishop the salary pledged 
to him by this Convention, and to perform such other duties and 
meet such other demands upon the Treasury as the Convention from 
time to time may authorize and direct. He shall present to the 
Convention, at its Annual Session, a report in writing of his receipts 
and disbursements. 


ARTICLE X. 


o 


The Standing Committee shall consist of four presbyters and four 
laymen, communicants of this Church, elected by the Convention at 
its Annual Session, and continuing in office until their successors are 
chosen. They shall keep a record of their proceedings, and report 
them yearly to the Convention. A majority shall constitute a 
quorum, except where it be otherwise required by canon. They 
shall have power to supply any vacancies which may occur in their 
own body, or among the officers of the Diocese, during the recess of 
the Convention. 


ARTICLE XI. 


1. Deputies to the General Convention shall be chosen at the 
Annual Session of the Convention of this Diocese immediately 
preceding the regular Triennial Session of the General Convention, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are chosen. 

2. The clergy and laity sitting apart, shall nominate, the clergy 
the clerical, the laity the lay candidates, by ballot; the lay delegates 
from each parish having but one vote. These nominations being 
reported, the clerical nominations to the laity and the lay nominations 
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to the clergy, those bodies sitting apart, and by ballot shall confirm 
or reject them, each body reporting its action to the other. Upon 
request of any two members of the Convention the ballot shall be 
taken upon each candidate separately. In the event of any rejection 
another nomination shall be made in manner as before directed. 
Upon the concurrence of the two bodies the Convention shall re- 
assemble and receive report of the concurrent action, which shall 
then be declared by the President of the Convention. 

3. Substitutes for deputies shall be similarly chosen. In case of 
the resignation, or failure to occupy his seat, of any deputy, clerical 
or lay, his place shall be filled by one of the substitutes in the order 
in which they were chosen; and it shall be the duty of the first 
chosen of the remaining deputies in each order to notify the substitute 
of the duty devolved upon him. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Whenever a Bishop is to be elected in this Diocese, a duly qualified 
presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
shall be chosen by the Convention at an Annual or Special Session. 
Clerical and lay delegates shall sit in one body, but shall vote by 
orders, and a majority of both orders shall determine the choice. 
At the request of any two members the Convention shall sit with 
closed doors. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Canons for the government of the Diocese, and rules of order for 
the conducting of business, may be adopted from time to time by the 
Convention. 


: ARTICLE XIV. 


This Constitution may be altered as follows: At any Annual 
Session a written amendment to the Constitution may be approved by 
the Convention, and at the next Annual Session may be adopted by a 
majority of both orders voting separately ; and the Constitution thus 
amended shall be thenceforth the Constitution of the Diocese of 
Rhode Island. 


THE CANONS OF THE DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


CANON I. 
OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


1. The Missions of the Diocese shall be conducted by a Board of 
five clergymen and five laymen, of whom three clergymen and two 
laymen shall be chosen by the Convention at its Annual Session one 
year, and two laymen and three clergymen the following year. 


2. When a ballot is called for in the choice of the Board, each 
member of the Convention shall vote, in the year when three clergy- 
men and two laymen are to be chosen, for two clergymen and one 
layman only, and the three clergymen and two laymen receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected ; and, in the year 
when two clergymen and three laymen are to be chosen, each mem- 
ber of the Convention shall vote for one clergyman and two laymen 
only, and the two clergymen and three laymen receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be declared elected. In case of a tie vote in 
any choice, the entire ballot shall be annulled. Vacancies in the 
Board may be filled by its members. 


3. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex-officio President of the 
Board, and shall appoint its Missionaries. 

4, Parishes or individuals may direct to what Missionary their 
contributions shall be devoted; provided that no Missionary shall 
receive from the Board an amount in excess of the salary voted him 
by the Board, and that any surplus shall go into the general fund.

5. No salary shall be paid to the Missionary of any Station at 
which a debt for a Church, or Rectory, or other Parish building, 
shall be hereafter incurred, unless said debt be incurred with the 
written consent of the Bishop and of the Board of Missions, or until 
the entire liquidation of the debt. The attention of each Missionary 
shall be annually called to this section by the Secretary of the Board 
of Missions. 

6. The Treasurer of the Board shall be a layman of the Diocese. 

7. At the Annual Session of the Convention the Board shall 
report its proceedings, its receipts and expenditures, the general 
condition and prospects of its Missions, and also an estimate of the 
amount required for its work in the ensuing year, with a proposed 
apportionment of the amount among the parishes of the Diocese. 


CANON II. 
OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


1. The Standing Committee may make rules for its government, 
and for the calling and notifying of its meetings. These rules shall 
continue in force until altered or repealed by it. 

2. The Secretary of the Standing Committee shall hold office 
until his successor is chosen. He shall call the first meeting of a 
newly elected Committee in such manner as the rules of the Standing 
Committee may direct. 


CANON III. 


There shall be appointed annually by the Convention a Depository 
Board, to consist of two clergymen and two laymen with the Bishop 
who shall be ex-officio chairman. It shall be the duty of said Board 
to superintend and control the purchase, publication and distribution 
of Bibles, Prayer Books and Hymnals, within the Diocese. | 


CANON IV. 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CHURCHES AND GLEBES. 


1. There shall be appointed annually by the Convention, a Board 
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of Trustees of Churches and Glebes, to consist of four laymen and 
the Bishop who shall be ex-officio chairman. 

2. This Board shall appoint, from their own number, a Treasurer 
and Secretary, and shall have power to fill any vacancies occurring in 
their number during the recess of the Convention. 

3. All applications from parishes in this Diocese, for aid in the 
building, repairing, or paying for churches, shall be made to this 
Board; and it shall be the duty of the Board to receive, keep, and 
pay out, on such conditions as they shall judge most conducive to the 
extension of the Church, all moneys however contributed and not 
specially appropriated by the contributors, for the purpose contem- 
plated in this section. 

4, This Board may, at their discretion, endeavor to secure in 
their treasury a permanent fund for the purpose contemplated in the 
preceding section, by collections in the several churches in the 
Diocese and by the solicitation of donations and bequests from 
individuals. 

5. It shall be a duty of this Board to give, through the Secre- 
tary, their recommendation to all applications which they shall 
approve for particular parishes; and all funds so collected shall be 
paid into the treasury of this Board, and used under its direction. 

6. Said Trustees may take and hold for the use of the Church in 
this Diocese, or in any parish or place therein, any property that has 
been or may be conveyed to them, or to the Convention of this 
‘Diocese, for parsonages, glebes, churches or schools, or for the 
support of any church or school; and they shall manage and dispose 
of such property according to the direction of the donor or grantor 
expressed at the time of making the gift or grant; provided that such 
directions and uses shall be for the benefit of the Church, and not 
inconsistent with the canons and laws of the General Convention 
thereof in the United States, or of this Diocese ; and in case no direc- 
tions respecting such property shall be given at the time of making 
such gift or grant, then they shall manage and dispose of the same 
in accordance with such directions as may be made from time to time 
by this Convention. 

7. This Board is further authorized, and it shall be their duty, to 
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receive, hold, and manage, in trust for the Convention, any other 
property, real or personal, which the Convention may at any time by 
resolution commit to the Trusteeship of the Board. 

8. All moneys or other property given or entrusted to this Board, 
shall be faithfully applied as designated by the donors, and the Board 
shall make an annnal report to the Convention of its doings, receipts 


and disbursements. 


CANON V. 


OF THE BOARD FOR THE RELIEF OF WIDOWS AND ORPHANS OF 
DECEASED CLERGYMEN, AND ALSO OF SUPERANNUATED AND IN- 
FIRM CLERGYMEN. 


1. At every Annual Session of the Convention there shall be 
elected a Board for the relief of Widows and Orphans of deceased 
clergymen, and also of Superannuated and Infirm clergymen; which 
Board shall consist of four laymen, who shall be communicants of 
the Church, together with the Bishop of the Diocese who shall be 
ex-officio chairman. In case of the vacancy of the Episcopate, the 
President of the Standing Committee shall be ex-officio a member and 
chairman of the Board. 

2. The funds received by this Board shall consist of collections 
in churches, and of donations or legacies specially designated for the 
purposes of this canon; and it is hereby made the duty of each | 
clergyman having charge of a parish, and of the wardens in every 
vacant parish, to make a collection for this fund on Christmas day, 
or upon some Sunday prior to the last day of May in each year. All 
moneys contributed as above specified, shall be invested by the Board 
in such securities as in their judgment will be safe and productive ; 
and such inventments shall be made in the name of the Board as 
Trustees. 

3. ‘The appropriations from this fund shall be made by the Board 
in such manner, and in such sums, as they may deem expedient ; 
provided, that no appropriation shall be made to the family of a 
deceased clergyman who was not at the time of his decease canoni- 
cally resident in this Diocese, unless by and with the advice and 
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consent of the Standing Committee, given in writing, nor to any 
superannuated or infirm clergyman who did not continue in the exer- 
cise of his sacred duties until providentially disabled. 

4. At every Annual Session of the Convention, the Board shall 
present to that body a report of their receipts, investments and appro- 
priations, for the year preceding. 

5. The Board shall have power to appoint such officers and sub- 
committees, and to enact such by-laws as they may deem necessary 
for the more convenient and effective discharge of the duties required 
by this canon. 


CANON VI. 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


1. There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Trus- 
tees of the Episcopal Fund. Said Board shall consist of three laymen, 
of whom one shall be elected each year, and the persons hereafter so 
elected shall severally hold their office for the period of three years. 
Said Board shall have in special charge the care and investment of 
the Fund for the support of the Episcopate. 

2. Said Board shall have power to appoint a Treasurer, who shall 
continue in office one year, and until a successor is appointed. His 
accounts shall be closed on the thirty-first day of May, and submitted 
to the Board, who shall examine and report thereon to the Conven- 
tion. He shall, under the direction of the Board, pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention the income arising from the Episcopal 


Fund. 


CANON VII. 
OF THE BOARD OF AUDIT AND FINANCE. 


1. There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Audit 
and Finance, to consist of three laymen; of whom one shall hold 
office for the term of one year, one for the term of two years, and 
one for the term of three years; and the Convention at each Annual 
Session hereafter shall elect one member who shall hold office for the 
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term of three years: and the said Board shall have authority to fill any 
vacancies occurring in their number during the recess of the Convention. 

2. It shall be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Session of the Convention, to audit and examine all accounts and 
vouchers of the Treasurer, and to inspect the securities and invest- 
ments in his hands belonging to the general funds of the Convention 
and to the special funds and accounts in his hands; and from time to 
time advise and instruct the Treasurer as to the sale and re-invest- 
ment of any securities belonging to the Convention, and as to the 
care and investment of any funds to which the Convention shall 
hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise ; and the Treasurer 
shall not be held responsible by the Convention for any loss or damage 
it may sustain by reason of any investment or change of investment 
in its funds made by the Treasurer under the written advice and 
instruction of said Board. 

3. Itshallalso be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Session of the Convention, to audit and examine the accounts and 

«vouchers and to inspect the securities and investments of each of the 
Boards of Trustees and Commissions who now have, or to whom may 
hereafter be given the charge and care of any funds belonging to this 
Convention. 

4. It shall also be the duty of said Board to present at each 
Annual Session of the Convention, a report showmg the amount the 
Board estimate will be required to be raised by assessment for the 
Bishop’s salary and the Convention expenses for that year, and to 
recommend the sums to be assessed by the Convention on the several 
parishes in union with it. Said assessments shall be due and payable 
in two equal amounts, viz.: one half thereof on the first day of July 
following, and the remainder thereof on the first day of January next 
thereafter ; and in case said assessments are not paid in full on or 
before the aforesaid days, then it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
of the Convention to collect legal interest thereon until said assess- 
ments are paid in full. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, under the direction and 
approval of said Board, to take possession of, hold and manage all 
property, real and personal, (not now in the hands of any special 
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Board of Trustees,) belonging to the Convention, or to which the 
Convention shall hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise, 
until such time as the Convention shall order other management or 
disposition of the same. And it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to report annually to the Convention any action which he may take 
under the authority given to him by this Section. 


CANON VIII. 


OF THE REGISTRAR. 


1. A Registrar shall be elected by the Convention at its Annual 
Session, into whose keeping shall be committed all documents per- 
taining to the history of the Church in Rhode Island, and all journals 
of other Dioceses, and any other documents that are now or may 
hereafter become the property of this Convention. It shall be the 
duty of said Registrar to preserve them in some suitable place of 
deposit, and to hold them subject to such regulations as the Conven- 
tion may from time to time prescribe. 

2. Said Registrar shall hold his office for one seers and until 
another ghall be chosen in his place. 


CANON IX. 


OF THE BISHOP’S SALARY. 


The annual salary of the Bishop of this Diocese shall be five 
thousand dollars, and shall be derived from the income of the Epis- 
copal Fund, and from stfch sums as shall be assessed upon the several 
parishes by order of the Convention. It shall be due on the first days 
of January, April, July and October. 


CANON X. 


~OF REMITTANCES FROM PARISHES FOR DIOCESAN EXPENSES. 


It shall be the duty of the Church Wardens and Vestries to see 
that the amount assessed upon their respective parishes by the Con- 
vention, be regularly transmitted to its Treasurer, so as to be 
included in his annual report. 
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CANON XI. 
OF THE ELECTION OF LAY DELEGATES. 


1. Any parish intending to be represented in this Convention, as 
provided for in the third article of the Constitution of the Diocese, 
shall choose its delegates in a parish meeting, regularly called in 
conformity with the charter and by-laws of the parish; and in addi- 
tion to the delegates provided for in said third article, said parish 
shall, at the same meeting, choose four other persons, to be called 
substitutes, who, in the order in which they are chosen, shall be 
entitled to fill the place of any delegate who may resign, or be unable 
to attend; and such delegates and substitutes shall continue in office 
until the next annual meeting of the parish; and also until others 
shall have been chosen to take their places. And the certificate of 
the election of such delegates and substitutes shall state that they 
are communicants of the Church. 

2. Whenever, during a Session of the Convention, any lay 
delegate shall retire and a substitute take his place, the fact of such 
change shall be made known to the Secretary, and by him be entered 
on the record and announced to the Convention, before such substitute 
shall be entitled to a vote or seat in it. 


CANON XII. 
OF THE MODE OF TRYING CLERGYMEN. 


1. For the trial of all complaints against any presbyter or deacon 

of this Church, there shall be a permanent ecclesiastical court, con- 
sisting of three presbyters, who shall be nominated by the Bishop 
and confirmed by the Convention. 
_ There shall be also a legal adviser of the court, nominated and 
confirmed in the same way, who shall be a layman of the legal 
profession and a communicant in this Diocese; and it shall be his 
duty to decide all questions of law and practice arising in any trial, 
and all such decisions shall be reduced to writing, and be made part 
of the record of the proceedings. 

Members of the court and the court’s adviser shall hold their office 
during the episcopate of the Bishop appointing them, and until others 
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are appointed in their stead; provided, that if any of them shall die, 
resign, accept an election to the Standing Committee, become subject 
to prosecution under the Canons of the Church, or remove from the 
Diocese, the Bishop shall immediately appoint another person to fill 
the vacancy so occasioned, who shall hold the office until the next 
meeting of the Convention, when the Bishop shall nominate to the 
Convention the person so appointed, or some other person, in his 
discretion, for confirmation. 

The court shall elect a president from their number, and appoint a 
clerk, who shall be a layman and a communicant in this Diocese. 

2. Complaint against any clergyman subject to the jurisdiction of 
this Diocese, for any offence for which he may be tried in accordance 
with the Canons of the General Convention, shall be made to the 
Standing Committee, and shall be in writing, and signed by one 
presbyter canonically resident, and two lay communicants resident in 
the Diocese. It shall state that the acts complained of are true of 
their own knowledge, or that on careful inquiry they believe them to 
be true. 

3. Should the Standing Committee deem the complaint well 
founded, and deserving prosecution, they shall make a written 
presentment, stating the offences of which the accused is alleged to 
be guilty, with reasonable certainty of time, place, and circumstance, 
which shall be signed by the Standing Committee, or a majority of 
them, and be delivered to the President of the court. 

4. The President shall then summon the court with the legal 
adviser thereof, and appoint a time and place for the trial. He shall 
cause the defendant to be summoned to appear at the time and place 
so appointed, and to answer to the complaint. The summons shall 
be served by some person appointed by the President, by leaving a 
certified copy of the summons and presentment with the defendant, 
at least thirty days before the time of trial. If the person so 
appointed shall certify that the defendant cannot be found in the 
Diocese, so that he may be personally served with the summons, 
service shall be sufficient if the copies aforesaid shall be left at his 
last and usual place of abode therein: provided, that the court may 
require such other or further notice to the defendant of the proceed- 


ings as they may deem proper. 
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5. The Standing Committee shall appoint some proper person or 
persons to conduct the prosecution, provided, that all such prose- 
cuting officers shall always be communicants of the Chureh in this 
Diocese. 

6. Questions of practice, and of the admission of evidence, when 
not governed by canons of this Diocese, or of the General Conven- 
tion, shall follow the analogies of the civil law of this State, so far 
as the authority of the court may extend. Witnesses may be 
examined by either party in the presence of the court, and when 
the personal attendance of witnesses cannot be had, their testimony 
may be taken in writing, in such manner and by such persons as the 
court may order. 

7. The accused may employ legal counsel or other assistants in 
his defence on the trial. 

8. The court shall act by a majority, and shall determine 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty; and if they find that 
he is guilty of all or any part of the matters charged against him, 
they shall, in their discretion, award judgment of admonition, 
suspension or deposition. 

9. A full record of the proceedings of the court, with the testi- 
mony, whether oral or written, shall be kept by the clerk, and a 
certified copy thereof shall, within twenty days after the rising of the 
court, be delivered by him to the Bishop, who shall, within forty 
days from said rising, if the judgment is against the defendant, 
proceed to administer the discipline determined therein; provided, 
that the Bishop may, for reasons satisfactory to him, at any time, 
remit the whole or any part of the penalty imposed by the court. 

10. Should the accused not appear at the trial, and no good 
reason be shown for his absence, the court shall direct the clerk to 
certify such default to the Bishop, who shall thereupon suspend him 
from the exercise of his clerical functions until further order of the 
court. In case the defendant shall apply to the President of the 
court within six months from the date of such default for leave to 
appear and answer to the complaint, and to submit to the judgment 
of the court, the President shall assemble the court, and appoint a 
time and place at which to proceed to trial. In case the defendant 
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shall not apply for trial within six months from such default, the clerk 
of the court shall certify such further default to the Bishop, who 
shall thereupon depose him from the ministry. 

11. If the trial of a clergymen should become necessary during 
a vacancy of the episcopate, the Bishop of any other Diocese may, 
at the request of the Standing Committee, perform all the acts 
assigned by this canon to the Bishop of this Diocese. 


CANON XIII. 
OF NOTICES. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, before 
Easter of each year, to transmit by mail to all parish ministers and 
parish clerks of the Diocese, duplicate forms for certificates of the 
appointment of lay delegates, one of which shall be filled up and 
returned to the Secretary during Easter week. He shall also, one 
month before the meeting of the Convention, send by mail to the 
Rector, or Senior Warden, of every parish, the form required for 
Parochial Reports. 


CANON XIV. 
OF TESTIMONIALS OF CANDIDATES FOR ORDERS. 


Whenever the vestry of any parish in this Diocese shall sign any 
testimonial in behalf of persons to be recommended as candidates for 
Holy Orders, or to be recommended for ordination, such signing shall 
be done at a meeting of the said vestry regularly called, and the 
testimonial shall so state, and be signed by the clerk of the vestry.

CANON XV. 
OF THE REMOVAL OF COMMUNICANTS. 


A communicant removing from one parish to another, shall pro- 
cure from the Rector (if any) of the parish of his last residence, or, 
if there be no Rector, fron. one of the Wardens, a certificate stating 
that he or she is a communicant in good standing, and the Rector of 
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the parish or congregation to which he or she removes, shall not 
record him or her as a communicant of his parochial charge, until 
the communicant so removing, presents such letter if it be practicable 
to procure one. 


CANON XVI. 
OF THE LIST OF PARISHES. 


1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least two months before its Annual Session, to send to the Standing 
Committee a list of the parishes in this Diocese, to be by that Com- 
mittee revised in accordance with Article Fourth of the Constitution. 
2. The list thus revised by the Standing Committee, shall be 
returned to the Secretary of the Convention at least one month before 
its Session, and be the authorized list of the parishes of the Diocese 
for that Session, and for any Special Session held during the year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS. 


The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred the resolutions on 
page 30 of the Journal of this Convention for the year 1881, respectfully 
submit the.following report: 

They are not prepared at this time to recommend the incorporation of 
the Board of Trustees of Churches and Glébes as a self-perpetuating body. 

They propose the following changes in Canon IV., namely: That Sec- 
tions 7 and 8 should be numbered as sections 8 and 9, and that the follow- 
ing paragraph should be adopted as Section 7: 

7. In case of any debt existing or accruing upor property held in trust 
by this Board, which debt cannot be cancelled by the parties beneficially 
interested, this Board shall not assume such debt; as it is not within the 
province of the Convention to tax or assess the parishes to meet any such 
debt. Nor does the Convention hold itself legally liable or morally re- 
sponsible for it; but it shall be the duty of the Board to make known the 
fact of said indebtedness, in such manner as may best secure voluntary 
offerings or subscriptions for its payment. 

All which is respectfully submitted,

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That upon the petition of your Committee, the General Assembly, at its 
January Session, so amended the Charter of this Convention as to allow 
the Convention to hold an amount not exceeding one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 3 

Your.Committee present herewith a form of vote accepting the Charter 
as amended, and suggest its passage. 

The same Committee were directed to enquire into the expediency of 
vesting this trust in a special close corporation. 

By ‘‘ this trust,” your Committee understand the trust vested in the 
Convention as holding the legal title to lands and church building for 
religious and charitable purposes, according to the rites and usages of the 
Church in this country; and on the question so suggested. your Com- 
mittee of two members are divided in opinion, and respectfully ask to be 
discharged from further consideration of the subject.

BEQUEST OF SARAH U. GODDARD. 


VHEREAS, The late Miss Sarah Updike Goddard did, by her last will 
and testament, ‘‘devise and bequeath to the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the State of Rhode Island, the annual sum of one hundred dollars a 
year, towards the support or erection of Protestant Episcopal Churches 
in said State, this sum to be paid annually for the term of ten years after 
the decease of her last surviving sister;” and, whereas, William Goddard, 
the executor of said will, has already made five annual payments of one 
hundred dollars each, and now offers to pay five hundred dollars in lieu 
of the five annual payments hereafter becoming due and payable. 

Now, therefore, the Treasurer of the Convention is hereby authorized 
and instructed to receive from said executor five hundred dollars, and to 
execute such release as may be sufficient to discharge said executor and 
the estate of said Sarah Updike Goddard from all liability to the Conven- 
tion arising from the aforerecited bequest.

RECISTRAR’S REPORT. 


The Registrar respectfully reports that there have been placed in the 
archives since the last session of this Convention, Journals of Conven- 
tion for 1881, from nearly all the Dioceses and Home Missionary jurisdic- 
tions in the United States. Suitable cases have been provided, in accord- 
ance with a resolution passed at the session of 1881, and placed in one of 
the rooms of the Woman’s Auxiliary, in Wayland Building. Order has 
been brought out of chaos, and many rare and valuable pamphlets added 
to the collection. The expense of moving and altering the cases and 
shelves was in excess of the appropriation, though every effort was made 
to keep within the amount. No charge has been made for anything ex- 
cept the expense for building an addition to the old set of shelves and al- 
tering the same to conform in style to the addition. The needed room 
could not be obtained in any other way. The Registrar has therefore as- 
sumed the responsibility and paid the balance required, amounting to 
$5.17. Nor has any charge been made for postage or stationery used in 
correspondence, in the effort to add to the documents belonging to the 
Diocese. Thanks are specially due to Miss Sophia Greene, of Ports- 
mouth, R. I., Mrs. C E. B. Weeden, of Cumberland Hill, for their liberal 
donations of Rhode Island Diocesan Journals, enabling the Registrar to 
exchange with other parties for needed Journals of otherstates. Help has 
been received from the librarians of Brown University, Providence, and 
Trinity College, Hartford, and from many others who have responded to 
the personal or written appeal of the Registrar. Among the additions 
made, are Journals of Connecticut for 1825, 1826, 1827, 1831, 1836, 1837, 
1838, 1839, which, with a manuscript copy of 1832, made by the Regis- 
trar, completes the set of Convention Jonrnals. It is hoped that com- 
plete files of the other New England Dioceses may be obtained. Itis also 
desirable that the later Journals of this Convention should be bound. The 
first volume of the Records of the Convention should be re-bound, uni- 
form with the other volumes, and placed in the archives.. By vote of this 
Convention, it was placed in the keeping of the Rhode Island Historical 
Society, and can only be obtained by request from the Convention. The 
Journals of General Convention since 1835 are yet unbound. The Regis- 
trar again respectfully requests assistance in adding to the archives such 
documents as pertain to the history of the Church in Rhode Island and 
the other New England states.

Records of this Convention, placed in the Society’s keeping by vote of 
this Convention at its session in 1859, and that he deposit the same in the 
archives.

Resolved, That Fifty Dollars be appropriated for the purpose of binding 
the Journals of General Convention, now in the archives, the first vol- 
ume of the Manuscript Records of this Convention, the last volume of 
the Journals of this Convention, and such other documents as can better 
be preserved thereby; and that hereafter an annual appropriation of fif- 
teen dollars be made for defraying the expenses connected with the Reg- 
istrar’s department, and that the Registrar be authorized to draw upon 
the Treasurer for the same. | 


The Report of the Standing Committee was read, and, on 
motion, was received and placed on file. 


REPORT OF STANDING CONIMITTEE. 


The Standing Committee met at St. John’s Rectory in the city of Prov- 
idence, September 16, 1881, and was organized by the election of the Rev. 
C. A. L. Richards, President, and the Rev. D. H. Greer, Secretary. 

The Special Committee appointed at a previous meeting to consider and 
determine the parochial standing of All Saints’ Chapel, Newport, made a 
report, which was received and adopted, to the following effect: ‘‘ That 
the aforesaid church, having now complied with all reasonable require- 
ments is henceforth to be regarded as a duly formed parish of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church.” 

The consent of the Committee has been given to a request received 
from the Hon. John H. Stiness, asking permission to copy for the use of 
the ‘*‘ Rhode Island Historical Society,” the diary of the Rev. Dr. McSpar- 
ren, now in the archives of the Diocese. 

The Committee has revised the list of parishes in this Diocese, as re- 
quired by the 16th Canon, and in accordance with the provisions of arti- 
cle 4 of the Constitution, and has returned the same to the Secretary of 
the Convention, to be used at this, and at any special session of the Con- 
vention which may be held during the year. 


24 DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


The Rev. Charles Howard Malcolm, Deacon, the Rev. Otis Olney 
Wright, Deacon, and the Rev. Hezekiah Usher Monro, Deacon, have been 
recommended to the Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood. Messrs.

All the church buildings are believed to be in good repair, and they are 
all insured except Trinity Church, South Scituate. At South Scituate 
there is no church organization. The Board have no funds to meet the 
emergencies. 

Mr. William J. Tracy, of Burrillville, who has been in charge of the 
church building at that place, has in his hands a balance of one hundred 
ninety-seven dollars, seventy-four cents, that has been received by him 
from rents, December, 1876, after deducting the necessary expenses for 
insurance and repairs, paid out by him The Board would suggest that 
this sum be paid over to the Treasurer of this Board and invested by him 
as a part of the permanent fund for repairs of property, etc., placed under 
the control of this Board, and for this purpose submit herewith a resolu- 
tion to carry this suggestion into effect. 

The church building belonging to this Convention, at Crompton, has 
been during the past year, the Board have been unofticially informed, torn 
down and a new and more beautiful structure erected upon its site.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Missions was held June 21], 1881. 
ii. H. Porter was elected Secretary and C. E. Boon Treasurer. 

At the meeting held January 3, 1882, the following missionary stations 
were adopted for the year beginning April 1, 1882, and the missionaries 
were appointed by the Bishop:

Three stipends remain unchanged from a year ago. The stations are 
the same, except that St. Batholomew’s, Cranston, was dropped from the 
list, as services have been discontinued. | 

Since the appointments were made, the Rev. Mr. Craven has resigned 
the mission in Elmwood, and Mr. Henry Bassett will soon be placed in 
charge. 


Special items of interest are these: 


St. GEORGE’S, LINcOLN. During the year $1,300 have been given by 
friends of the parish toward the reduction of the debt, leaving it now 
only $2,300. When we remember that the indebtedness a few years ago 
was $7,200, it is a matter of surprise and of thankfulness that so much has 
been done in a short time to free a struggling mission from a heavy incum- 
brance. It is hoped that within two years the entire debt may be removed. 


Goop SHEPHERD, PLEASANT View. The debt on this parish is $1,175, 
reduced this year $165, and each year by a small but steady diminution. 
The time will probably soon come when it will be possible to remove the 
entire debt by a single effort. 


St. Tuomas’s, GREENVILLE. The Rectory, nearly completed, will add 
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to the comfort and usefulness of the missionary, whose labors here have 
shown the benefit of a quiet, faithful work. 


St. PETER’s MANToN. The Church has been put in thorough repair 
within and without. The parish has been efficiently organized and set to 
work, and a non-resident missionary has made himself almost a resident 
one, by constant and laborious supervision. ‘ 


St. Puiiir’s, Crompron. A year ago we recorded the expected enlarge- 
ment of the Church edifice. What seemed then a dream too unsubstan- 
tial for sober thought, has passed into a fact, and a wholly new Church 
stands ready this week for consecration. The missionary’s joy and 
crown. A self-supporting parish must now take the place of a mission- 
ary station, and the Board of Missions will, no doubt, be asked to give 
up its long-continued care. 


St. THomas’s, EAGLE Park. -This mission has applied for help, and 
the Board has promised a stipend of $100 on condition that $600 are pro- 
cured from other sources for the support of a missionary. 


St. BARNABAS, APPONAUG. This is not a station of the Board, but we 
desire to call attention to the successful labors of the neighboring clergy- 
men in establishing a mission in this pe which already gives promise 

of great fruitfulness. 


On page 39 of the last Convention Journal is the following resolution : 


‘**Resolved, That the Board of Missions be requested to report to the next 
Convention, after full investigation, whether they deem it advisable to 
establish a Mission at Burrillville; if not, whether they recommend the 
sale of the property belonging to the Convention in that town.” 


The Board of Missions respectfully report to the Convention that they 
do not deem it at present advisable to establish a mission at Burrillville, 
and that they therefore recommend the sale of the property belonging to 
the Convention in that town on such terms as the Board of Trustees of 
Churches and Glebes may approve. They would suggest the passage of 
- the following resolution: 


ftesolved, That this Convention hereby give authority to the Trustees 
of Churches and Glebes to sell the property of the Diocese of Rhode 
Island, situated at Burrillville, to invest the proceeds of said sale and 
hold them in trust for future use at Burrillville, whenever a mission may 
again be established there, and, meanwhile to pay the annual interest of 
the investment to the Treasurer of the Board of Missions for missionary 
’ work in the Diocese until further order from the Convention. 
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The contributions to the Board during the year have been very gratify- 
ing. ‘The attention called to the needs of the work by the appeals of the 
Bishop at his visitations, and the publication in a circular of asuggestive 
assessment based upon the report of the Board of Audit and Finance, 
with a general awakening of interest by other means, have resulted in a 
very hearty appreciation of the missionary work of the Diocese, and ina 
strong desire that it be made of permanent, not of subordinate interest, 
as iu years before. The offerings in some parishes have been largely in- 
creased, and we can trace it in nearly every instance to the increased per- 
sonal interest of the clergyman in charge. ; 

According to the Canon, a relative apportionment of the amount neces- 
sary for the work of the ensuing year, in the form of a suggestive assess- 
ment has been prepared, and will be sent by circular to all the parishes 
in the Diocese 

We appear before the Convention with all indebtedness “paid, and 
enough in the Treasury to meet the July payment close at hand. A year 
ago we reported a deficit of $244 in the July payment. With the same 
earnestness and zeal on the part of the parishes which have contributed 
so well, and with a new earnestness on the part of a few parishes wholly 
delinquent or sadly neglectful, the missionary work can be thoroughly 
supported where it is now undertaken, and new places asking for help can 
be received.

CHURCH OF THE SAVIOUR, PROVIDENCE, 
Wednesday, June 14, 1882.

Mr. E. D. Bassett, for the Board of Trustees of Churches 
and Glebes, to whom was referred the application from the 
Church of the Saviour, Providence, and St. Philip’s, Cromp- 
ton, presented the following report, which was received and 
placed on file: 


The Board of Trustees of Churches and Glebes, to whom was referred 
the application of the Church of the Saviour and of St. Philip’s Church, 
Crompton, respectfully report— 

That they find that the Convention has no power from the terms of the 
trust-deed by which the Convention holds the property occupied by the 
Church of the Saviour, and that has been accepted by this Convention, to 
comply with the request of the Church of the Saviour; 

That the suggestion has been made by the donor of this property, and 
by the Church of the Saviour, the party beneficially interested, that a 
committee be appointed to consider the possibility of some action being 
taken to enable the Convention to relieve itself from the trust they have 
assumed. While not wishing to express any opinion as to the desira- 
bility of the Convention ultimately conveying any trust property, even 
could authority be obtained, but, thinking that courtesy to the donor of 
this property and to the church requesting it, requires that some notice 
should be taken, the Board suggest that a committee be appointed to see 
if any such authority can be obtained. 

As to the application of St. Philip’s Church, Crompton, the Board 
are of opinion that if St. Philip’s Church had been a corporation a note 
for the amount of the indebtedness incurred in building that church 
should be given by such corporation and the payment thereof secured by 
mortgaging the rectory at Crompton. As there is no corporation, how- 
ever, the Board recommend that the Treasurer of the Convention make 
the note of this Convention and secure it by mortgage upon the rectory 
building and land, with the understanding that St. Philip’s Church will, 
as rapidly as possible, pay this obligation so assumed by the Convention.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT AND REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE. 


THE GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


To the Secretary of the Convention of the Diocese of Rhode Island: 


Sr :—In compliance with the requirements of Article 8 of the Consti- 
tution, I would hereby officially make known, through you, to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese of Rhode Island, the following proposed changes 
in the Book of Common Prayer of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, adopted by the General Convention of 1880, 
and to be finally acted upon by the General Convention of 1883, to wit :— 

It was, by concurrent action (vide Journal of Convention, pp. 156, 
157-159, 161, 162, 181, 182, 185-187, 188, 225, 251, 263, 273, 291, 292, 299, 
300, 303, 316) of the two Houses of the General Convention of 1880,— 

Resolved, That the Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer be 
amended so as to read as follows, and that such proposed amendment be 
made known to the several Diocesan Conventions, in order that it may 
be adopted in the next General Convention, according to Article 8 of the 
Constitution :—— 


The Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer. By the Bishops, the 
Clergy, and the Laity of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America, in General Convention assembled. 


The General Convention of this Church, having heretofore—to wit, on 
the sixteenth day of October, a. pb. 1789—set forth and established a 
Book of Common Prayer and Administration of the Sacraments, and 
other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, and thereby established the 
said book and declared it to be the Liturgy of this Church, and required 
that it be received as such by all the members of the same, and be in use 
from and after the first day of October, a. p. 1790; the same book is 
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hereby ratified and confirmed, and ordered to be the use of this Church 
from this time forth. 

But note, however, that on days other than Sunday, Christmas Day, the 
Epiphany, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and Ascension Day, it shall 
suffice if the Minister begin Morning or Evening Prayer at the General 
Confession, or the Lord’s Prayer, preceded by one or more of the senten- 
ces appointed at the beginning of Morning and Evening Prayer, and end 
after the Collect for Grace, or the Collect for Aid against Perils, with 2 
Cor. xiii. 14, using so much of the Lessons appointed for the day, and so 
much of the Psalter, as he shall judge to be for edification. 

And note, also, that on any day when Morning and Evening Prayer 
shall have been duly said, or are to be said, and upon days other than 
those first afore-mentioned, it shall suffice, when need may require, if a 
Sermon or Lecture be preceded by at least the Lord’s Prayer and one or 
more Collects found in this book. Provided, that no prayers not set forth 
in said book, or otherwise authorized by this Church, shall be used before 
or after such Sermon or Lecture. 

And note further, also, that on any day the Morning Prayer, the Litany, 
or the Order for the Administration of the Lord’s Supper, may be used as 
a separate and independent service, provided that no one of these services 
shall be disused habitually.

The Committee appointed to report on the proposed amendment to the 
ratification of the Book of Common Prayer, respectfully report: 

A preliminary question of much importance is, whether an amendment 
of the act of the ratification of the Prayer Book is a proper way of alter- 
ing the Rubrics, the Order of Services, and the Canons. This question 
should be answered in the negative for the following reasons : 

1. A ratification is an historical fact, not the subject of subsequent 
legislation. 

2. The ratification is not a part of the Book of Common Prayer, that 
having been, by its very terms antecedently set forth, and is therefore 
not amendable under the provisions of Article 8 of the Constitution. 

3. Even if the amendment is granted to be admissible, itis still trivial 
and incongruous to introduce minute rubrical details in such an enacting 
clause. The whole body of the Rubrics might as well be massed in it. 
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The proper course, it is submitted, would be to incorporate the amend- 
ment here proposed in distinct legislative acts, as which they could be 
separately considered. Waiving this question, however, and supposing 
that the amendments proposed in the ratification now come before us on 
the merits, the following observations may be offered: 

Although there is undoubtedly great ditlerence of opinion on these as 
well as on other points of rubrical and canonical interpretation, we may 
venture to say that “the following propositions are sustained by high 
authority : 


1. Right to Abbreviate and Change the Lessons. In the ‘‘ Admonition 
to all Ministers Ecclesiastical,” prefixed to the second book of Homilies, 
in 1574, ministers are advised, -‘ where it may chance some one or other 
chapter of the Old Testament to fall in order to be read upon the Sundays 
or Holy days, which were better to be changed with some other of the 
New Testament of more edification, it shall be well done to spend your 
time to consider well of such chapters beforehand, whereby your pru- 
dence and diligence in your office may appear,” etc. 

This admonition was issued shortly after the calendar and rubrics re- 
specting the use of lessons, and coming from the same authors, and may 
be regarded as a cotemporaneous authoritative exposition. The second 
book of Homilies, of which this admonition is part, is declared by the 
thirty-fifth English article to ‘‘contain godly and wholesome doctrine,” 
and this is virtually endorsed by our own article. Even supposing that 
this does not impose such an interpretation on our table of contents as 
will authorize changes and abbreviations, it is to be remembered that in 
the preface to that table ministers are allowed discretion in the choice of 
lessons ‘‘on occasions of ecclesiastical conventions and those of charit- 
able collections,” when there has been no specified service appointed 
by the ecclesiastical authority.” Now it may be seriously questioned, 
whether this liberty, which at least, in special services, has been generally 
exercised by our clergy, would not be greatly impaired by the adoption 
of the amendment here proposed to us. 


2. Right to Officiate relieved from Rubrical Restrictions in public Wor- 
ship not distinctively Episcopal. The House of Bishops in the Memorial 
Proceedings declared, that ‘‘on special occasions, or at extraordinary 
services not otherwise provided for, ministers may, at their discretion, 
use such part of the Book of Common Prayer, and such lesson or lessons 
from the Holy Scripture as shall in their judgment tend to edification.” 
See Bishop Potter’s Memorial Papers, X. 

It has never been supposed that clergymen officiating on peculiar occa- 
sions in non-Episcopal congregations where there are no Prayer Books, 
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or as chaplains to legislative bodies, or as chaplains to educational institu- 
tions, are bound to the order of services prescribed by the Rubrics, nor 
has this order been supposed to govern Bible classes, no matter how large 
the classes may be. 

But this liberty will be seriously imperilled by the adoption of the 
amendment before us. 


3. Extemporaneous Prayer. Under Canon 22, strict as are its limita- 
tions, it has always been held that not only in a sermon, but after a ser- 
mon, a minister may use prayers not in the Prayer Book. Such prayers 
are to be found in the printed sermons of Bishop White and some of our 
most eminent divines. Our Bishops also have not hesitated in times of 
war, and other exigencies to set forth for stated permanent use, prayers 
not in the Prayer Book. 

Should the amendment now proposed be adopted, not only can no 
prayer or ejaculation of any kind be introduced at the close of a sermon, 
but there can be no stated special prayers set out for permanent use by 
the Episcopate. It is said, it is true, that the introduction of the limita- 
tion before us is necessary to prevent unsound prayers from being offered 
by the minister, and in deference to the position that no prayer should be 
offered by the minister to which the people have not previously agreed. 
But the limitation does not work such exclusion. It leaves the minister 
open to insert during the sermon, as many prayers of his own composi- 
tion as he may choose. Either the limitation should have been made to 
cover the whole period of public worship or it should confine its opera- 
tion to the period before the sernion. The latter alternative is the best. 
There should be no legislation which would interfere with the old liberty 
of introducing during and after the sermon, prayers and invocations pre- 
pared by the minister, or modified by him from the Prayer Book text so 
as to suit the particular service. 

This has been a very general practice, and it is not alleged that from 
this liberty any evil consequences have flowed.

The Committee on the Non-Attendance of Children at 
Church reported, and, on motion, the report was received 
and ordered to be printed. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee on Non-attendance of Children at Church, would re- 
port that it finds but little to add to its quite full treatment of the subject 
last year. In the way of practical suggestion it would propose that, so 
far as possible, the sessions of Sunday schools should not be held imme- 
diately before the long morning service, thus giving the excuse of weari- 
ness to the children. The Committee would also reiterate its former 
recommendation that, as a rule, the Book of Common Prayer and the 
Church Hymnal be exclusively used as the service books in the devotional 
portions of the Sunday School sessions. Too little training, in any case, 
do our children receive in the use of those books, upon whose right em- 
ployment their satisfaction and edification in Church so largely depend. 

It is to be trusted that every minister, in charge of a congregation, 
makes a practice of regularly visiting his Sunday School, and instructing 
it in the meaning of the Church Calendar and the right use of the Prayer 
Book, as well as in the cardinal principles of religion. Where this is the 
case, the likelihood is much decreased of there arising any antagonism be- 
tween attendance at Sunday School and attendance at Church. 

In conclusion, in order to reach some practical result, the Committee 
would recommend the holding, as soon as practicable, probably in the 
early autumn, of a general assemblage of as many of the Sunday Schools 
of the Diocese, as can be gathered, in the city of Providence, for listen- 
ing to addresses by leading speakers, upon this subject, as well as upon 
kindred topics, connected with the Sunday School work. Great good 
might thus be accomplished by the creation of a common interest and 
sympathy, and by a common participation in a lively service of song. 
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The Committee therefore suggests the passage of the following resolu- 

tion: ; 
Resolved, That a committee be now appointed to arrange for an assem- 
bly of the Sunday School teachers and others interested in the work of 
the Diocese, in the city of Providence, on such day and in such manner, 
as it may find expedient.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The committee to whom was referred the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to prepare a form of charter or act of incorporation for churches 
in this Diocese, consisting of the Committee on Canons, and of the orig- 
inal committee, present as their report the following bill for the incorpo- 
ration of Parishes, and recommend that a special committee be appointed 
to procure from the legislature the passage of this bill, with such verbal 
changes as may be found necessary.

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A BILL FOR THE INCORPORATION OF PARISHES. 


SEcTION 1. Any number of persons, not less than ten, may, with the 
consent of the Bishop and Standing Committée of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church for the Diocese of Rhode Island, organize themselves into a 
parish, in the manner herein set forth, such persons at all times to be 
males of lawful age, and thereupon shall be a corporation for religious 
and charitable purposes, with all the rights and privileges, and subject to 
all the liabilities and duties set forth in chapter —, of the Public Stat- 
utes, and all acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. Such organization shall be made by an instrument in writing, 
signed by the persons making the same, which shall set forth in sub- 
stance, the ecclesiastical consent by which it is made, the name of the 
parish and its location; that they organize for the maintenance of the 
worship of God, in accordance with the doctrine, discipline, worship, and 
liturgy of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of Ameri- 
ca, and subject to the laws and to the ecclesiastical authority of said 
Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island; and also the names of the per- 
sons appointed to be wardens, vestrymen and clerk of said parish. 

Sec. 8. Upon the organization as aforesaid and the filing in the office of 
the Secretary of State a certificate, signed by the several corporators, 
stating that they have so organized and accepted the provisions of this 
act for their charter, and that they and their successors will be concluded 
and bound thereby, and stating also the corporate name and the location of 
said parish, the said parish shall thereupon become a corporation to all 
intents and purposes as provided in section 1 of this act. 


Src. 4. Said parishes shall at their organization, and afterwards at 
their annual meetings, appoint two wardens, a clerk and as many vestry- 
men and such other officers as their by-laws may require, who shall hold 
their offices until the next annual meeting of the parish and until others 
are elected in their places. p 


Sec. 5. The annual meeting of such parishes shall be held on the Mon- 
day of Easter week. 


Sec. 6. The rector of the parish, if there be one, shall be ex-officio 
chairman of all meetings of the corporation and vestry, and such rector, 
when there is one, with the wardens and vestrymen, shall together con- 
stitute a vestry, which shall have charge and management of all the prop- 
erty and affairs of the parish, provided that no corporation organized under 
this act shall have power to sell or mortgage its real estate without con- 
sent of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, and shall elect a rector in 
case of a vacancy. The clerk of the parish shall be clerk of the vestry, 
and shall keep @ record of all the doings of the parish and vestry. 
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Sec. 7. Said parishes shall determine by their by-laws what persons 
may be admitted members of the corporation, and how they may be ad- 
mitted to and removed from membership, the manner of calling and noti- 
fying meetings of the parish, the manner of levying and collecting taxes 
upon the pews or seats in the parish churches, and upon members of the 
parish; the proceedings for the sale of pews, for non-payment of taxes, 
and such other things as they may deem necessary, not inconsistent with 
the laws of this State. 

Sec. 8. Said parishes may levy taxes upon the pews or seats in any 
church used by them, and may sell the same to enforce said levy in ac- 
cordance with any general rule that they may establish by their by-laws. 


Sec. 9. Each body corporate authorized by this act shall at all times 
be subject to the laws, discipline and usages of said Protestant Episcopal 
Church; shall receive and enjoy its franchises as a body politic solely for 
the purposes mentioned in Section 2 of this act, and upon the violation, 
surrender or repeal of its charter, its property, real and personal, shall 
vest in the Bishop of the Diocese of Rhode Island and his successors in 
trust, for the uses and purposes above set forth.

He, BISHOP'S. ADDEHESS., 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


The first Episcopal duty performed, after the last Conven- 
tion, was the admission of Mr. Hezekiah Usher Monro to 
Deacon’s Orders, and the Rev. Edward Warren Clark to 
Priest’s Orders, on the 23d of June, in the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, Philadelphia. 

On Sunday, July 17th, I visited St. Peter’s Church, Nar- 
ragansett Pier, and the Church of the Ascension, Wakefield. 

On Sunday, August 14th, I visited St. Matthew’s Church, 
Jamestown. This place is still supplied by the gratuitous 
services of the Rector of Trinity Church, Newport, but, 
with the increasing population of the island, and the spacious 
accommodations provided in the new and beautiful edifice 
erected there, it would seem as though some arrangement 
ought to be made for securing a resident rector, and I 
deeply regret that the very limited means of our Diocesan 
Board of Missions make it impossible for us to render the 
aid which is needed here and elsewhere, in order to supple- 
ment the limited stipend that is raised by the people them- 
selves. 

On the 7th of September, I delivered an address at a very 
pleasant harvest-home service in Trinity Church, Bristol. 
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The chancel was richly adorned with the fruits and flowers 
of the season, and the music was spirited and appropriate. 

On the 25th of September, it being the day appointed as 
an occasion of national fasting and prayer, on the occasion 
of the foul assassination of the President of the United 
States, I authorized a form of service to be used in the 
churches of the diocese, and officiated in St. Mary’s Church, 
Warwick, in the use of the same service and with a brief 
address. . 

On Sunday, October 2d, I visited All Saints’ Chapel, 
Newport. I am happy to say that this is now a regu- 
larly organized parish, with wardens and vestrymen chosen 
by the congregation worshipping there. 

On Sunday, November 6th, I confirmed two in St. Mary’s 
Church, South Portsmouth, and also visited the Church of 
the Holy Cross, Middletown. 

On Sunday, November 27th, I confirmed eight in St. 
Mark’s Church, Warren. Since the recent fire, which for- 
tunately did not injure either the organ or the beautiful 
windows of St. Mark’s, the church has been restored to a 
condition far exceeding in convenience and appearance its 
former state, and it is now one of the most attractive of our 
country churches. 

On the 14th of December, I admitted the Rev. Charles 
Howard Malcolm, D. D., to the Holy Order of Priests, in 
Grace Church, New York city. The sermon was preached 
by the Right Rev. Bishop of Easton. Dr. Malcolm still con- 
tinues to hold the office of Corresponding Secretary in the 
American Church Building Fund Commission. 

On Sunday, December 18th, I confirmed fifteen in St. 
George’s Church, Central Falls. The heavy debt, which a 
short time ago rested like an incubus upon this parish, by 
the intense exertions of the congregation and the great lib- 
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erality of its outside friends in the diocese, is now reduced 
to such a point as to make it almost sure that the entire en- 
cumbrance will be removed in the course of the next two 
years, and then St. George’s Church will become self-sup- 
porting, inasmuch as it stands in the midst of a dense popu- 
lation, and has in itself all the elements of strength. On 
the same day I visited St. Philip’s Mission, Valley Falls. 
The building in which the services are held was overcrowd- 
ed, as usual. I wish that we had a church of our order in 
this place. 

On Sunday, December 21st, I confirmed thirteen in Trin- 
ity Church, Bristol. The Rev. John H. Converse has 
become the rector of this parish, intending to combine the 
work of education with the ordinary duties of the church, a 
department of duty for which he possesses the highest quali- 
fications, and in which he is almost certain to achieve dis- 
tinguished success. I should rejoice to see a strong church 
school established in the diocese under his auspices, and I 
do not hesitate to recommend him most unqualifiedly to all 
who wish to secure for their boys a thorough and wholesome 
education. 

On the 18th of January I preached in the Cathedral at 
Reading, Pa., at a service commemorative of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Bishop’s ordination to the diaconate. As 
Bishop Howe is a native of Rhode Island, and I had been in 
intimate relations with him during the earlier part of his 
ministry in Massachusetts, and afterwards, also, in Philadel- 
phia, this was a service of more than ordinary interest to 
me. Of the brethren who were associated with us in the 
beginning, but .a handful remain, and yet that beginning 
does not seem to be very far off. There was a large gather- 
ing of the clergy of the diocese in Reading, and in their 
name a beautiful and most elaborate pastoral staff was pre- 
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sented to the Bishop, accompanied by such demonstrations 
of regard and affection on the part of the clergy and laity 
as must have made the heart of their Bishop glad. 

On the 26th of January, I consecrated St. Gabriel’s 
Church, Providence. The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Dr. Huntington, of Worcester, Mass., and, as. might 
have been anticipated, it was a model of what a consecra- 
tion sermon ought to be. The steadily increasing strength 
of St. Gabriel’s parish, and the entire removal of the debt 
which, for some time, had rested upon the church, call for 
our earnest congratulations. Special thanks are due to a 
generous layman of the church, whose name I would be 
glad to mention, if it were not that I might shock his native 
modesty, which is as conspicuous a feature in his character 
as his broad liberality. On Sunday, February 19th, I 
visited Christ Church, Westerly. The Rev. William M. 
Groton, from the diocese of New Brunswick, has taken 
the rectorship of this parish, and it is enough to say that 
he follows in the steps of his devoted predecessor, and satis- 
fies the wants of a people who felt that the loss which they 
sustained, when their late pastor was taken from them, 
could never be repaired. 

On Sunday, February 26th, I confirmed twelve in St. 
Paul’s Church, Wickford, a number which indicates that 
there is still much vitality in this quiet and venerable parish. 

On Sunday, March 5th, I confirmed nine in Emmanuel 
Church, Manville, and also visited St. Mary’s, Cumberland 
~ Hill. In addition to his duties at these two places, the 
rector in charge holds regular services in the village of 
Albion. : 

On Sunday, March 12th, I confirmed five in the Church 
of the Epiphany, Providence. The Rev. James C. Craven, 
who was in charge of the parish for a few months, has re- 
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signed, and his place will be supplied by Mr. Henry Bassett, 
who is to be ordained Deacon on Sunday next. Notwith- 
standing the changes which have occurred in the rectorship, 
this church has continued to grow and to flourish, and a 
large amount of the debt incurred in building has already 
been paid, with a fair prospect that it will soon be extin- 
guished. In the evening of the same day, I confirmed 
eleven in St. Mary’s Church, East Providence. 

On Sunday, March 19th, I confirmed thirteen in the 
Church of the Redeemer, Providence. I rejoice to state 
that the rector has returned from his stay abroad, with re- 
newed strength and vigor. On the same day I visited St. 
Thomas’s Mission, in this city. If we only had more spa- 
cious accommodations for our services at this station, the 
church would grow proportionally. As it is, the little 
edifice in which we worship is now completely crowded and 
entirely insufficient for our wants. 

On Sunday, March 26th, I confirmed twelve in St. James’s 
Church, Woonsocket. 

On Sunday, April 2d, I confirmed five in Zion Church, 
Newport. The Rev. E. H. Kettell has resigned this charge, 
and the Rey. J. C. Hewlett, formerly rector of the Church 
of the Saviour, Providence, has taken his place. On the 
same day, I confirmed fifteen in Emmanuel Church, New- 
port. The long voyage which the rector was compelled by 
the state of his health to take during the past year, has been 
most beneficial in its results, and he has resumed his labors 
with fresh alacrity and zeal. 

On the 5th of April, I confirmed twelve in Trinity 
Church, Bristol, making in all twenty-five during the year. 

On Easter Day I confirmed forty-one in Grace Church, 
Providence, one of the number being from the Church of 
the Saviour. In the evening, I confirmed nine in the Church 
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of the Messiah, Olneyville. We all rejoice in the rapid re- 
covery of the rector, the Rev. Mr. Rice, from his recent 
severe and dangerous illness. 


On Sunday, April 16th, I confirmed seven in St. John’s 
Church, Providence. In the evening, I confirmed five in St. 
Gabriel’s Church, Providence. 


On the 20th of April, I confirmed twenty-five in St. 
Peter’s Church, Narragansett Pier. The Rev. E. W. Clark 
was placed in charge of this church and the Church of the 
Ascension, Wakefield, during the last year, and the result 
of his labors has been a surprise to those who are familiar 
with the field in which he has been called to labor. This 
was the first confirmation ever held in St. Peter’s, and it 
doubles the number of communicants in this parish. 


On Sunday, April 23d, I visited St. Michael’s Church, 
Bristol. It was a sad occasion, and no confirmation was 
held. On the afternoon of my arrival, the rector was 
called to mourn the death of one who was nearer and dearer 
to him than all the world beside, and I found the whole 
community, both within and without the pale of our own 
communion, grieving for the loss of a friend and sister, who 
had always been ready to share their burdens and sympa- 
thize with their woes. Mrs. Locke was one of those rare 
women who seem too good for earth, and better fitted for 
the society of the angels of light than for the company of 
such frail mortals as we are. In a day or two the spirit of 
her mother followed her to the land of rest. 

On Sunday, April 30th, I confirmed twenty-five in All 
Saints. Memorial Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, May 7th, I confirmed eight in the Church of | 
the Good Shepherd, ten in St. Paul’s Church, and two in 
Trinity Church, Pawtucket. 
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On Sunday, May 14th, I confirmed eight in Christ Church, 
Lonsdale, and four in St. John’s Church, Ashton. 

On the 17th of May I laid the corner-stone of a church 
in Wakefield. It is to be built of stone, on a very com- 
manding site, and when it is finished it will be a great orna- 
ment to the village. In the evening, I confirmed six in the 
hall now occupied by the Church of the Ascension in Wake- 
field. . 

On Ascension Day, I confirmed sixteen in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed seven in 
Christ Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, May 21st, I confirmed four in St. Thomas’s 
Church, Greenville. A beautiful rectory, built upon land 
adjacent to the church, presented by our venerable friend, 
Mr. Resolved Waterman, is nearly completed. In the af- 
ternoon I visited St. Peter’s Church, Manton, and found 
everything there in a more promising condition than has 
been known for many years. In the evening I confirmed 
ten in St. James’s Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, May 28th, I confirmed eight in All Saints’ 
Church, Pontiac, and twelve in St. Luke’s Church, East 
Greenwich. 

On the 30th of May I confirmed twenty-three in Christ 
Church, Westerly. 

On Sunday, June 4th, I confirmed three in St. Paul’s 
Church, Portsmouth. 

On the 8th of June, I confirmed seven in St. John’s 
Church, Barrington. 

On Sunday, June 11th, I confirmed twenty-one in Trinity 
Church, Newport. In the evening I visited St. John’s 
Chapel, Newport. 

The whole number confirmed is three hundred and ninety- 
two.

THE STATE OF THE DIOCESE. 

I have but little to add to this statistical report in regard 
to the general affairs of the Diocese. Every parish in the 
course of the next two weeks will be supplied with a pastor. 
There are but three churches in which there is any indebted- 
ness, involving a mortgage on the church edifice,—in two 
or three instances the debt has been greatly reduced during 
the last year, and there is reason to believe that, in both 
cases, it will be entirely discharged within a short time. If 
the receipts of the Board of Missions were large enough to 
warrant it, there are two or three points in the State where 
we could at once establish the service of the church; but, as 
it is, we can only hope to sustain the stations already estab- 
lished, and must wait in faith for better days, when the 
wants of our own Diocese may be better understood than 
they are at present. 

Two charitable institutions have recently been established 
in the Diocese, which I would most heartily commend to 
your kind and careful attention,—the St. Mary’s Orphanage 
and the St. Elizabeth Hospital. The former has received 
large donations during the past year, more especially in the 
form of real estate, one of our benevolent societies having 
transferred its eritire property to the Orphanage, but further 
gifts in money are needed in order to secure the accommo- 
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dations required, and establish the institution upon a per- 
manent basis. The St. Elizabeth Hospital is already unable 
to meet the demands made upon its charity, and applicants, 
whom the Board would have been glad to receive, they have 
been obliged to turn away for want of room. It is very de- 
sirable that a lot of land should be secured, and a spacious 
building erected for the hospital. This institution meets a 
want that is supplied by no other establishment in the city, 
and that is a most urgent and pressing want. Both the 
Orphanage and the Hospital are under the control of the 
Episcopal Church, but their doors are open to all, without 
regard to race or creed. ‘The contributions made for their 
support have come from persons of various religious de- 
nominations, but we naturally look first to the members of 
our own church for aid and sympathy, and we trust that the 
hearts of some of our richer communicants may be so moved 
by the spirit of Him who went about healing the sick and 
comforting the afflicted, that they may be led to invest — 
a portion of their wealth in one or in both of these benevo- 
lent institutions. 


BISHOP BERKELEY’S MONUMENT. 


A movement is in progress for the erection of a monu- 
ment in memory of Bishop Berkeley, whose fame has filled 
the world, in the Cathedral of Cloyne, in Ireland, where he 
passed the latter portion of his life, and while multitudes of 
inferior men have been honored in brass and marble, no me- 
morial has been erected in commemoration of his name. 
The residence of the Bishop for several years in this Dio- . 
cese, the valuable services that he rendered to the Church, 
and the liberal benefactions received from him, would seem 
to furnish a sufficient reason for our joining with our 
brethren in Great Britain, and contributing our portion to- 
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wards the monument which it is now proposed to place in 
the Cloyne Cathedral. Last summer I published a brief 
appeal in behalf of this design in some of our papers, but, 
as it was not followed by any direct measures for the fur- 
therance of the end desired, it resulted in nothing of any 
special account. It would be very creditable to the Dio- 
cese, if some expression of opinion as to this matter were 
made by this Convention, and I should be glad to have the 
requisite steps taken for giving our people an opportunity to 
contribute towards this memorial. They are looking to us 
from Ireland for some demonstration of sympathy with the 
movement, and I should be mortified if we refused in any 
way to recognize our obligation to the great philosopher 
and divine, to whom Pope ascribed, “every virtue under 
Heaven:” 


CHURCH TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 

I trust that the Convention will give due heed to the re- 
port that will be made by their Committee in regard to the 
Church Temperance movement, and take a_ suflicient 
amount of time for its consideration. If anything can be 
done to arrest the progress of an evil, which carries such 
dire destruction in its path, we shall all heartily rejoice. It 
is an evil, the magnitude of which can hardly be over- 
stated, and to meet it efficiently and thoroughly, requires the 
exercise of a wise discrimination and a vigorous resolution. 
There may be some differences of opinion in regard to the 
best modes for staying the tide of intemperance, and the 
only way to reconcile these differences and arrive at the 
truest and wisest results, is by the free and untrammelled 
interchange of sentiment amongst those who have the same 
great end in view, however they may differ as to the 
means. 
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CONCLUSION. 


I have visited all the parishes and missionary stations 
during the year, except Crompton, Phenix and Apponaug. 
Ihave been waiting the call of the rector im charge, who 
desired that my visit should be deferred until the new 
church at Crompton is ready to be opened. It is expected 
that the consecration will take place during the coming 
week. <A lot of land has been given for a church in Phenix, 
and we trust that in a year or two the corner-stone of a new 
edifice may be laid in this thriving village. JI am very 
happy to say that the Rev. Mr. Cocroft will hereafter be re- 
lieved of the care of the congregation at Apponaug. By 
the great liberality of a lady, for whose generous benefac- 
tions to the Diocese I desire to return my most hearty 
thanks, I shall be enabled to sustain a clergyman at this 
latter post, without any aid from the Board of Missions 
and without calling upon the people to contribute anything 
towards his support. They will thus be enabled to concen- 
trate all their energies upon the accumulation of funds for 
the church edifice, which they so much need and desire. 

The Church of the Saviour, Providence, in which we are 
now assembled, has secured the services of the Rev. Heze- 
kiah Usher Monro, and he has entered upon the rectorship, 
determined to do all he can to lift this parish to a high state 
of prosperity. 

I have only to add, in conclusion, that peace and pros- 
perity reign throughout our borders, and the blessing of 
God is crowning the labors of His servants with a steady 
and abundant increase.

RULES OF ORDER 
AND 


A STANDING ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE 


Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island. 


i 
I. RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On the first day of the Convention, after Divine Service, and @ 
recess of fifteen minutes, the Convention shall proceed at once to business, 
and shall remain in session until the business for the first day is ended. 

2. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. The members of the Convention shall sit in pews contiguous to one 
another—the delegates of each church occupying one pew. 

4. No member shall absent himself from the Convention unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 

5. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Convention. 

6. A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment of 
the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the 
session, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 

7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Convention, he shall arise and with Que respect address himself to the 
President, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. When two members chance to rise at the same time, the President 
shall determine to whom the preference shall be given; and all questions 
of order the President shall decide, subject to an appeal to the Convention. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, with- 
out leave. 

10: No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and when required, 
reduced to writing. ; 
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11. When the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private conversation to the 
interruption of the Convention. 

12. Every member who is in the Convention when any question is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or excused by the President. 

13. Whena motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made, exept to postpone, to amend, to divide, or to commit. 

14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

15. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes, when 
required by one-fifth of the members present. 

16. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Gouvention may 
resolve itself into a committee of the whole. 

17. All elections, when required by two members, shall be by ballot. 

18. All other questions shall be decided viva voce, or by hand vote, 
unless a ballot be called for by two members. 

19. When any vote is taken by orders, the names of the clergy and 
parishes voting in the aftirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result.is declared, and shall be entered on the 
minutes of the Convention. 

20. In all elections by ballot, the name of each clergyman entitled to a 
vote shall be called: whereupon he shall deposit his vote in a receptacle 
in charge of tellers, who shall remain in some convenient place until all 
have voted. The lay vote shall be received in the same manner. The 
tellers shall report to the Chair the number of votes cast, the number 
necessary for a choice, and the number for the respective candidates. 
The President or Chairman shall thereupon announce the result of the 
ballot. This report shall be placed on file. 

21. The sittings of the Convention shall be open to all persons who 
choose to attend, unless otherwise ordered in the Convention. 

22. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read 
each morning at the opening of the Convention, and, if necessary, cor- 
rected; and before the rising of the Convention, the proceedings of the 
session on the last day shall be read. 

23. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves his chair. 

24. All propositions for the adoption, amendment or repeal of Canons, 
or of Rules of Order, or of Standing Order of Business, shall, before action 
thereon, he referred to the Committee on Canons. 

25. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the consent 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

26. ‘The foregoing Rules of Order shall be read at the opening of every 
Convention, and shall be of force, unless repealed by a vote of the Con- 
vention.

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


ARTICLE I. 


This Church, being the Protestant Episcopal Church within the 
limits of the State of Rhode Island, shall be known and distinguished 
as the ‘‘ DiocesrE or RHODE IsLAND.”’ 


ARTICLE If. 


This Church accedes to the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and acknowledges the 
authority of its canons. 


ARTICLE III. 


1. The Convention, or representative body of this Diocese, shall 
consist of such clergymen as have been actually and canonically resi- 
’ dent and officiating therein for one year next preceding the meeting of 
the Convention, and of lay delegates not exceeding four from each 
parish in union with this Convention. 

2. Other clergymen canonically resident in the Diocese shall be 
entitled to all the privileges of the members of the Convention, except 
the right to vote. No clergyman entitled to a seat and a vote shall 
be deprived thereof by reason of advanced age or infirm health or 
temporary absence. 

3. Only communicants of this Church shall be members of the 
Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


1. New parishes may, by a vote of the Convention, be admitted 
into union with it on presenting written evidence, under the authority 
of their wardens and vestry, that they have been duly organized 

12 
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parishes of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese for the 
space of one year, and have maintained regular public worship. 

2. No parish shall be held to be duly organized unless it has given 
written notice to the Bishop and the Standing Committee, acting as 
the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, that at a time and place 
designated a number of persons, not less than ten, residents of said 
place or neighborhood, being males of full age, came together and 
signed the following article of organization: ‘* We, whose names are 
hereunto affixed, conscientiously attached to the Doctrines, Discipline 
and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, 
and earnestly desirous of securing its influences for ourselves and 
others, do hereby associate and organize ourselves as Parish of 
the Diocese of Rhode Island, and declare that we accede to the 
Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of Rhode Island, and of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States; and, to perfect 
such organization, we have elected the following persons Wardens 
and Vestrymen for the year ending Easter Monday next.’’ And 
further, the above applicants shall furnish satisfactory evidence that 
the Church property now or hereafter to be used for public worship, 
is or shall be held in trust for the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

3. In case the parish to be organized is formed within the limits 
of any existing parish or parishes, the written consent of the Rector 
or Rectors of said parish or parishes must be first obtained, and be 
filed with and approved by the aforesaid Ecclesiastical authority of 
the Diocese ; or, if it shall appear to the satisfaction of two-thirds 
of the Standing Committee, acting with the Bishop, that said consent 
is without due reason withheld, they may give the required consent. 

4, When it shall appear to the satisfaction of two-thirds of the 
Standing Committee that a parish for two years last past has had no 
place of worship, or has maintained no regular public services, or has 
failed for three yéars last past, after notice from the Treasurer of the 
Convention, to pay its quota of the Bishop’s salary, and of the Con- 
vention expenses assessed upon it, that parish shall be declared 
extinct and be stricken from the list of parishes in union with the 
Convention. ‘ie 

5. When it shall appear by the annual report of the Treasurer of. 
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the Convention, that a parish for the year last past has not paid the 
full amount assessed upon it for Bishop’s. salary and Convention 
expenses, then such. parish shall not be entitled to vote in the Con- 
vention then in session, nor at any subsequent session thereof, until 
said overdue assessments, with the interest accrued thereon, shall 
‘have been paid in full. 

6. In the organization of any parish, where pews are owned by 
individuals or a corporation, provision must be made whereby said 
pews may be taxed for their proportions of an amount sufficient for 
the support of public worship in the parish. 


ARTICLE V. 


1. A Session of the Convention of this Diocese shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of June in each year, at such hour and place as 
the Convention at its previous annual meeting shall determine. The 
Bishop, at his discretion, may call special meetings of the Conven- 
tion ; it shall become his duty so to do upon request of the Standing 
Committee. In case of the vacancy of the Episcopate, of the absence 
for six months of the Bishop from the Diocese, or of the prolonged 
disability of the Bishop, a special meeting of the Convention may be 
called by the Standing Committee. At least three weeks’ notice of 
such special Session shall be given to each clergyman constitutionally 
a member of the Convention, and to the vestry of each parish in union 
with the Convention, by the Secretary of the Convention, or, in his 
absence, by some other person appointed by the Bishop, or, as in the 
above cases, by the Standing Committee, to act in the Secretary’s 
stead. No business shall be transacted at any special Session of the 
Convention other than that specified in the notice by which such 
Session has been called. 

2. The Bishop shall preside in the Convention, but if there be no 
Bishop, or the Bishop be absent, a President shall be chosen from 
among the Presbyters of the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Sessions of the Convention shall be opened with the Celebration of 
the Holy Communion, and there shall be a sermon or charge from 
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the Bishop, or sermon by some preacher appointed by the Ecclesias- 
tical authority of the Diocese; after which the President and Secre- 
tary of the Convention shall take their places, and the Convention be 
called to order. The Secretary shall then call the roll of clerical and 
of lay members entitled to seats, after which the President shall de-. 
clare the Convention duly organized. The list of clergy shall be 
furnished to the Secretary by the Bishop, or in his absence, by the 
Standing Committee, and shall specify those who have a right to vote. 
The list of lay delegates shall be made up by the Secretary from 
uncontested certificates of election from parishes declared by the 
Standing Committee to be on the roll of the Convention ; said certifi- 
cates being signed by the wardens or clerk of the parish and delivered 
to the Secretary before the organization of the Convention. At the 
Annual Session shall then follow the election of a Secretary for the 
ensuing year. The following Committees, and such others as the 
Convention shall at any time by canon add to their number, shall be 
appointed by the President: namely, a Committee on Credentials, a 
Committee on the Admission of New Parishes, a Committee on 
Canons, and a Committee on Unfinished Business. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Members of the Convention shall upon all questions deliberate in 
one body, except as hereinafter provided, and in voting shall vote as 
individuals, unless three members shall call for a vote by orders, 
when the clergy and lay delegates shall vote separately; the lay 
delegates from each parish being entitled to but one vote, and the 
concurrence of both orders shall be necessary to any action. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Secretary shall be chosen by joint ballot, and remain in office 
until his suecessor is chosen. His duty shall be to make minutes of 
the proceedings of the Convention, to preserve its journal and records, 
to attest its public acts, to transmit to the Registrar all books and 
papers relative to its concerns, including the journals of other 
Dioceses or of the General Convention, which may be in his 
possession as Secretary, to direct the distribution of the printed 
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journals of the Diocese among its parishes, and to give due notice of 
the time and place of the Sessions of the Convention. 
ARTICLE IX. 

A Treasurer, who shall be a layman, shall be elected annually, by 
joint ballot, and continue in office during the pleasure of the Conven- 
tion. It shall be his duty to receive at each Annual Session of the 
Convention the assessment upon the parishes for the expenses of the 
Diocesan and of the General Convention, and for the support of the 
Episcopate ; to pay quarterly to the Bishop the salary pledged to 
him by this Convention, and to perform such other duties and meet 
such other demands upon the Treasury as the Convention from time 
to time may authorize and direct. He shall present to the Conven- 


tion, at its Annual Session, a report in writing of his receipts and 
disbursements. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Standing Committee shall consist of four presbyters and four 
laymen, communicants of this Church, elected by the Convention at 
its Annual Session, and continuing in office until their successors are 
chosen. They shall keep a record of their proceedings, and report 
them yearly to the Convention. A majority shall constitute a 

-quorum, except where it be otherwise required by canon. They 
shall have power to supply any vacancies which may occur in their 
own body, or among the officers of the Diocese, during the recess of 
the Convention. 


ARTICLE XI. 


1. Deputies to the General Convention shall be chosen at the 
Annual Session of the Convention of this Diocese immediately 
preceding the regular Triennial Session of the General Convention, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are chosen. 

2. The clergy and laity sitting apart, shall nominate, the clergy 
the clerical, the laity the lay candidates, by ballot ; the lay delegates 
from each parish having but one vote. These nominations being 
reported, the clerical nominations to the laity and the lay nominations 
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to the clergy, those bodies sitting apart, and by ballot shall confirm 
or reject them, each body reporting its action to the other. Upon 
request of any two members of the Convention the ballot shall be 
taken upon each candidate separately. In the event of any rejection 
another nomination shall be made in manner as before directed. 
Upon the concurrence of the two bodies the Convention shall reas- 
semble and receive report of the concurrent action, which shall then 
be declared by the President of the Convention. 

3. Substitutes for deputies shall be similarly chosen. In case of 
the resignation, or failure to occupy his seat, of any deputy, clerical 
or lay, his place shall be filled by one of the substitutes in the order 
in which they were chosen; and it shall be the duty of the first 
chosen of the remaining deputies in each order to notify the substitute 
of the duty devolved upon him. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Whenever a Bishop is to be elected in this Diocese, a duly qualified 
presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
shall be chosen by the Convention at an Annual or Special Session. 
Clerical and lay delegates shall sit in one body, but shall vote by 
orders, and a majority of both orders shall determine the choice. 
At the request of any two members the Convention shall sit with 
closed doors. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Canons for the government of the Diocese, and rules of order for 
the conducting of business, may be adopted from time to time by the 
Convention. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


This Constitution may be altered as follows: At any Annual 
Session a written amendment to the Constitution may be approved by 
the Convention, and at the next Annual Session may be adopted by a 
majority of both orders voting separately ; and the Constitution thus 
amended shall be thenceforth the Constitution of the Diocese of 
Rhode Island. 


THE CANONS OF THE DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


CANON I. 
OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


1. The Missions of the Diocese shall be conducted by a Board of 
five clergymen and five laymen, of whom three clergymen and two 
laymen shall be chosen by the Convention at its Annual Session one 
year, and two laymen and three clergymen the following year. 

2. When a ballot is called for in the choice of the Board, each 
member of the Convention shall vote, in the year when three clergy- 
men and two laymen are to be chosen, for two clergymen and one 
layman only, and the three clergymen and two laymen receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected; and, in the year 
when two clergymen and three laymen are to be chosen, each mem- 
ber of the Convention shall vote for one clergyman and two laymen 
only, and the two clergymen and three laymen receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be declared elected. In case of a tie vote in 
any choice, the entire ballot shall be annulled. Vacancies in the 
Board may be filled by its members. 

3. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex officio President of the 
Board, and shall appoint its Missionaries. 

4. Parishes or individuals may direct to what Missionary their 
contributions shall be devoted; provided that no Missionary shall 
receive from the Board an amount in excess of the salary voted him 
by the Board, and that any surplus shall go into the general fund. 
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5. No salary shall be paid to the Missionary of any Station at 
which a debt for a Church or Rectory, or other Parish building, 
shall be hereafter incurred, unless said debt be incurred with the 
written consent of the Bishop and of the Board of Missions, or until 
the entire liquidation of the debt. The attention of each Missionary 
shall be annually called to this section by the Secretary of the Board 
of Missions. 

6. The Treasurer of the Board shall be a layman of the Diocese. 

7. At the Annual Session of the Convention the Board shall 
report its proceedings, its receipts and expenditures, the general 
condition and prospects of its Missions, and also an estimate of the 
amount required for its work in the ensuing year, with a proposed 
apportionment of the amount among the parishes of the Diocese. 


CANON II. 
OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


1. The Standing Committee may make rules for its government, 
and for the calling and notifying of its meetings. These rules shall 
continue in force until altered or repealed by it. 

2. The Secretary of the Standing Committee shall hold office 
until his successor is chosen. He shall call the first meeting of a 
newly elected Committee in such manner as the rules of the Standing 
Committee may direct. 


CANON III. 


There shall be appointed annually by the Convention a Depository 
Board, to consist of two clergymen and two laymen with the Bishop 
who shall be ea officio chairman. It shall be the duty of said Board 
to superintend and control the purchase, publication and distribution 
of Bibles, Prayer Books and Hymnals, within the Diocese. 


CANON IV. 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CHURCHES AND GLEBES. 


1. There shall be appointed annually by the Convention, a Board 
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of Trustees of Churches and Glebes, to consist of four laymen and 
the Bishop who shall be ex officio chairman. 

2. This Board shall appoint, from their own number, a Treasurer 
and Secretary, and shall have power to fill any vacancies occurring in 
their number during the recess of the Convention. 

3. All applications from parishes in this Diocese, for aid in the 
building, repairing, or paying for churches, shall be made to this 
Board ; and it shall be the duty of the Board to receive, keep, and 
pay out, on such conditions as they shall judge most conducive to the 
extension of the Church, all moneys however contributed and not 
specially appropriated by the contributors, for the purpose contem- 
plated in this section. | 

4. This Board may, at their discretion, endeavor to secure in 
their treasury a permanent fund for the purpose contemplated in the 
preceding section, by collections in the several churches in the 
' Diocese and by the solicitation of donations and bequests from 
individuals. 

5. It shall be a duty of this Board to give, through the Secretary, 
their recommendation to all applications which they shall approve for 
particular parishes ; and all funds so collected shall be paid into the 
treasury of this Board, and used under its direction. 

6. Said Trustees may take and hold for the use of the Church in 
this Diocese, or in any parish or place therein, any property that has 
been or may be conveyed to them, or to the Convention of this 
Diocese, for parsonages, glebes, churches or schools, or for the 
support of any church or school; and they shall manage and dispose 
of such property according to the direction of the donor or grantor 
expressed at the time of making the gift or grant ; provided that such 
directions and uses shall be for the benefit of the Church, and not 
inconsistent with the canons and laws of the General Convention 
thereof in the United States, or of this Diocese ; and in case no direc- 
tions respecting such property shall be given at the time of making 
such gift or grant, then they shall manage and dispose of the same 
in accordance with such directions as may be made from time to time 
by this Convention. 

7. In case of any debt existing or accruing upon property held in 
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trust by this Board, which debt cannot be cancelled by the parties 
beneficially interested, this Board shall not assume such debt, as it is 
not within the province of the Convention to tax or assess the par- 
ishes to meet any such debt; nor does the Convention hold itself 
legally liable or morally responsible for it, but it shall be the duty of 
the Board to make known the fact of said indebtedness in such 
manner as may best secure voluntary offerings or subscriptions for its 
payment. ; 

8. This Board is further authorized, and it shall be their duty, to 
receive, hold, and manage, in trust for the Convention, any other 
property, real or personal, which the Convention may at any time by 
resolution commit to the Trusteeship of the Board. 

9. All moneys or other property given or entrusted to this Board, 
shall be faithfully applied as designated by the donors, and the Board 
shall make an annual report to the Convention of its doings, receipts 
and disbursements. 


CANON V. 


OF THE BOARD FOR THE RELIEF OF WIDOWS AND ORPHANS OF. 
DECEASED CLERGYMEN, AND ALSO OF SUPERANNUATED AND IN- 
FIRM CLERGYMEN. 


1. At every Annual Session of the Convention there shall be 
elected a Board for the relief of Widows and Orphans of deceased 
clergymen, and also of Superannuated and Infirm clergymen; which 
Board: shall consist of four laymen, who shall be communicants of 
the Church, together with the Bishop of the Diocese who shall be 
ex officio chairman. In case of the vacancy of the Episcopate, the 
President of the Standing Committee shall be ex officio a member and 
chairman of the Board. 

2. The funds received by this Board shall consist of collections 
in churches, and of donations or legacies specially designated for the 
purposes of this canon; and it is hereby made the duty of each 
clergyman having charge of a parish, and of the wardens in every 
vacant parish, to make a collection for this fund on Christmas day, 
or upon some Sunday prior to the last day of May in each year. All 
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moneys contributed as above specified, shall be invested by the Board 
in such securities as in their judgment will be safe and productive ; 
and such investments shall be made in the name of the Board as 
Trustees. 

3. The appropriations from this fund shall be made by the Board 
in such manner, and in such sums, as they may deem expedient ; 
provided, that no appropriation shall be made to the family of a 
deceased clergyman who was not at the time of his decease canoni- 
cally resident in this Diocese, unless by and with the advice and 
consent of the Standing Committee, given in writing, nor to any 
superannuated or infirm clergyman who did not continue in the exer- 
cise of his sacred duties until providentially disabled. 

4. At every Annual Session of the Convention, the Board shall 
present to that body a report of their receipts, investments and appro- 
priations, for the year preceding. 

5. The Board shall have power to appoint such officers and sub- 
committees, and to enact such by-laws as they may deem necessary 
for the more convenient and effective discharge of the duties required 
by this canon. 


CANON VI. 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


1. There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Trus- 
tees of the Episcopal Fund. Said Board shall consist of three lay- 
men, of whom one shall be elected each year, and the persons here- 
after so elected shall severally hold their office for the period of three 
years. Said Board shall have in special charge the care and invest- 
ment of the Fund for the support of the Episcopate. 

2. Said Board shall have power to appoint a Treasurer, who shall 
continue in office one year, and until his successor is appointed. His 
accounts shall be closed on the thirty-first day of May, and submitted 
to the Board, who shall examine and report thereon to the Convention. 
He shall, under the direction of the Board, pay to the Treasurer of 
the Convention the income arising from the Episcopal Fund. 
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OF THE BOARD OF AUDIT AND FINANCE. 


1. There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Audit 
and Finance, to consist of three laymen; of whom one shall hold 
office for the term of one year, one for the term of two years, and 
one for the term of three years; and the Convention at each Annual 
Session hereafter shall elect one member who shall hold office for the 
term of three years; and the said Board shall have authority to fill 
any vacancies occurring in their number during the recess of the Con- 
vention. 

2. It shall be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Session of the Convention, to audit and examine all accounts and 
vouchers of the Treasurer, and to inspect the securities and invest- 
ments in his hands belonging to the general funds of the Convention 
and to the special funds and accounts in his hands; and from time to 
time advise and instruct the Treasurer as to the sale and re-invest- 
ment of any securities belonging to the Convention, and as to the 
care and investment of any funds to which the Convention shall 
hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise ; and the Treasurer 
shall not be held responsible by the Convention for any loss or damage 
it may sustain by reason of any investment or change of investment 
in its funds made by the Treasurer under the written advice and 
instruction of said Board. 

3. It shall also be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Session of the Convention, to audit and examine the accounts and 
vouchers, and to inspect the securities and invéstments of each of the 
Boards of Trustees and Commissions who now have, or to whom 
may hereafter be given the charge and care of any funds belonging to 
this Convention. 

4. It shall also be the duty of said Board to present at each 
Annual Session of the Convention, a report showing the amount the 
Board estimate will be required to be raised by assessment for the 
Bishop’s salary and the Convention expenses for that year, and to 
recommend the sums to be assessed by the Convention on the several 
parishes in union with it. Said assessments shall be due and payable

in two equal amounts, viz.: one half thereof on the first day of July 
following, and the remainder thereof on the first day of January neat 
thereafter ; and in case said assessments are not paid in full on or 
before the aforesaid days, then it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
of the Convention to collect legal interest thereon until said assess- 
ments are paid in full. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, under the direction and 
approval of said Board, to take possession of, hold and manage all 
property, real and personal, (not now in the hands of any special 
Board of Trustees,) belonging to the Convention, or to which the 
Convention shall hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise, 
until such time as the Convention shall order other management or 
disposition of the same. And it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to report annually to the Convention any action which he may take 
under the authority given to him by this Section. 


CANON VIII. 
OF THE REGISTRAR. 


1. A Registrar shall be elected by the Convention at its Annual 
Session, into whose keeping shall be committed all documents per- 
taining to the history of the Church in Rhode Island, and all journals 
of other Dioceses, and any other documents that are now or may 
hereafter become the property of this Convention. It shall be the 
duty of said Registrar to preserve them in some suitable place of 
deposit, and to hold them subject to such regulations as the Conven- 
tion may from time to time prescribe. 

2. Said Registrar shall hold his office for one year, and until 
another shall be chosen in his place. 


CANON IX. 


OF THE BISHOP’S SALARY. 


The annual salary of the Bishop of this Diocese shall be five 
thousand dollars, and shall be derived from the income of the Epis- 
copal Fund, and from such sums as shall be assessed upon the several 
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parishes by order of the Convention. It shall be due on the first days 
of January, April, July and October. 


CANON X. 


OF REMITTANCES FROM PARISHES FOR DIOCESAN EXPENSES. 


It shall be the duty of the Church Wardens and Vestries to see 
that the amount assessed upon their respective parishes by the Con- 
vention, be regularly transmitted to its Treasurer, so as to be included 
in his annual report. 


CANON XI. 
OF THE ELECTION OF LAY DELEGATES. 


1. Any parish intending to be represented in this Convention, as pro- 
vided for in the third article of the Constitution of the Diocese, shall 
choose its delegates in a parish meeting, regularly called in conformi- 
ty with the charter and by-laws of the parish; and in addition to the 
delegates provided for in said third article, said parish shall, at the 
same meeting, choose four other persons, to be called substitutes, 
who, in the order in which they are chosen, shall be entitled to fill the 
place of any delegate who may resign, or be unable to attend; and 
such delegates and substitutes shall continue in office until the next 
annual meeting of the parish; and also until others shall have been 
chosen to take their places. And the certificate of the election of 
such delegates and substitutes shall state that they are communicants 
of the Church. 

2. Whenever, during a Session of the Convention, any lay dele- 
gate shall retire and a substitute take his place, the fact of such 
change shall be made known to the Secretary, and by him be entered 
on the record and announced to the Convention before such snbstitute 
shall be entitled to a vote or seat in it. 


CANON XII. 
OF THE MODE OF TRYING CLERGYMEN. 


1. For the trial of all complaints against any presbyter or deacon 
of this Church, there shall be a permanent ecclesiastical court, con- 
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sisting of three presbyters, who shall be nominated by the Bishop 
and confirmed by the Convention. 

There shall be also a legal adviser of the court, nominated and 
confirmed in the same way, who shall be a layman of the legal pro- 
fession and a communicant in this Diocese; and it shall be his duty 
to decide all questions of law and practice arising in any trial, and 
all such decisions shall be reduced to writing, and be made part of 
the record of the proceedings. 

Members of the court and the court’s adviser shall hold their office 
during the Episcopate of the Bishop appointing them, and until others 
are appointed in their stead ; provided, that if any of them shall die, 
resign, accept an election to the Standing Committee, become subject 
to prosecution under the Canons of the Church, or remove from the 
Diocese, the Bishop shall immediately appoint another person to fill 
the vacancy so occasioned, who shall hold the office until the next 
meeting of the Convention, when the Bishop shall nominate to the 
Convention the person so appointed, or some other person, in his dis- 
cretion, for confirmation. 

The court shall elect a president from their number, and appoint a 
clerk, who shall be a layman and a communicant in this Diocese. 

2. Complaint against any clergyman subject to the jurisdiction of 
this Diocese, for any offence for which he may be tried in accordance 
with the Canons of the General Convention, shall be made to the 
Standing Committee, and shall be in writing, and signed by one 
presbyter canonically resident, and two lay communicants resident in 
the Diocese. It shall state that the acts complained of are true of 
their own knowledge, or that on careful inquiry they believe them to_ 
be true. 

3. Should the Standing Committee deem the complaint well 
founded, and deserving prosecution, they shall make a written pre- 
sentment, stating the offences of which the accused is alleged to be 
guilty, with reasonable certainty of time, place, and circumstance, 
which shall be signed by the Standing Committee, or a majority of 
them, and be delivered to the President of the court. 

4. The President shall then summon the court with the legal 
adviser thereof, and appoint a time and place for the trial. He shall 
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cause the defendant to be summoned to appear at the time and place 
so appointed, and to answer to the complaint. The summons shall 
be served by some person appointed by the President, by leaving a 
certified copy of the summons and presentment with the defendant, 
at least thirty days before the time of trial. If the person so 
appointed shall certify that the defendant cannot be found in the 
Diocese, so that he may be personally served with the summons, 
service shall be sufficient if the copies aforesaid shall be left at his 
last and usual place of abode therein; provided, that the court may 
require such other or further notice to the defendant of the proceed- 
ings as they may deem proper. 

5. The Standing Committee shall appoint some proper person or 
persons to conduct the prosecution, provided, that all such prose- 
cuting officers shall always be communicants of the Church in this 
Diocese. 

6. Questions of practice, and of the admission of evidence, when 
not governed by canons of this Diocese, or of the General Conven- 
tion, shall follow the analogies of the civil law of this State, so far 
as the authority of the court may extend. Witnesses may be exam- 
ined by either partyin the presence of the court, and when the per- 
sonal attendance of witnesses cannot be had, their testimony may be 
taken in writing, in such manner and by such persons as the court 
may order. 

7. The accused may employ legal counsel or other assistants in 
his defence on the trial. 

8. The court shall act by a majority, and shall determine 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty; and if they find that he 
is guilty of all or any part of the matters charged against him, they 
shall, in their discretion, award judgment of admonition, suspension 
or deposition. 

9. <A full record of the proceedings of the court, with the testi- 
mony, whether oral or written, shall be kept by the clerk, and a 
certified copy thereof shall, within twenty days after the rising of the 
court be delivered by him to the Bishop, who shall, within forty 
days from said rising, if the judgment is against the defendant, 
proceed to administer the discipline determined therein ; provided, 
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that the Bishop may, for reasons satisfactory to him, at any time, 
remit the whole or any part of the penalty imposed by the court. 

10. Should the accused not appear at the trial, and no good 
reason be shown for his absence, the court shall direct the clerk to 
certify such default to the Bishop, who shall thereupon suspend him 
from the exercise of his clerical functions until further order of the 
court. In ease the defendant shall apply to the President of the court 
within six months from the date of such default for leave to appear 
and answer to the complaint, and to submit to the judgment of the 
court, the President shall assemble the court, and appoint a time and 
place at which to proceed to trial. In case the defendant shall not 
apply for trial within six months from such default, the clerk of the 
court shall certify such further default to the Bishop, who shall there- 
upon depose him from the ministry. 

11. If the trial of a clergyman should become necessary during 
a vacancy of the episcopate, the Bishop of any other Diocese may, 
at the request of the Standing Committee, perform all the acts 
assigned by this canon to the Bishop of this Diocese. 


CANON XIII. 
OF: NOTICES. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, before 
Easter of each year, to transmit by mail to all parish ministers and 
parish clerks of the Diocese, duplicate forms for certificates of the 
appointment of lay delegates, one of which shall be filled up and 
returned to the Secretary during Easter week. He shall also, one 
month before the meeting of the Convention, send by mail to the 
Rector, or Senior Warden, of every parish, the form required for 
Parochial Reports. 


CANON XIV. 
OF TESTIMONIALS OF CANDIDATES FOR ORDERS. 


Whenever the vestry of any parish in this Diocese shall sign any 
testimonial in behalf of persons to be recommended as candidates for 
Holy Orders, or to be recommended for ordination, such signing shall

be done at a meeting of the said vestry regularly called, and the testi- 
monial shall so state, and be signed by the clerk of the vestry. 


CANON XV. 
OF THE REMOVAL OF COMMUNICANTS. 


A communicant removing from one parish to another, shall pro- 
cure from the Rector (if any) of the parish of his last residence, or, 
if there be no Rector, from one of the Wardens, a certificate stating 
that he or she is a communicant in good standing, and the Rector of 
the parish or congregation to which he or she removes, shall not 
record him or her as a communicant of his parochial charge, until 
the communicant so removing, presents such letter if it be practicable 
to procure one. 


CANON XVI. 
OF THE LIST OF PARISHES. 


1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least two months before its Annual Session, to send to the Standing 
Committee a list of the parishes in this Diocese, to be by that Com- 
mittee revised in accordance with Article Fourth of the Constitution. 

2. The list thus revised by the Standing Committee, shall be 
returned to the Secretary of the Convention at least one month before 
its Session, and be the authorized list of the parishes of the Diocese 
for that Session, and for any Special Session held during the year.

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


ARTICLE I. 


This Church, being the Protestant Episcopal Church within the 
limits of the State of Rhode Island, shall be known and distinguished 
as the ‘* Diocrsr or RuopE IsLanp.”’ 


ARTICLE II. 


This Church accedes to the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and acknowledges the 
authority of its canons. 


ARTICLE III. 


1. The Convention, or representative body of this Diocese, shall 
consist of such clergymen as have been actually and canonically resi- 
dent and officiating therein for one year next preceding the meeting of 
the Convention, and of lay delegates not exceeding four from each 
parish in union with this Convention. 

2. Other clergymen canonically resident in the Diocese shall be 
entitled to all the privileges of the members of the Convention, except 
the right to vote. No clergyman entitled to a seat and a vote shall 
be deprived thereof by reason of advanced age or infirm health or 
temporary absence. 

3. Only communicants of this Church shall be members of the 
Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 
1. New parishes may, by a vote of the Convention, be admitted 


into union with it on presenting written evidence, under the authority 
of their wardens and vestry, that they have been duly organized 
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parishes of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese for the 
space of one year, and have maintained regular public worship. 

2. No parish shall be held to be duly organized unless it has given. 
written notice to the Bishop and the Standing Committee, acting as 
the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, that at a time and place 
designated a number of persons, not less than ten, residents of said 
place or neighborhood, being males of full age, came together and 
signed the following article of organization: ‘* We, whose names are 
hereunto affixed, conscientiously attached to the Doctrines, Discipline 
and Worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, 
and earnestly desirous of securing its influences for ourselves and 
others, do hereby associate and organize ourselves as Parish of 
the Diocese of Rhode Island, and declare that we accede to the 
Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of Rhode Island, and of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States; and, to perfect 
such organization, we have elected the following persons Wardens 
and Vestrymen for the year ending Easter Monday next.’’? And 
further, the above applicants shall furnish satisfactory evidence that 
the Church property now or hereafter to be used for public worship, 
is or shall be held in trust for the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

3. In case the parish to be organized is formed within the limits 
of any existing parish or parishes, ‘the written consent of the Rector 
or Rectors of said parish or parishes must be first obtained, and be 
filed with and approved by the aforesaid Ecclesiastical authority of 
the Diocese ; or, if it shall appear to the satisfaction of two-thirds 
of the Standing Committee, acting with the Bishop, that said consent 
is without due reason withheld, they may give the required consent. 

4, When it shall appear to the satisfaction of two-thirds of the 
Standing Committee that a parish for two years last past has had no 
place of worship, or has maintained no regular public services, or has 
failed for three years last past, after notice from the Treasurer of the 
Convention, to pay its quota of the Bishop’s salary, and of the Con- 
_vention expenses assessed upon it, that parish shall be declared 
extinct and be stricken from the list of parishes in union with the 
Convention. 

5. When it shall appear by the annual report of the Treasurer of 
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the Convention, that a parish for the year last past has not paid the 
full amount assessed upon it for Bishop’s salary and Convention 
expenses, then such parish shall not be entitled to vote in the Con- 
vention then in session, nor at any subsequent session thereof, until 
said overdue assessments, with the interest accrued thereon, shall 
have been paid in full. 

6. In the organization of any parish, where pews are owned by 
individuals or a corporation, provision must be made whereby said 
pews may be taxed for their proportion of an amount sufficient for 
the support of public worship in the parish. 


ARTICLE V. 


1. A Session of the Convention of this Diocese shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of June in each year, at such hour and place as 
the Convention at its previous annual meeting shall determine. The 
Bishop, at his discretion, may call special meetings of the Conven- 
tion ; it shall become his duty so to do upon request of the Standing 
Committee. In case of the vacancy of the Episcopate, of the absence 
for six months of the Bishop from the Diocese, or of the prolonged 
disability of the Bishop, a special meeting of the Convention may be 
called by the Standing Committee. At least three weeks’ notice of 
such special Session shall be given to each clergyman constitutionally 
a member of the Convention, and to the vestry of each parish in union 
with the Convention, by the Secretary of the Convention, or, in his 
absence, by some other person appointed by the Bishop, or, as in the 
above cases, by the Standing Committee, to act in the Secretary’s 
stead. No business shall be transacted at any special Session of the 

Convention other than that specified in the notice by which such 
Session has been called. 

2. The Bishop shall preside in the Convention, but if there be no 
Bishop, or the Bishop be absent, a President shall be chosen from 
among the Presbyters of the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Sessions of the Convention shall be opened with the Celebration of 
the Holy Communion, and there shall be a sermon or charge from 
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the Bishop, or sermon by some preacher appointed by the Ecclesias- 
tical authority of the Diocese; after which the President and Secre- 
tary of the Convention shall take their places, and the Convention be 
called to order. The Secretary shall then call the roll of clerical and 
of lay members entitled to seats, after which the President shall de- 
clare the Convention duly organized. The list of clergy shall be 
furnished to the Secretary by the Bishop, or in his absence, by the 
Standing Committee, and shall specify those who have a right to vote. 
The list of lay delegates shall be made up by the Secretary from 
uncontested certificates of election from parishes declared by the 
Standing Committee to be on the roll of the Convention ; said certifi- 
cates being signed by the wardens or clerk of the parish and delivered 
to the Secretary before the organization of the Convention. At the 
Annual Session shall then follow the election of a Secretary for the 
ensuing year. The following Committees, and such others as the 
Convention shall at any time by canon add to their number, shall be 
appointed by the President: namely, a Committee on Credentials, a 
Committee on the Admission of New Parishes, a Committee on 
Canons, and a Committee on Unfinished Business. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Members of the Convention shall upon all questions deliberate in 
one body, except as hereinafter provided, and in voting shall vote as 
individuals, unless three members shall call for a vote by orders, 
when the clergy and lay delegates shall vote separately; the lay 
delegates from each parish being entitled to but» one vote, and the 
concurrence of both orders shall be necessary to any action. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Secretary shall be chosen by joint ballot, and remain in office | 
until his successor is chosen. His duty shall be to make minutes of 
the proceedings of the Convention, to preserve its journal and records, 
to attest its public acts, to transmit to the Registrar all books and 
papers relative to its concerns, including the journals of other 
Dioceses or of the General Convention, which may be in his 
possession as Secretary, to direct the distribution of the printed 
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journals of the Diocese among its parishes, and to give due notice of 
the time and place of the Sessions of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IX. 


A Treasurer, who shall be a layman, shall be elected annually, by 
joint ballot, and continue in office during the pleasure of the Conven- 
tion. It shall be his duty to receive at each Annual Session of the 
Convention the assessment upon the parishes for the expenses of the 
Diocesan and of the General Convention, and for the support of the 
Episcopate ; to pay quarterly to the Bishop the salary pledged to 
him by this Convention, and to perform such other duties and meet 
such other demands upon the Treasury as the Convention from time 
to time may authorize and direct. He shall present to the Conven- 
tion, at its Annual Session, a report in writing of his receipts and 
disbursements. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Standing Committee shall consist of four presbyters and four 
laymen, communicants of this Church, elected by the Convention at 
its Annual Session, and continuing in office until their successors are 
chosen. They shall keep a record of their proceedings, and report 
them yearly to the Convention. A majority shall constitute a 
quorum, except where it be otherwise required by canon. They 
shall have power to supply any vacancies which may occur in their 
own body, or among the officers of the Diocese, during the recess of 
the Convention. 


ARTICLE XI. 


1. Deputies to the General Convention shall be chosen at the 
Annual Session of the Convention of this Diocese immediately 
preceding the regular Triennial Session of the General Convention, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are chosen. 

2. The clergy and laity sitting apart, shall nominate, the clergy 
the clerical, the laity the lay candidates, by ballot; the lay delegates 
from each parish having but one vote. These nominations being 
reported, the clerical nominations to the laity and the lay nominations 
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to the clergy, those bodies sitting apart, and by ballot shall confirm 
or reject them, each body reporting its action to the other. Upon 
request of any two members of the Convention the ballot shall be 
taken upon each candidate separately. In the event of any rejection 
another nomination shall be made in manner as before directed. 
Upon the concurrence of the two bodies the Convention shall reas- 
semble and receive report of the concurrent action, which shall then 
be declared by the President of the Convention. 

3. Substitutes for deputies shall be similarly chosen. In case of 
the resignation, or failure to occupy his seat, of any deputy, clerical 
or lay, his place shall be filled by one of the substitutes m the order 
in which they were chosen; and it shall be the duty of the first 
chosen of the remaining deputies in each order to notify the substitute 
of the duty devolved upon him. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Whenever a Bishop is to be elected in this Diocese, a duly qualified 
presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
shall be chosen by the Convention at an Annual or Special Session. 
Clerical and lay delegates shall sit in one body, but shall vote by 
orders, and a majority of both orders shall determine the choice. 
At the request of any two members the Convention shall sit with 
closed doors. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Canons for the government of the Diocese, and rules of order for 
the conducting of business, may be adopted from time to time by the 
Convention. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


This Constitution may be altered as follows: At any Annual 
Session a written amendment to the Constitution may be approved by 
the Convention, and at the next Annual Session may be adopted by a 
majority of both orders voting separately ; and the Constitution thus 
amended shall be thenceforth the Constitution of the Diocese of 
Rhode Island. 


THE CANONS OF THE DIOCESE OF RHODE ISLAND. 


CANON I. 
OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


1. The Missions of the Diocese shall be conducted by a Board of 
five clergymen and five laymen, of whom three clergymen and two 
laymen shall be chosen by the Convention at its Annual Session one 
year, and two laymen and three clergymen the following year. 

2. When a ballot is called for in the choice of the Board, each 
member of the Convention shall vote, in the year when three clergy- 
men and two laymen are to be chosen, for two clergymen and one 
layman only, and the three clergymen and two laymen receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected; and, in the year 
when two clergymen and three laymen are to be chosen, each mem- 
ber of the Convention shall vote for one clergyman and two laymen 
only, and the two clergymen and three laymen receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be declared elected. In case of a tie vote in 
any choice, the entire ballot shall be annulled. Vacancies in the 
Board may be filled by its members. 

3. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex officio President of the 
Board, and shall appoint its Missionaries. 

4. Parishes or individuals may direct to what Missionary their 
contributions shall be devoted; provided that no Missionary shall 
receive from the Board an amount in excess of the salary voted him 
by the Board, and that any surplus shall go into the general fund. 
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5. No salary shall be paid to the Missionary of any Station at 
which a debt for a Church or Rectory, or other Parish building, 
shall be hereafter incurred, unless said debt be incurred with the 
written consent of the Bishop and of the Board of Missions, or until 
the entire liquidation of the debt. The attention of each Missionary 
shall be annually called to this section by the Secretary of the Board 
of Missions. 

6. The Treasurer of the Board shall be a layman of the Diocese. 

7. At the Annual Session of the Convention the Board shall 
report its proceedings, its receipts and expenditures, the general 
condition and prospects of its Missions, and also an estimate of the 
amount required for its work in the ensuing year, with a proposed 
apportionment of the amount among the parishes of the Diocese. 


CANON II. 
OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


1. The Standing Committee may make rules for its government, 
and for the calling and notifying of its meetings. These rules shall 
continue in force until altered or repealed by it. 

2. The Secretary of the Standing Committee shall hold office 
until his successor is chosen. He shall call the first meeting of a 
newly elected Committee in such manner as the rules of the Standing 
Committee may direct. 


CANON III. 


There shall be appointed annually by the Convention a Depository 
Board, to consist of two clergymen and two laymen with the Bishop 
who shall be ea officio chairman. It shall be the duty of said Board 
to superintend and control the purchase, publication and distribution 
of Bibles, Prayer Books and Hymnals, within the Diocese. 


CANON IV. 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CHURCHES AND GLEBES. 


1. There shall be appointed annually by the Convention, a Board 
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of Trustees of Churches and Glebes, to consist of four laymen and 
the Bishop who shall be ex officio chairman. 

2. This Board shall appoint, from their own number, a Treasurer 
and Secretary, and shall have power to fill any vacancies occurring in 
their number during the recess of the Convention. 

3. All applications from parishes in this Diocese, for aid in the 
building, repairing, or paying for churches, shall be made to this 
Board ; and it shall be the duty of the Board to receive, keep, and 
pay out, on such conditions as they shall judge most conducive to the 
extension of the Church, all moneys however contributed and not 
specially appropriated by the contributors, for the purpose contem- 
plated in this section. 

4. This Board may, at their discretion, endeavor to secure in 
their treasury a permanent fund for the purpose contemplated in the 
preceding section, by collections in the several churches in the 
Diocese and by the solicitation of donations and bequests from 
individuals. 

5. It shall be a duty of this Board to give, through the Secretary, 
their recommendation to all applications which they shall approve for 
particular parishes; and all funds so collected shall be paid into the 
treasury of this Board, and used under its direction. 

6. Said Trustees may take and hold for the use of the Church in 
this Diocese, or in any parish or place therein, any property that has 
been or may be conveyed to them, or to the Convention of this 
Diocese, for parsonages, glebes, churches or schools, or for the 
support of any church or school; and they shall manage and dispose 
of such property according to the direction of the donor or grantor 
expressed at the time of making the gift or grant ; provided that such 
directions and uses shall be for the benefit of the Church, and not 
inconsistent with the canons and laws of the General Convention 
thereof in the United States, or of this Diocese ; and in case no direc- 
tions respecting such property shall be given at the time of making 
such gift or grant, then they shall manage and dispose of the same 
in accordance with such directions as may be made from time to time 
by this Convention. 7 

7. In case of any debt existing or accruing upon property held in 
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trust by this Board, which debt cannot be cancelled by the parties 
beneficially interested, this Board shall not assume such debt, as it is 
not within the province of the Convention to tax or assess the par- 
ishes to meet any such debt; nor does the Convention hold itself 
legally liable or morally responsible for it, but it shall be the duty of 
the Board to make known the fact of said indebtedness in such 
manner as may best secure voluntary offerings or-subscriptions for its 
payment. | 

8. This Board is further authorized, and it shall be their duty, to 
receive, hold, and manage, in trust for the Convention, any other 
property, real or personal, which the Convention may at any time by 
resolution commit to the Trusteeship of the Board. 

9. All moneys or other property given or entrusted to this Board, 
shall be faithfully applied as designated by the donors, and the Board 
shall make an annual report to the Convention of its doings, receipts 
and disbursements. 


CANON V. 


OF THE BOARD FOR THE RELIEF OF WIDOWS AND ORPHANS OF 
DECEASED CLERGYMEN, AND ALSO OF SUPERANNUATED AND IN- 
FIRM CLERGYMEN. 


1. At every Annual Session of the Convention there shall be 
elected a Board for the relief of Widows and Orphans of deceased 
clergymen, and also of Superannuated and Infirm clergymen; which 
Board shall consist of four laymen, who shall be communicants of 
the Church, together with the Bishop of the Diocese who shall be 
ex officio chairman. In case of the vacancy of the Episcopate, the 
President of the Standing Committee shall be ex officio a member and 
chairman of the Board. 

2. The funds received by this Board shall consist of collections 
in churches, and of donations or legacies specially designated for the 
purposes of this canon; and it is hereby made the duty of each 
clergyman having charge of a parish, and of the wardens in every 
vacant parish, to make a collection for this fund on Christmas day, 
or upon some Sunday prior to the last day of May in each year. All 
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moneys contributed as above specified, shall be invested by the Board 
in such securities as in their judgment will be safe and productive ; 
and such investments shall be made in the name of the Board as 
Trustees. 

3. The appropriations from this fund shall be made by the Board 
in such manner, and in such sums, as they may deem expedient ; 
provided, that no appropriation shall be made to the family of a 
deceased clergyman who was not at the time of his decease canoni- 
cally resident in this Diocese, unless by and with the advice and 
consent of the Standing Committee, given in writing, nor to any 
superannuated or infirm clergyman who did not continue in the exer- 
cise of his sacred duties until providentially disabled. 

4. Atevery Annual Session of the Convention, the Board shall 
present to that body a report of their receipts, investments and appro- 
priations, for the year preceding. 

5. The Board shall have power to appoint such officers and sub- 
committees, and to enact such by-laws as they may deem necessary 
for the more convenient and effective discharge of the duties required 
by this canon. 


CANON VI. 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


1. There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Trus- 
tees of the Episcopal Fund. Said Board shall consist of three lay- 
men, of whom one shall be elected each year, and the persons here- 
after so elected shall severally hold their office for the period of three 
years. Said Board shall have in special charge the care and invest- 
ment of the Fund for the support of the Episcopate. 

2. Said Board shall have power to appoint a Treasurer, who shall 
continue in office one year, and until his successor is appointed. His 
accounts shall be closed on the thirty-first day of May, and submitted 
to the Board, who shall examine and report thereon to the Convention. 
He shall, under the direction of the Board, pay to the Treasurer of 
the Convention the income arising from the Episcopal Fund. 
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OF THE BOARD OF AUDIT AND FINANCE. 


1. There shall be appointed by the Convention a Board of Audit 
and Finance, to consist of three laymen; of. whom one shall hold 
office for the term of one year, one for the term of two years, and 
one for the term of three years; and the Convention at each Annual 
Session hereafter shall elect one member who shall hold office for the 
term of three years; and the said Board shall have authority to fill 
any vacancies occurring in their number during the recess of the Con- 
vention. 

2. It shall be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Session of the Convention, to audit and examine all accounts and 
vouchers of the Treasurer, and to inspect the securities and invest- 
ments in his hands belonging to the general funds of the Convention 
and to the special funds and accounts in his hands; and from time to 
time advise and instruct the Treasurer as to the sale and re-invest- 
ment of any securities belonging to the Convention, and as to the 
care and investment of any funds to which the Convention shall 
hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise ; and the Treasurer 
shall not be held responsible by the Convention for any loss or damage 
it may sustain by reason of any investment or change of investment 
in its funds made by the Treasurer under the written advice and 
instruction of said Board. 

3. It shall also be the duty of said Board, previous to each Annual 
Session of the Convention, to audit and examine the accounts and 
vouchers, and to inspect the securities and investments of each of the 
Boards of Trustees and Commissions who now have, or to whom 
may hereafter be given the charge and care of any funds belonging to 
this Convention. 

4. It shall also be the duty of said Board to present at each 
Annual Session of the Convention, a report showing the amount the 
Board estimate will be required to be raised by assessment for the 
Bishop’s salary and the Convention expenses for that year, and to 
recommend the sums to be assessed by the Convention on the several » 
parishes in union with it. Said assessments shall be due and payable 
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in two equal amounts, viz.: one half thereof on the first day of July 
following, and the remainder thereof on the first day of January next 
thereafter ; and in case said assessments are not paid in full on or 
before the aforesaid days, then it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
of the Convention to collect legal interest thereon until said assess- 
ments are paid in full. 

5. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, under the direction and 
approval of said Board, to take possession of, hold and manage all 
property, real and personal, (not now in the hands of any special 
Board of Trustees,) belonging to the Convention, or to which the 
Convention shall hereafter be entitled by gift, devise or otherwise, 
until such time as the Convention shall order other management or 
disposition of the same. And it shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to report annually to the Convention any action which he may take 
under the authority given to him by this Section. 


CANON VIII. 
OF THE REGISTRAR. 


1. A Registrar shall be elected by the Convention at its Annual 
Session, into whose keeping shall be committed all documents per- 
taining to the history of the Church in Rhode Island, and all journals 
of other Dioceses, and any other documents that are now or may 
hereafter become the property of this Convention. It shall be the 
duty of said Registrar to preserve them in some suitable place of 
deposit, and to hold them subject to such regulations as the Conven- 
tion may from time to time prescribe. 

2. Said Registrar shall hold his office for one year, and until 
another shall be chosen in his place. 


CANON IX. 


OF THE BISHOP’S SALARY. 


The annual salary of the Bishop of this Diocese shall be five 
thousand dollars, and shall be derived from the income of the Epis- 
copal Fund, and from such sums as shall be assessed upon the several 
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parishes by order of the Convention. It shall be due on the first days 
of January, April, July and October. 


CANON X. 


OF REMITTANCES FROM PARISHES FOR DIOCESAN EXPENSES. 


It shall be the duty of the Church Wardens and Vestries to see 
that the amount assessed upon their respective parishes by the Con- 
vention, be regularly transmitted to its Treasurer, so as to be included 
in his annual report. 


CANON XI. 
OF THE ELECTION OF LAY DELEGATES. 


1. Any parish intending to be represented in this.Convention, as pro- 
vided for in the third article of the Constitution of the Diocese, shall 
choose its delegates in a parish meeting, regularly called in conformi- 
ty with the charter and by-laws of the parish; and in addition to the 
delegates provided for in said third article, said parish shall, at the 
same meeting, choose four other persons, to be called substitutes, 
who, in the order in which they are chosen, shall be entitled to fill the 
place of any delegate who may resign, or be unable to attend; and 
such delegates and substitutes shall continue in office until the next 
annual meeting of the parish; and also until others shall have been 
chosen to take their places. And the certificate of the election of 
such delegates and substitutes shall state that they are communicants 
of the Church. 

2. Whenever, during a Session of the Convention, any lay dele- 
gate shall retire and a substitute take his place, the fact of such 
change shall be made known to the Secretary, and by him be entered 
on the record and announced to the Convention before such snbstitute 
shall be entitled to a vote or seat in it. | 


CANON XII. 
OF THE MODE OF TRYING CLERGYMEN. 


1. For the trial of all complaints against any presbyter or deacon 
of this Church, there shall be a permanent ecclesiastical court, con- 
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sisting of three presbyters, who shall be nominated by the Bishop 
and confirmed by the Convention. 

There shall be also a legal adviser of the court, nominated and 
confirmed in the same way, who shall be a layman of the legal pro- 
fession and a communicant in this Diocese; and it shall be his duty 
to decide all questions of law and practice arising in any trial, and 
all such decisions shall be reduced to writing, and be made part of 
the record of the proceedings. 

Members of the court and the court’s adviser shall hold their office 
during the Episcopate of the Bishop appointing them, and until others 
are appointed in their stead ; provided, that if any of them shall die, 
resign, accept an election to the Standing Committee, become subject 
to prosecution under the Canons of the Church, or remove from the 
Diocese, the Bishop shall immediately appoint another person to fill 
the vacancy so occasioned, who shall hold the office until the next 
meeting of the Convention, when the Bishop shall nominate to the 
. Convention the person so appointed, or some other person, in his dis- 
cretion, for confirmation. 

The court shall elect a president from their number, and appoint a 
clerk, who shall be a layman and a communicant in this Diocese. 

2. Complaint against any clergyman subject to the jurisdiction of 
this Diocese, for any offence for which he may be tried in accordance 
with the Canons of the General Convention, shall be made to the 
Standing Committee, and shall be in writing, and signed by one 
presbyter canonically resident, and two lay communicants resident in 
the Diocese. It shall state that the acts complained of are true of 
their own knowledge, or that on careful inquiry they believe them to 
be true. 

3. Should the Standing Committee deem the complaint well 
founded, and deserving prosecution, they shall make a written pre- 
sentment, stating the offences of which the accused is alleged to be 
guilty, with reasonable certainty of time, place, and circumstance, 
which shall be signed by the Standing Committee, or a majority of 
them, and be delivered to the President of the court. 

4. The President shall then summon the court with the nes 
adviser thereof, and appoint a time and place for the trial. He shall 
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cause the defendant to be summoned to appear at the time and place 
so appointed, and to answer to the complaint. The summons shall 
be served by some person appointed by the President, by leaving a 
certified copy of the summons and presentment with the defendant, 
at least thirty days before the time of trial. If the person so 
appointed shall certify that the defendant cannot be found in the 
Diocese, so that he may be personally served with the summons, 
service shall be sufficient if the copies aforesaid shall be left at his 
last and usual place of abode therein ; provided, that the court may 
require such other or further notice to the defendant of the proceed- 
ings as they may deem proper. , 

5. The Standing Committee shall appoint some proper person or 
persons to conduct the prosecution, provided, that all such prose- 
cuting officers shall always be communicants of the Church in this 
Diocese. 

6. Questions of practice, and of the admission of evidence, when 
not governed by canons of this Diocese, or of the General Conven- 
tion, shall follow the analogies of the civil law of this State, so far 
as the authority of the court may extend. Witnesses may be exam- 
ined by either party in the presence of the court, and when the per- 
sonal attendance of witnesses cannot be had, their testimony may be 
taken in writing, in such manner and by such persons as the court 
may order. 

7. The accused may employ legal counsel or other assistants in 
his defence on the trial. 

8. The court shall act by a majority, and shall determine 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty; and if they find that he 
is guilty of all or any part of the matters charged against him, they 
_ shall, in their discretion, award judgment of admonition, suspension 
or deposition. 

9. <A full record of the proceedings of the court, with the testi- 
mony, whether oral or written, shall be kept by the clerk, and a 
certified copy thereof shall, within twenty days after the rising of the 
court be delivered by him to the Bishop, who shall, within forty 
days from said rising, if the judgment is against the defendant, 
proceed to administer the discipline determined therein; provided, 
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that the Bishop may, for reasons satisfactory to him, at any time, 
remit the whole or any part of the penalty imposed by the court. 

10. Should the accused not appear at the trial, and no good 
reason be shown for his absence, the court shall direct the clerk to 
certify such default to the Bishop, who shall thereupon suspend him 
from the exercise of his clerical functions until further order of the 
court. In ease the defendant shall apply to the President of the court 
within six months from the date of such default for leave to appear 
and answer to the complaint, and to submit to the judgment of the 
court, the President shall assemble the court, and appoint a time and 
place at which to proceed to trial. In case the defendant shall not 
apply for trial within six months from such default, the clerk of the 
court shall certify such further default to the Bishop, who shall there- 
upon depose him from the ministry. 

11. If the trial of a clergyman should become necessary during 
a yacancy of the episcopate, the Bishop of any other Diocese may, 
at the request of the Standing Committee, perform all the acts 
assigned by this canon to the Bishop of this Diocese. 


JANON XIII. 
OF NOTICES. 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, before 
Easter of each year, to transmit by mail to all parish ministers and 
parish clerks of the Diocese, duplicate forms for certificates of the 
appointment of lay delegates, one of which shall be filled up and 
returned to the Secretary during Easter week. He shall also, one 
month before the meeting of the Convention, send by mail to the 
Rector, or Senior Warden, of every parish, the form required for 
Parochial Reports. 


CANON XIV. 
OF TESTIMONIALS OF CANDIDATES FOR ORDERS. 


Whenever the vestry of any parish in this Diocese shall sign any 
testimonial in behalf of persons to be recommended as candidates for 
Holy Orders, or to be recommended for ordination, such signing shall 
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be done at a meeting of the said vestry regularly called, and the testi- 
monial shall so state, and be signed by the clerk of the vestry. 


CANON XV. 
OF THE REMOVAL OF COMMUNICANTS. 


A communicant removing from one parish to another, shall pro- 
cure from the Rector (if any) of the parish of his last residence, or, 
if there be no Rector, from one of the Wardens, a certificate stating 
that he or she is a communicant in good standing, and the Rector of 
the parish or congregation to which he or she removes, shall not 
record him or her as a communicant of his parochial charge, until 
the communicant so removing, presents such letter if it be practicable 
to procure one. | 


CANON AVG 


OF THE LIST OF PARISHES. 


. 


1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
le@st two months before its Annual Session, to send to the Standing 
Committee a list of the parishes in this Diocese, to be by that Com- 
mittee revised in accordance with Article Fourth of the Constitution. 

2. The list thus revised by the Standing Committee, shall be 
returned to the Secretary of the Convention at least one month before 
its Session, and be the authorized list of the parishes of the Diocese 
for that Session, and for any Special Session held during the year. 
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
